AND RE-CREATIVE PROPAGANDA. 








All over the country there is a concerted move- 
ment in behalf of that cleanliness and neatness and 
spick-and-span-ness which spells healthful and at- 
tractive utility. With the coming of the spring 
months the civic centers and the smaller towns alike, 
in accord with the modern spirit of community utili- 
tarianism, turn their thoughts and their endeavors to 
the refurbishing of their places of abode and of their 
public buildings. The clean-up movement receives 
its greatest impulse in the spring, and the paint and 
varnish brush and the scraper are the natural first- 
aid to winter-worn buildings. 

Hence it is that there is an unusual timeliness in 
the five-year-campaign of education inaugurated by, 
the Paint Manufacturers’ Association, the all-the- 
year-round “Use More Paint’’ movement. This is 
not primarily a business-building propaganda, al- 
though it should prove-one of the most effective 
methods of selling more paint, and providing more 
work for paint men, manufacturers and house paint- 
ers and salesmen yet devised. It should be effective 
because it is based upon sound business logic :— 

While the benefits from such a campaign 
would be shared by the raw materials manu- 
facturers, can and package manufacturers, 
paint and lead manufacturers, jobbers, dealers 
and the painters, there would be a positive bene- 

fit to the properties of the consumers in better 

appearance, longer life, added protection from 

weather, added sales value, and better living 
conditions. The “Use More Paint’ campaign 
does not propose creating more business just as 
business, but the creation of a wider under- 
standing of the benefits of paint-using as a sound 
business investment on the part of the paint user. 

The idea is a national one, calling for national 
publicity and united effort on the part of every paint 
man, manufacturer, jobber or house painter, to edu- 
cate the public to the economic advantages of the use 
of paint. No special paint will be mentioned, no spe- 
cial variety of color will be advocated—the weight 
of the propaganda work will be placed upon just 
what adequate painting does as a preservative and 
just. what it means as an effective and economic 
mainstay to the property owner. 

Fire insurance protects against accidental loss 
from one cause only—loss that may never occur. 
Painting protects against loss sure to come from de- 
cay, and prolongs the efficiency of dwellings and 
business houses for years. The “Use More Paint” 
propaganda, from the viewpoint of economic efh- 
ciency alone, stands up on its own feet. 

The Reporter last week cited the concerted move- 
ment on the part of the officials and people of 
Mount Vernon in this State to make Mount Vernon 
the show place of its size in this country—and the 
first thing planned is the use of more paint. 

Chicago, Baltimore, Boston, St. Louis, Louisville, 
and hundreds of other cities and towns, have seen

the wisdom and the direct personal return from the 
use of more paint, and in Chicago the campaign 
against infantile paralysis this year will be founded 
upon the painting and cleaning to be carried out by 
the largest civic committee ever appointed in that 
city. 

The “‘Use More Paint’ campaign is unselfish in 
that while it will of necessity be an aid to paint men 
it will be of far more direct personal benefit to both 
communities and citizens of the communities which 
accept the reasons underlying the movement and bring 
about the results planned. 

The Reporter bespeaks the personal participation 
of every paint man in the country—no matter how 
he may be connected with the industry— in the 1917 
campaign to preach the story of ‘“Use More Paint.”

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INFORMATION 
BRINGS WAR CONDITIONS HOME 
TO BUSINESS MEN. 





Since the outbreak of the European war the ad- 
vantages in world trade have been accumulating at 
the doors of the United States. New markets have 
been opened because of the retirement of one or 
more of the European combatants from fields where 
they were previously pre-eminent; new industries 
have been developed here because of new world de- 
mands that could not be met elsewhere; world trade 
information has been spread before the American 
manufacturer and exporter with the injunction, 
“Take it now’’—and they have taken it. 

But with the imminence of actual hostilities be- 
cause of interference with American commerce by a 
foreign power—even though actual hostilities should 
by some seeming miracle be averted—the authori- 
ties have deemed it the part of wisdom to cut off at 
the source much information heretofore depended 
upon by American business men. ‘The reason for 
this new reticence as to export statistics, for example, 
is obvious—the less knowledge an active opponent 
can gain of the actual movements of carriers of 
American commerce from this country the better the 
chances for safe passage of such commodities and 
the smaller the risk of the carriers themselves. 

That such an embargo upon information for 
years collated and published in the Reporter has de- 
cided disadvantages cannot be gainsaid, but in the 
interest of the greatest good of the greatest number 
the majority of business men affected by the ruling 
have agyeed cheerfully to abide by it. . 

It brings home in no indefinite manner the actual 
conditions under which business is being transacted 
in this country today to note that sailing dates of 
steamships are carefully omitted from advertisements, 
and that columns of statistical enumeration of shipped 
goods have been dropped from the pages of the 


‘press, that outgoing manifests are no longer avail- 


able for inspection. 

The records of some of the great merchandising 
concerns will be indefinite; the movements of cot- 
tonseed oil, petroleum in all its varieties, dyestuffs 
and industrial chemicals will no longer be traceable 
from day to day or week by week; but, it is now 
announced that the monthly totals of such exports 
will be available as usual, which will be indicative, 
even if not directly, registrative. 

The Reporter this week prints the export statis- 
tics up till the time of the official embargo from 
Washington. Further than this we cannot promise 


until the ban shall be lifted by the same authority.

‘This list was issued just at the close cf 
the Civil War, at the time when the industries of 
the country were in the throes of rebirth and reorgani- 
zation, and the comparison with existing conditions,

While, naturally, there is no absolute basis of com- 
parison, owing to the changes that have been brought 
about by improvements in methods of manufacture, 
development of new sources of supply, etc., never- 
theless there is abundant food for thought in the 
comparison as presented. It is interesting to note 
that two of the commodities which overtop even the 
high prices of today are linseed oil and gum cam- 
phor, both of which have been generally held to be 
at present at almost, if not quite, record quotations. 
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UNUSUAL CONDITIONS IN REPORTER 
MARKETS DUE TO UNUSUAL COM- 
BINATION OF FACTORS. 








The history of the past few days is the culmina- 
tion of conditions that have been manifesting them- 
selves continuously and more and more prominently 
during the past few months. Such has beén the con- 
gestion of supplies of scores of commodities at base 
points, and such has been the scarcity of carriers 
that the incoming flood of materials from factories 
and manufacturing plants has been checked, with 
the result that at the present writing spot supplies of 
many items are not obtainable in any quantity, and 
what amounts are obtainable are bringing unusual 
prices. 

This condition does not apply to any one mar- 
ket, but to the majority of markets, and the feeling 
of uncertainty has resulted in an unusual attitude on 
the part of many producers. The attitude can be 
voiced in this verbatim expression by the sales man- 
ager of a large fertilizer house: ‘““Yes, I have thou- 
sands of tons of that material available; I will be 
glad to sell; but you must find the cars, as I cannot 
get them, and I have men on the road doing noth- 
ing else but rounding up cars.” 


Thére are three separate and distinct factors in 
the present carrier famine: The export shipping con- 
ditions differ only in degree from those which have 
obtained for months, with the added uncertainty as 
to what shall be the outcome of the present arming 
of merchantmen and the attempt to force American 
commodities through the embargo lines of the Con- 
tinental combatants; the extension of the freight

embargo by railroad lines in this country; the possi- 
bilities of a great railroad strike, which cannot but 
add still more to the burdens under which Ameri- 
can producers and distributers are laboring at the 
Combined with these, and a contribut- 
ing factor to them, is the scarcity of cars, tank cars 
and others, for the transportation of goods, even 
though the embargoes were lifted to allow the pas- 
sage of the products of manufacturing plants 
laboratories, mills and by-product ovens.

houses will not quote a price, because there is no certi-

tons of stocks are accumulating at factories and ship- 
ping points which cannot be moved, and until the 
danger of a strike on the railroads shall be obviated 
there is little promise of better conditions. 

There is also a new factor in the movement of 
commodities having their origin in the Far East. 
Many imported articles heretofore have come direct 
to Atlantic coast ports from their primary markets,

HEARING TOMORROW ON 
DRUG IMPORT HOLD-UP 


Bureau of Chemistry Will Consider 
Question of Publishing Data as to 
Detention of Food and Drugs Of- 
fered for Import at Ports of Entry 


in This Country. 
Washington, March 17, 1917. 
The Bureau of Chemistry, following 
requests that it publish on its service 
announcements, notices concerning the 
detention of food and drugs Offered for 


import at ports of entry, because of the 
fact that they may be in violation of 
the food and drugs act, has called a pub- 
lic hearing on Tuesday, March 20, at 10 
a.-m., at the Bureau of Chemistry, 216 
Thirteenth street, Washington, D. C., at 
which time those interested may state 
their views. Those unable to attend are 
requested to state their views in writing. 
The bureau is especially desirous of ob- 
taining expressions as to the value of 
publishing information relative to de 
tained products, as to the form such 
publication should take, and as_ to 
whether such publication would tend to 
injure a consignee who is importing foods 
and drugs from abroad which he has had 
no opportunity of inspecting prior to their 
arrival and detention at the port of 
entry. 

Tentative standards have been adopted 
as a guide for the officials of the De- 
partment of Agriculture in the enforce- 
ment of the food and drugs act. 

Examination of samples of importa- 
tions of ‘‘digitalis’’ leaves has disclosed 
that the article consisted of digitalis 
thaspi and not digitalis purpurea. Digi- 
talis thaspi is not official in the United 
States Pharmacopeeia, and, so far as the 
bureau is informed, is not recognized in 
the Pharmacopeia of any other coun- 
try. Material obtained from digitalis 
thaspi shoulé not be used in any of the 
pharmaceutical preparations official in 
the Pharmacopeeia. 

The department will recommend the ex- 
clusion from the United States of any 
importation of kamala which, upon ex- 
amination, is found to contain more than 
8 per cent. of ash. 

The bureau has received a request for 
an opinion concerning the importation of 
hyoscyamus muticus. The species ap- 
ears to be chemically different from 

yoscyamus niger (Henbane), the only 
species of hyoscyamus now recognized in 
the United States Pharmacopeeia, in that 
it contains a liquid base which has not 
been isolated from hyoscyamus niger and 
does not contain scopolamine. The ma- 
terial obtained from hyoscyamus muticus 
consequently may not be used in any of 
the pharmaceutical preparations official 
in the Pharmacopeeia, 

No objection is entertained, however, 
to the importation of hyoscyamus mu- 
ticus, if properly labeled, for use in the 
preparation of the alkaloid hyoscyamine. 

Examination of samples of importations 
of “ipecac’ has disclosed that heterop- 
teris pauciflora, ipecacuanha fibrosa, and 
an ionidium species have been substi- 
tuted for cephaelis ipecacuanha. These 
substitutes are not official in the United 
States Pharmacopeeia, and, so far as the 
bureau is informed, are mot official in 
the Pharmacopeia, and, so far as the 
bureau is informed, are not official in the 
pharmacopeia of any other country. 
Since these substitutes do not contain 
the active principles of cephaelis ipecac- 
uanh the department will fecommend 
the clusion from the United States of 
importations of ‘“ipecac’’ found to con- 
sist of any of the above-mentioned adul- 
terants. 

Examination of samples of importations 
of ‘‘senna’”’ leaves has disclosed that the 
material contained considerable amounts 
of tephrosia apollinea. Since species of 
tephrosia contain a toxic glucosid, teph- 
rosin, the department will recommend the 
exclusion from the United States of the 
importation of senna containing the 
leaves of any specieg of tephrosin.

Use of Coloring Matter in Foods in 
the Philippine Islands. 


A circular of the Philippine Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection prohibits the 
use in food products of mineral or coal: 
tar colors other than the following:— 
Red, 107 amaranth, 56 ponceau 3 R, 517 
erythrosine; orange, 8 orange I; yellow, 
4 naphthol yellow 8, 94 tartrazine; green, 
435 light green 8. F. yellowish, and blue 
692, indigo disulfoacid. Other mineral or 
coal-tar colors may not be employed. 
Any vegetable color approved by the 
Board of Food and Drug Inspection may 
be used, but the uSe of any dye, whether 
harmless or not, to conceal damage or 
inferiority of food products is prohibited. 
Where. coloring matter has been added, 
the principal label must bear a state- 
ment to that effect in t not smaller 
than 8-point (brevier) capitals.

BY HARRISON STOCK 


Philadelphia Paint Concern Transfer 
Indorsed by 34,562 Votes Out of 
35,000—New Concern Will Be 
Harrisons, Inc., and Will Be Ex- 
panded, 


Philadelphia, March 16, 1917. 

Stockholders of Harrison Brothers & 
Co., paint and chemical manufacturers, 
at a special meeting in the company’s 
office, Philadelphia, Thursday, ratified 
‘the sale of the company to the Bw 
du Pont deNemoéurs Powder Company. 
Out of a total of 35,000 votes to be cast, 
Only 438 were in the negative. 

The du Pont offer, which amounts to 
$7,000,000, was indorsed by 3,4662 stock- 
holders. Of the amount involved, $5,- 
700,000 is in cash and all outstanding ob- 
ligations are assumed by the purchaser. 
With the exception of an objection by 
R. C. Kerr, holder of 200 shares of pre- 
ferred stock, the meeting was quiet. 
Kerr declared it was a ‘“‘mamnifest at- 
tempt to evade the statutes of Penn- 
sylvania.”’ 

Kerr is the man who has brought suit 
to restrain the sale. Hearing on the writ 
of mandamus obtained by him command- 
ing the Officers of the Harrison company 
to show cause why they should not sub- 
mit the corporation’s books for inspec- 
tion has been continued until March 19 
in Common Pleas Court, No, 2. He also 
nes pending an equity suit to enjoin the 
sale. 

John P. Reynolds, a board member, 
presided at the meeting Thursday and R. 
S. Hubbard, president of the company, 
made a speech strongly advocating the 
pee of sale. He declared that it was 

ighly advantageous because the large 
war é€arnings would cease with the war 
and profits would amount to even less 
than in normal times. 

The following statement of the plans 
for the conduct of the business by the 
duPonts was issued by a representative 
of that company:— 

The sale marks the union of two of 
the oldest and best-known manufactur- 
ing firms in the country. The Harrisons 
date from 1793 and the du Ponts from 
1802. The transfer to new owners will 
Poi | mio radical change in the conduct 
of the paint business. This will be con- 
tinued by the new Owners and the prod- 
ucts hitherto turned out by the Harri- 
sons wiil continue to be made by vir- 
tually the same organization. 

Expansion is expected in the manufac- 
ture of paints, colors, varnishes and p: 
ments as well as chemicals, for the du 
Pont interests will bring to the new or- 
ganization resources and experience that 
will increase the efficiency of the plants. 

The paint and varnish business is no 
new industry for the du Pont organiza- 
tion. It already manufactures and has 
on the market a number of enamels, lac- 
quers and similar articles. It also manu- 
factures very large quantities of the 
basic materials used in the manufacture 
of paints and dyes. Benzol, wood oil, 
fuel oil, naphtha, ethyl and a great many 
other products have been produced by 
the du Pont plants and have been on the 
market for a long time. 

The present Harrison plant on Gray's 
Ferry road on the Schuylkill River, 
covers 40 acres, on which there are 80 
buildings. Notable among these is a 
model lead plant with an annual capa- 
city of 10,000 tons. The demand for 
chemicals since the war had caused the 
company to organize the Mantua Chemi- 
cal Compamy, whose works are at Pauls- 
boro, N. J., on a tract of 250 acres, 
through which flows Mantua Creek, giv- 
ing access to the Delaware River. The 
company also owns a plant at Sixth and 
Jackson streets, Camden, N. J., and a 
pyrite mine in Virginia. 

The price to be paid by the du Ponts 
is $5,700,000 in cash, the purchasers as- 
suming all the outstanding obligations of 
the company.

By hard work he succeeded in getting 
the promise of about $6,000, a sum about 
twice as much as has ever been avail- 
able in any one year before. Of this 
sum which has already been collected 
frum ‘Texas, $1,570.56; Mississippi, $942; 
Georgia, $557.82; Oklahoma, $316.92; Ten- 
nessee, $310; Suuth Carolina, $74; Arkan- 
Sas, $172; North Carolina, $170; Alabama, 
$120.46; Louisiana, $118.90; Illinois, $25; 
Arizona, $7.22, making a total of $4,584 88 
turned over to the Bureau of Publicity. 
Compared with the resources heretofore 
at their command, it was large enough 
to bring a thrill of encouragement to 
the Bureau of PuUlicity and they have 
already begun a general campaign of ad- 
vertising that brings hope of most en- 
couraging results,

345,000 chickens, 2,906,000 ducks and geese, 
1,765,000 guineas, 2,730,000 pigeons, 7,000 
peafowls, and remember that every 
blessed one ought to be eating some cot- 
tonseed meal every day, and would be 
eating it, if they knew about it, the ne- 
cessity of the campaign becomes ap- 


parent, 
“Now whose fault is it that they 
haven't been told about it? What have 


you done to tell them? “What are you 
willing to do now to tell them about it? 

“Of course we don’t expect to reach 
the owners of all these animals this year, 
or to get more than an infinitesimal pro- 
portion of them on the feed. But even 
a very small proportion is all we want. 
For as has been said, it is education we 
want. Just a chance to show them. They 
will do thd rest. 

“Suppose then you do your part in creat- 
ing this activity, by contributing 5 cents 
per ton on what you will have yet to 
sell, This should create a fund of #0,- 
000, and it is safe to say with this Sum 
to complete and extend the campaign al- 
ready begun an immediate increase in 
price will be made, and a permanent de- 
mand created that will repay you many 
times over the small advance made.”’

Reached Home Thursday Night. 


Mr. Chatfield, who was accompanied by 
his wifé on the entire trip, arrived at 
his home in Elizabeth, N. J., at 8 p. m. 
on Thursday. Upon his arrival he was 
greeted by his business associate, Fi 
Kkasebier, acting secretary of the asso- 
ciation during Mr. Chatfield’s absence. 
The recent developments in the interna- 
tional political situation made it very 
difficult for Mr. Chatfield to secure pas- 
Sage to America from Spain, to which 
country he went from Italy after con- 
cluding all arrangements for the release 
and shipment of the shellac. After much 
delay he obtained accommodations on 
the Spanish steamship Infanta Isabel, 
the same boat upon which Ambassador 
Gerard and his party were booked. The 
steamship Infanta Isabel arrived at Ha- 
vana, Cuba, Sunday, March 11. He spent 
the following day in Havana and on 
Tuesday left for Key West, Fla., from 
whence he proceeded without delay to 
New York. 

The fact that all transportation facili- 
ties in Italy are given up to the move- 
ment of troops and war supplies causcu 
much inconvenience to Mr. Chatfield, 
first in traveling from place to place in 
order to obtain the release of the cargu 
ot shellac and secondly in moving the 
shellac from where it was stored to the 
wharf, and thirdly, to locate cargo space 
for shipment to this country. 


Individual Effort Secured Release. 


Mr, Chatfield had to deal firmly with 
the italian authorities in order to im- 
press upon them the importance of his 
mission, for in these war times, he said, 
it is not an easy matter to interest of- 
ficlals in a case of this kind. He was 
firm in his Opinion that the release of 
the shellac could not have been accom- 
plished without the personal efforts of a 
representative from this country, armed 
with the uecessary credentials from the 
State Department. 

The Italian officials were very friendly 
after preliminaries were done away with, 
he added, and they soon came to an 
understanding regarding the release of 
the requisitioned cargo. Thinking that 
the worst was over Mr. Cnatfield then 
proceeded to secure means to transport 
the shellac from the place where it was 
stored to the dock, a distance of about 
six miles. This proved a_ stumbling 
block, for railroad accommodations were 
unobtainable and with labor scarce h’'s 
position was not a pleasant one. After 
much delay he -closed a deal whereby 
the cargo of 4,600 bags was to be carted 
for the entire distance. The carts avail- 
able were small, the capacity being only 
40 cases each trip. 

In the meantime Myr. Chatfield was 
kept busy looking around for ocean ton- 
nage. As practically all the steamers 
plying between Italy and the United 


States were under government orders and 
with the limited space available held at 
exorbitant rates this was quite a prob- 
lem. However, he managed to obtain 
fre‘ght room on an Italian liner and 
cabled to the association here that all 
was going along smoothly. The shellac 
was all loaded On board this steamer and 
just before she was to sail the vessel 
was taken over entirely by the Italian 
Government and the care ordered dis- 
charged. The operation of booking 
freight room had to be performed all 
over again. Mr. Chatfield then chartered 
a sailing vessel, but this proposition later 
proved undesirable. After much delay 
and trouble the desired space-was finally 
secured on the steamer Virginia. The 
Virginia, an American boat, sailed from 
Naples om January 19, and arrived at 
New York during the week of February 
32. The shellac cargo, upon examina- 
tion, was found to be blocked, but in good 
workable condition. 


Many Trying Experiences. 


Aside from the dangers faced on the 
Sea voyage, both to Italy and then on his 
return from Spain, r. Chatfield had 
many trying experiences. In his travels 
through Southern Europe he found that 
conditions were entirely different from 
what he had expected. Railroad com- 
munication was poor, travel in and about 
small towns was almost impossible, all 
means of getting about being controlled 
by the military authorities, and hotel ac- 
commodations were, in many instances, 
particularly bad. 

On Friday several members of the 
United States Shellac Importers’ Associa- 
tion met informally, during noon hour, 
in the rooms of the Drug and Chemical 
Club to congratulate Mr. Chatfield upon 
his success and safe return,

The New York Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Club will tender a complimentary dinner 
to its president, H. S. Chatfield, at the 
Drug and Chemical Club at 6 o'clock to- 
morrow (Tuesday) evening, March 2. 
Action looking to this recognition of Mr. 
Chattield’s services in obtaining the re- 
lease of the Sturmfel’s cargo of shellac 
from the Italian Government was de- 
cided upon at a meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the club on Wednes- 
day last. 

Mr. Chatfield made the return journey 
from Spain on the steamship Infanta 
Isabel, which brought Ambassador Ger- 
ard and his party. 

The proceedings will be informal and in 
the nature of a “‘welcome home" by h’s 
business and club associates, and Phila- 
delphia as well as New York men will be 
included in the gathering. The dinner 
will be a “Dutch treat’’ with the usual 
aecessories, and there will be no formal 
program, although music will be pro- 
vided. 

Mr. Chatfield fs expected to make the 
speech of the evening in telling of his 
experiences witnin the war lines and 
during the passage to and from Italy. 
Mr. Cheesman and others will speak in- 
formally. 
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Platinum Scarcity Handicap to Gov- 


ernment Departments. 
Washington, March 16, 1917. 


The Bureau of Chemistry of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, the 
Bureau of Standards of the Commerce 
Department and all other chemical labor- 
atories of the government engaged in 
analytical work are being seriously handi- 
capped by the scarcity and high price 
of platinum, which is now selling for 
about $100 an ounce. 

All of the chemical laboratories of the 
government require a great deal of 
platinum in their investigation work. 
They are now being forced to use sub- 
st'tutes where possible. They are now 
using vessels made of fused silica, and 
this is especially true where receptacles 
for sulphurito acid are required. 





SWEEPING NARCOTIC 
BILL IN PENNSYLVANIA 


Measure to Cover Defects in Harri- 
son Law Introduced—Prohibits 
Sale of Such Drugs to Addicts— 
Prescription Regulated. 


Harrisburg, Pa., March 16, 1917: 

An anti-narcotic will with teeth in it, 
intended to cover up the defects of the 
Harrison act, so far as Pennsylvania is 
concerned, was introduced in the Legis- 
lature this week by State Senator Edwin 
H, Vare, of Philadelphia, 

The provisions of this measure make it 
an oftense, punishable by not more than 
a $2,000 fine, or more than a five-year 
imprisonment, or both, for any person, 
other than an authorized physician, den- 
tist, veterinarian or licensed dealer to 
receive, have in his poss@ssion, sell, con- 
trol, distribute or give away any opium, 
coca leaves Or any compound thereof 
“except under the advice and direction 
and with the consent of a regularly prac- 
ticing and duly licensed physician or 
dentist.” . 

The bfMl prohibits the administration of 
the drugs ‘‘to or for the use of a habitual 
or constant user of amy of the said 
drugs—for the purpose of treating or 
curing of said person of said addiction 
or habit or for the purpose of satisfying 
the craving of said person for sa'‘d 
drugs, outside of a hospital, sanatorium, 
medical or public institution to which 
said person is confined.’ To receive aity 
drugs in violation of this provision is 
also an Offense. 

This provision is aimed at the possible 
practice of an addict or habitual user 
of the drugs visiting several phySicians 
and receiving a prescription from each 
for a quantity of drugs to be adminis- 
tered without observation or supervision. 
The burden of proving ‘‘any exemption 
under the act shall be upon the de- 
fendant.”’ 

Physicians, dentists or veterinarians 
can only administer or prescribe drugs 
after a physical examination of the per- 
son or animal to be treated or prescribed 
tor, and such physician or dentist may 
prescribe for or furnish to any habitual 
user of such drugs “substances as said 
physician or dentist may deem neces- 
sary for his treatment, when such ad- 
ministering or furnishing or prescribing 
is not done for the purpose of evading 
the provisions of this act.” 

All prescriptions shall be dated as to 
the date on which signed, shall be 
stamped with tne date upon which they 
are filled, shall not bg filled but once, and 
not more than two days from date there- 
of. The prescription must be retained 
by the person selling or dispensing the 
article for a period of two years in such 
a way that it will be readily accessible 
to inspection by the proper authorities. 

Senator Vare, in introducing the bill, 
declared that it is his purpose to rid 
Pennsylvania of the “dope” evil. 





Other Drug Measures Introduced in 


Pennsylvania Legislature. 
Harrisburg, Pa., March 16, 1917. 


There is an innovation in the new act 
reguiating the practicing of pharmacy 
and the sale of poisons and drugs in 
Pennsylvania which has been introduced 
in the Legislature by Representative 
‘Lneodore Campbell, of Philadelphia—the 
provision for the purchase of samples of 
drugs for the purpose of determining 
their quality, strength and purity. 

Representative James O. Campbell, of 
Butler county, has offered a supplement 
to the Pennsylvania act of 1887. relating 
to the practice of pharmacy, which sets 
forth that a number of persons who were 
actually engaged in the retail apothecary 
business in Pennsylvania at the date of 
the approval of the former act failed to 
apply for registration within the specified 
time provided in the act and the supple- 
ment in 1889. The new bill provides for 
registration of such parties if applica- 
tion shall be made within 30 days of the 
passage of the new act. 

Another bill for the regulation of the 
traffic in narcotic drugs, similar to the 
Vare measure outlined herewith, has 
been imtroduced by Representative Sam- 
ual A, Whitaker. 

Representative Isadore Stern, Philadel- 
phia, introduced a bill regulating the 
practice of drugless therapeutics, creat- 
ing a board of licensure and repeading 
acts inconsistent with the provisions of 
his measure, 


General Narcotic Hearing at Albany 


March 22 on State Measures. 


A hearing will be given at Albany on 
Thursday, March 22, by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Public Health on the several 
narcotic measures now before that body— 
the Whitney Committee bills, the Judges 


and Justices’ Committee bill, drawn by 
Judge Cornelius F. Collins and others. 
A great deal of discussion naturally will 
have to do with this latter measure 
which . is intended to strengthen the 


State narcotic law to a still greater de- 
gree than action contemplated under the 
Whitney Committee measure. _. 
Representatives of the trade, the State 
Ph. A., the Drug Trade section, New 
Yerk Board of Trade and Transportation, 
and the N. W. D. A.. are expected to 
be present at the hearing. The Mills- 
Callahan bill—the Judges and Justices’ 
Committee measure—was introduced on 
March 14. Like the Whitney bill it 
wou'd require the use of triplicate pre- 
scription blanks, and it also proposes a 
plan for the treatment of narcotic drug 
addicts without recourse to commitment 
by the courts.

Auction Board), and the parcels with

The purchase price is to be paid in na- 
tional gold currency, one-half 15 days 
after the sale amd the other half in 1 
year’s time, with 6 per cent. interest 
annually. Interested persons may also 
pay in London or New York exchange 
in an amount equivalent to the amount 
in national gold currency obtained at the 
auction sale. The sum for which the ex- 
change is to be drawn, corresponding to 
the purchase price in national gold cur- 
rency, must be at the exchange rate 
for export-duty payments for the week 
in which the auction sale is held. 

The lands sold and mot fully paid for 
in caSh will remain subject to a lien 
in favor of the treasury until payment of 
the whole of the purchase price, and 
meanwhile the purchaser at auction is 
subject to the provisions of articles 16 
and 17 of the law of August 29, 
which established the Caja de Credito 
Hipotecario (Mortgage Credit Bank). 

If the nitrate iands consist of more 
than two parcels, amd there are no bid- 
ders for the first group, then the first 
parcel will be offered separately, and the 
second and following parcel will form a 
new group in turn to be offered, and if 
likewise there are no bidders, then sep- 
arately in succession, 

The parcels to be sold by virtue of the 
new law will remain mutually subject to 
the easements of transit amd aqueduct, 
and any other treasury nitrate lands 
which may hereafter be sold and which 
may need to make use of these easements 
in the communications and operations 
will enjoy similar rights. 





INTERDEPARTMENTAL COMMISSION VIEWS 
SITES FOR NITROGEN FIXATION PLANTS 


Washington, March 16, 1917. 

During the past week the interdepart- 
mental commission to select a site for 
the $20,000,000 nitrogen fixation plant, au- 
thorized by Congress, which commission 
consists of Secretaries Baker, Lane and 
Houston, visited proposed sites, and the 
first place inspected was near Columbia, 

B. J. Watson, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture and Industries for the State of South 
Carolina, has just forwarded his annual 
report to officials of the War and Agri- 
cultural departments and others directly 
concerned in the erection of the nitrate 
plants, or chain of plants. Commissioner 
Watson points out that while this plant 
is to be used for munition purposes dur- 
ing times of peace and war the surplus 
product during peace times would be 
manufactured into fertilizer, to be sold 
to the farmers at cost. 

He says that such a plant is of para- 
mount interest to the citizens of the cot- 
ton and trucking producing section of 
the South Atlantic, where the greater 
value and tonnage of soluble nitrates is 
consumed. 

The Columbia Chamber of Commerce, 
he explains, in seeking to obtain the 
location of this great undertaking for 
South Carolina were actuated by a reali- 
zation of the waste water power of the 
Sf&te And the excellent marl deposits on 
the Santee, as well as the phosphate rock 
beds combined with the free nitrogen of 
the air, fixed through electricity, would 
add enormously to the wealth of the 
State. They brought to the attention of 
the agricultural authorities that such a 
plant would put agriculture beyond the 
menace of stoppage of exotic nitrates 


supply and furnish citizens of the coun- 
try nitrates at the cost of production. 

According to the commissioner, the best 
location for the fertilizer unit of the 
plant is in the Southeast, where nitrates 
are so largely used, and not in the Cen- 
tral South and Central West, where they 
are not in demand and where farmers 
are not skilled in their proper use. He 
says, however, that perhaps no class of 
the citizenship of the State has shown 
less interest in the erection of a govern- 
ment nitrogen fixation plant for the 
manufacture of mitric acid for muni- 
tions, and of soluble nitrates for fertil- 
izers, than the men who will be the prin- 
cipal beneficiaries of this new govern- 
ment activity—the farmers themselves. 

As increasing prices on Chilean nitrates 
soon reach a point where their use ceases 
to be profitable in agriculture and limits 
their use by the farmers, South Caro- 
lina is particularly concerned, Commis- 
sioner Watson says. The Carolinas and 
Georgia, he says, use more soluble ni- 
trates and have used them for longer 
than any other section. The South Caro- 
lina farmers are more expert than any 
others in the use of nitrates. 

Figured from the lowest price the 
farmer would save $22 per tom on every 
ton of lime nitrate produced in this goy- 
ernment plant and get more value for 
“ money than if he could buy Chilean 
nitrate, 

If one of the three proposed nitrate 
plant units is located in Columbla, its 
production will be equal to twenty 
pounds of lime nitrate for every culti- 
vated acre in the State. This would af- 
fect the saving in one year of not less 
than $3,130,000 to the agriculture of South 
Carolina, 





Japanese Supply of Sulphate of Am- 
monia Very Short. 


Supplies of sulphate of ammonia in 
Japan are becoming increasingly short. 
Japan gets its imports principally from 
Great Britain, but shipments thence have 
greatly decreased. a December, 
1916, Great Britain exported $3,029 tons, 
bringing the total exports for last year to 
259,300 tons, a decrease of 35,000 tons from 
the quantity for the preceding year. Of 
last year’s total exports from Great 
Britain, shipments to Japan amounted to 
9,155 tons, a decrease of 1,382 tons, com- 
pared with the preceding year. Lately 
shipments to Japan have practically 
stopped, and a cablegram received in 
Osaka says that no shipments will be 
possible for the present. 

Sulphate of ammonia is produced in 
Japan, but the output is insignificant— 
net more than 3,000 tons a year—while 
last year’s consumption in the Kobe and 
Osaka districts alone amounted to about 
7,000 tons.

Manufacture of Potash in Cement 
Plants Successful in Ontario. 


A company making Portland cement at 
Durham, Ontario, is reported to be turn- 
ing out as a by-product from the feld- 
spar 12 to 16 tons of potash daily. 
Feldspar rock is added to the lime- 
stone as a raw material for Cce- 
ment, and a process has been evolved 
for collecting the liberated potash. Both 
muriates and caustic products are pro- 
duced, and while the market standard of 
the former is fixed at 80 per cent. to the 
trade, the company claims that it is pos- 
sible to produce an article which is al- 
most pure. 

This plant has eight kilns. The output 
of potash as a by-product amounts to 
15 tons a day. In addition to this, by 
trapping dust and gases in which there is 
5 per cent. of potash, valuable. fertilizer 
igs produced. The chemist makes the fol- 
lowing statement:— 

Within five years every cement plant in 
Canada could be producing potash as 
a by-product. In the feldspar deposits, 





which extend widely through the north- 
ern parts of this province, Canada has 


a natural resource of immense value. 
There is more feldspar in one county of 
Ontario than in the whole of the United 
States. It contains at least 10 per cent. 
of potash, and through the process em- 
ployed at Durham more than 86 per cent. 
of the pure article is collected. 

The cost of manufacturing potash in 
Canada from feldspar is so low even now 
that it is less than the freight charge 
paid on a ton of the imported German 
product before the war. The result of 
this discovery will be the complete break- 
ing of the German monopoly. In addi- 
tion to guaranteeing a much-needed sup- 
ply of potash for the present urgent de- 
mands, it will result in meeting the needs 
of the American continent for fertilizers.

Peruvian Income from Guano Dur- 
ing Fiscal Year, 1916. 


According to the report of the Peruvian 
Corporation for the fiscal year, the in- 
come from guano in the past fiscal year 
was £87,457, the result of shipments 
made between July and September, 1915, 
no shipments having been made in 1916. 
The guano situation is unsatisfactory, in 
the opinion of the directors. Various 
Peruvian decrees in 1915 and 1916 have 
modified the agreement between the gov- 
ernment and the corporation, until at 
present the corporation is permitted to 
take guano only from certain islands, 
most of which contain but small quan- 
tities of guamo, and many. of these de- 
posits are almost inaccessible. The cor- 
poration has protested to the government 
against the restrictions imposed, and has 
declined to load guano under the present 
conditions. 











Rosario Flaxseed Shipments Fell 
Away Sharply in 1916. 


There was a large decrease in the ship- 
ment of flaxseed from the Rosario dis- 
trict to the United States during last 
year, according to invoices certified at 
the American consulate at Rosario. The 
exports of this product declined from 
5,396,191 bushels, valued at $6,848,508, for 
1915 to 2,565,314 bushels, valued at $3,656,- 
090, for 1916,

GASOLINE STANDARD. 


Official Standards Lived Up to and 
Consumers Get Gasoline and Not 
Naphtha — Government Offcials 
Deeply Interested. 


Washington, March 16,- 1917. 

With the standards for gasoline under 
the serious attention of the Federal 
Trade Commission, the Bureau of Stand- 
ards and the Bureau of Mines officials of 
these various branches of the govern- 
ment service are particularly interested 
in the claim made in his annual report 
by E. J. Watson, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture and Industries of South Carolina, 
that his is the only State in the Union 
where purchasers get gasoline when they 
buy gasoline and not naphtha. 

According to this report the Standards 
in South Carolina for the product “gaso- 
line’’ are:— 

Residue—Not more 

at 150 degrees C. 

Distillation—Not Jess than 2 per 

cent. at 110 degrees C. 

Flash Test—Not more than 32 de- 

grees F. 

The residue minimum fixed carries with 
it the specific gravity, and therefore 
no minimum of standard gravity is spe- 
cially fixed. 

All gasoline sold within the State has 
to come up to this standard, but amy oil 
company desiring to sell products regis- 
tering below this standard may do so by 
branding their product ‘‘naphtha."’ 

In 1915 a total of 7,526,018 gallons of 
gasoline were sold in South Carolina, and 
in 1916 a much larger quantity was used 

At first the various oil companies, ac- 
cording to Commissioner Watson's re- 
port, claimed that they could not live up 
to the standard, but after the State chem- 
ist has examined 2,700 samples, represent- 
ing every shipment into the State, it has 
been found that the standard has met 
practical tests. One oil representative 
informed the State authorities that the 
gasoline had to be redistilled to meet the 
South Carolina requirements, and that it 
contained less kerosene and heavy oils 
than gasoline shipped into other States. 

A. C. Summers, the chief chemist, re- 
ports that examination of more than 900 
samples of kerosine showed this product 
had met with requirements. He advises 
that those desiring a lower grade gaso- 
line than the State standard specifies 
should purchase the gasoline and kero- 
sene and make the mixture desired rather 
than purchase naphtha with mo idea or 
gauge on the quality. 


$2,000,000 U. S. Oil Corporation 
Contracted for Under Costa 


Rica Concession. 


A contract has been entered into be- 
tween the Costa Rican Government and 
a United States concessionaire for the 
exploitation of the government-owned oil 
fields in Costa Rica, under the terms of 
which the concessionaire is required to 
organize, in Costa Rica or elsewhere, 
a limited company, to be called the 
“Costa Rica Oil Corporation,’’ with a 
capital of not less than The 
concessionaire had already begun opera- 
tions before the official ratification of 
this contract, and drills had been im- 
ported into Costa Rica. These were 
erected close to the Amei River, in the 
vicinity of the Talamanca Mountain 
range, and experiments were made there; 
the seepage showed signs of oil, but, it 
is said, not sufficient to justify continued 
operations, and the drills were closed 
down for the time being. It is antici- 
pated, however, that further trials will 
be made in the neighborhood.

The present high 
price is due to the fact that the supply 
is getting low, and to shipping condi- 
tions. 





New Sinclair Corporation with $25,- 
000,000 Capital in Texas and 


Mexico, 
Housten, Texas, March 16, 1917. 


H. F. Sinclair, of New York, and asso- 
ciates have just taken over the oil hold- 
ings of EF. Simms and associates sit- 
uated in Texas and Mexico, and it is 
planned by the Sinclair interests to or- 
ganize a new corporation with a capital 
stock of $25,000,000 for the purpose of de- 
veloping their mewly acquired properties. 

While here a few days ago Mr, Sinclair 
inspected several available sites upon the 


ship channel upon which it is planned 
to build an oil refinery that will have 
a daily capacity of about 15,000 barrels 


of crude oil. The proposed plant will cost 
about $2,006,000. The plans also involve 
the laying of an eight-inch pipeline from 
Oklahoma fields to Houston, at am esti- 
mated expenditure of $6,000,000. 

The Simms oil land holdingsinthe Tam- 
pico region of Mexico, which the Sin- 
clair syndicate has acquired, are said to 
be extensive and very valuabite. They 
will be developed as rapidly as possible 
as an additional refinery may be built at 
Tampico. A fleet of oil-carrying steam- 
ers will be put on by the new company 
between Tampico and Houston. The 


company will also engage extensively in 
the export trade.

PATENT COVERING POTASH EXTRACTION 


nry Blumenberg, of Los Angeles, 
Cal,, has been granted a patent, No. 1,- 
214,008, which it is claimed can produce or 
make potash available in feldspar at 
about 1,000 degrees lower heat than any 
of the other known processes. The total 
cost of the Operation by this method de- 
pends on the grinding of the ore and the 
heating of the same, since the nitrogen 
oxides in the nitrate of soda are recov- 
ered as nitrate of lime, which, as a rule, 
has a higher market value than the ni- 
trate of soda used in the original opera- 
tion. Im his description of the patent the 
discoverer claiims:— 

My invention consists in the discove that 
when a nitrate of an alkali metal or alkaline 
earth metal is fused with feldspar, the de- 
composition of the latter occurs at a remark- 
ably low heat at which the nitric oxids are 
liberated and a sodium potassium aluminum 
silicate is formed, 

‘By my process I effect the decomposition of 
the feldspar at a lower temperature than any 
other known process. The base of the nitrate 
decomposing the feldspar liberates valuable 
gases which may be absorbed by hydrated 
lime forming a lime nitrate which is often 
more valuable than the Nitrate used in the 
decomposition Or the nitregen oxids lib- 
erated in the process may be converted into 
nitric acid or any other suitable nitrate that 
market conditions may indicate as being the 
most profitable. 

My process will be better understood with 
the aid of the accompanying drawings which 
illustrate diagrammatically the apparatus used 
for carrying out my process. 

I take orthoclase pulverized by suitable 
means so that the same will pass through a 
200-mesh screen and sodium nitrate pulver- 
ized in the same manner and mix the two 
intimately, in equa] proportions, The mixture 
is introduced in a closed crucible a preferably 
made of cast iron and subjected to a heat 
from 1,200 to 1,500 deg. F., until complete 
fusion takes place. The nitric oxid fumes are 
withdrawn through the pipe 10 and may be 
utilized for making nitric acid by the well- 
known process or absorbed by lime to form 
a calcium nitrate, The heating is continued 
until no more nitric oxids are liberated, which 
usually requires about thirty minutes, when 
the reaction will be completed. The reaction 
takes place approximately as follows:—

No General Gasoline Standard Prob- 
able—Advice Will Be “Use Low 


Grades.” 
Washington, March 16, 1917. 

Chester Naramore, acting petroleum 
technologist of the Bureau of Mines, 
who is expected to succeed William W. 
Williams in that office, has been in Pitts- 
burgh this week holding important con- 
ferences with Dr. E. W. Dean regarding 
motor fuels. Under the direction of the 
Bureau of Mines extensive experiments 
and investigations covering nearly four 
months have been in progress on this 
Subject. The results are being compiled 
into a technical paper for the informa- 
tion of the trade, which is to be sent 
to the press next week. 

The concern of government officials. re- 
garding the motor fuel supply has been 
emphasized repeatedly during the last 
year and at least eight agencies of the 
government have been devoting much of 
their time to studies for relief of the 
situation, 

With a program of national prepared- 
ness demanding large motor fuel sup- 
plies for government use both naval and 
military the fear of a motor fuel famine 
which has been growing during the last 
six months has been intensified. 

As a result of the hearing given to all 
trade interests by both the bureaus of 


and mines on gasoline stand- 
ards ideas of the government officials 
have been extensively changed. Instead 
of a general standard of high test gaso- 
line being published as a result of these 
conferences it is now thought probable 
that the trade interests will be advised 
J use as low grades of fuel oil as pos- 
sible.

Emphasis to Be Placed on Oil Shales 
As Available Source of Supply. 


Washington, March 16, 1917. 
Important announcement regarding the 
production of a supplementary petroleum 
supply from oil shales may be expected 
Soon from government officials. The pe- 
troleum experts of the Bureau of Mines 


have been giving this matter’ serious 
study for some months and the Geo- 
logical Survey has been conducting ex- 


teusive research and survey work to defi- 
nitely determine the extent and value 
of deposits which would be immediately 
available.

WASHINGTON IS FACING 
SHORTAGE IN DRUGS 


Lack of Basic Materials Felt in Cap- 
ital of Nation—Standard Drugs to 
Be Exhausted First if Railroad 


Strike Is Called. 
Washington, March 16, 1917. 


Washington is facing a drug shortage 
if there is a nation-wide railroad strike 
as is now threatened, according to Sam- 
uel L. Hilton, delegate to the National 
Drug Trade Conference and instructor in 
the National College of Pharmacy. 

There is a serious shortage now on 
some foreign drugs, and if the general 
railroad strike comes this will spread to 
all preparations sold in drug stores, and 
to the Pharmacopeeia especially. Many 
of the druggists will be forced to manu- 
facture some of their supplies, but even 
in this they will be hampered by a short- 
age of basic materials. 

Washington in this respect occupies a 
position different from most other cities. 
There are but two wholesale concerns in 
Washington and theSe are now carrying 
small stocks, principally because of the 
scarcity and high price of many drugs. 
In Philadelphia, New York, Boston, Chi- 
cago, Detroit and other large cities there 
are a number of wholesale concerns and 
these, as a rule, carry big stocks. Mem- 
phis, New Orleans and Atlanta will be 
in a far better position as regards drugs 
than Washington if the strike comes, be- 
cause they carry a larger supply. 

The principal avenue of relief for 
Washington will be to bring drug sup- 
plies over from Baltimore by electric 
cars or automobiles. It will be possible 
to bring some in by boat from New 
York, but it is thought that better ser- 
vice can be had if the drugs come by 
boat to Baltimore and then are brought 
in to Washington by electric car or 
automobile. . 

Many of the Washington druggists do 
not make even the simplest medicines, 
such as citrate of magnesia, and others 
do not even carry tartaric acid because 
they do not make seidlitz powders, and 
have little use for it otherwise. 

In pharmaceuticals and the proprietary 
line there will be a serious shortage be- 
cause the manufacturing concerns will 
have difficulty in moving their goods. 
The pharmaceuticals, including tablets 
and pills for which there is .a big de- 
mand, are already suffering because of 
the high cost and scarcity of ingredieuts, 
and the supply is not equal to the de- 
inand. 

In the sundry lines the Strike would 
play havoc because the manufacturers 
have So many direct customers and club- 
patrons. Im consequence the drug stores 
do not carry. heavy stocks. 

‘the druggists would also suffer a se- 
vere loss in revenue through Stationery 
and candies, which are today an impor- 
tant item of revenue with many drug- 
gists. Soda water supplies such as acid 
carbonic gas would soon be exhausted 
and the shortage seriously disarrange 
normal conditions. 

There is a shortage today on all Ger- 
man synthetics. Russian mineral oil 
cannot be had at all. 

Of the standard drugs that would prob- 
ably be first exhausted are quinine, nier- 
curials, bromides and opium  prepara- 
tions. The latter two are very high 
priced, the stock low and with a declin- 
ing market the local druggists have hesi- 
tated to build up thelr stocks. Codeine 
is used quite extensively and would be 


‘ one of the first drugs exhausted in the 


local trade, according to Dr. Hilton.

Change in San Salvador Tariff Speci- 
fications Effective April 20, 1917. 


Changes in customs classification pro- 
vided for by a _ presidential decree of 
January 17, 1917, resulted in the lowering 
of the duty on a considerable number of 
articles imported into Salvador. 

The classification of pharmaceutical 
preparations formerly depended upon 
whether or not they were considered to 
be of ‘‘secret formula.’”’ Specialties of 
known formula, which were listed by the 
Salvadorian authorities as such, were 
admitted under tariff No. 93 at a duty 
of $0.40 per kilo, while other preparations 
were subject to a duty of $1 per kilo 
under tariff No. 94. The distinction in the 
tariff between preparations of known and 
secret formula has now been abolished 
and the number of products classified 
under No: 93 has been greatly reduced, 
so that a number of preparations are 
now to be dutiable at the higher rate 
under No. 94, which now includes all 
those not specified in No. 93. The change 
in the classification of pharmaceutical 
preparations is to be effective April 20, 
1917, but most of the other modifications 
were to go into effect 12 days after the 
publication of the decree.

China offers a marvelous field for de- 
velopment of Oil mills and the paint and 
varnish trade, according to a report made 
public today prepared for the United 
States Bureau of Foreign and Domestic 
Commerce after an extensive industrial 
Survey under the supervision of Julean 
Arnold, commercial attache at Peking, 
China, 

Conclusions regarding the oi] mill op- 
portunities in China are based on the 
fact that the country grows enormous 
quantities of oil-producing seeds and 
nuts, among which are beans, sesame 
seeds, peanuts, wood nuts, castor beans, 
etc. The possibilities in this line are so 
great, it is stated, that they furnish ex- 
tensive markets for American machinery. 

Emphasis Is laid on the fact that the 
400,000,000 people are merely at the begin- 
ning of a vast industrial development, a 
China whose trade opportunities must be 
viewed 10, 20 to 50 years ahead. 

Among other Chinese industries that 
are, quoted as showing signs of very sub- 
stantial development are chemical works, 
distilleries, tanneries, glass factories and 
soap manufacturing plants. 


British Paints Have Preference. 


Practically all the paints in the Shang- 
hai market are of British manufacture. 
The annual imports of one brand alone 
amount to about 10,000 iron drums of 28 
pounds each, the total Shanghai demand 
being approximately 15,000 kegs. ‘These 
are the basis ground in oil, no mixed 
paints being on the market. This is not 
alone due to the preference of tle Chi- 
nese painter, whv desires to mix his oil 
and “turps” in his own proportions, it 
is also a matter of cost aud freights, 
since the oil and wther ingredients are 
imported from other countriés than 
those supplying the paint. White lead 
and zinc, red, green, yellow, blue and 
black indicate the order of relative im- 
portance. The cost of the white before 
the war was about 20s. ($4.87) per cwt. 
The colors range from 18s. to 19s. ($4.38 
to $4.62) per cwt. A better grade of white 
lead and zinc in 28-pound kegs has a sale 
of some 5,000 kegs a year and costs from 
32s. to 35s. ($7.79 to $8.52) per cwt. The 
English cheap white zinc is not meeting 
with great favor in the market, as it is 
not a clear white, but has a yellowish 
tinge. 

Although the brands of paint used by 
the shipping companies specified by the 
- ships’ officers, American paints have a 
good opportunity now to enter the mar- 
ket, provided the quality is such that 
5 to 10 per cent. reduction in the price 
(with a reasonably good article) can be 
made, 

The chief British brand in the market 
now is the ‘‘Horse brand,” but prior to 
the war the Germans brought in what 
is known as the ‘‘Dragon brand,’’ which 
was about a shilling cheaper than the 
British paint. While the whites were of 
about the same quality, the reds and 
greens were considered better than the 
“Tlorse brand,’ as they coincided with 
the popular fancy for bright colors. Be- 
fore putting out this brand the Germans 
made an extensive study of the market 
to ascertain the shades that were most 
desired by the Chinese, and mixed their 
paints accordingly. There is little out- 
look for American ready-mixed paints in 
China. They are of too good a quality 
and the duty is too high. It would un- 
doubtedly be well if Chinese firms were 
equipped with codes by American manua- 
facturers, so that they could take ad- 
vantage of any slight fall it. the market. 


Turpentine from United States. 


Practically all the turpentine in the 
market comes from the United States, 
in cases containing two tims of five gal- 
lons each, prices being based on the 
American market, plus cost, insurance, 
freight, and a commission to the in- 
dent house. 

Window glass in China is carried as a 
separate line, and is not considered as 
an appurtenance of the hardware store. 
The market for glass is large and the 
yearly demand for Shanghai is about §80,- 
000 cases, Tientsin 80,000 and Hankow 
100,000, the latter port acting as a trans- 
shipping station for the ports far in the 
interior. The market has recently been 
brisk in Shanghai not cnly tor window 
glass, but for plate slays as well. The 
Shanghai demand for plate glass iy abuut 
$30,400 a yvear, to whica must be added 
$9,000 to cOver the demand for silvered 
plate-glass mirrors, 

tlass should be shipped in carloads 
only, and should cross the Pacific on 
steamers that Can go to the wharves in 
Shanghai, since handling from steamers 
into lighters causes excessive breakage, 
whereas the Ordinary breakage is only 
from 1 to 2 per cent. Every box of glass 
should bear a stencil stating the number 
of pieces as weil as the number of square 
feet, even though the glass be packed in 
a box continuing the customary 100 
Square feet. Prior to the war Belgium 
Wag the great supply source of glass for 
China. After the termination of the war 
American makers who deSire to hold the 
business they are jh gph up in China 
may have to meet not only the competi- 
tion of Belgian prices (about 60 per cent. 
of the American prices) but of Belgian 
terms as well, since the glass from that 
country is shipped subject to damage 
within 30 days after arrival on the ac- 
count of the makers. American mirror 
makers ship directly subject to damage 
on account of the buyer, and as the dam- 
ages to mirrors is often 3 per cent., the 
Belgian breakage terms seem to be a not- 


able item in the view of the _ buyer. 
Japanese window glass is much poorer 
in quality than Belgian fourth quality, 


and runs about 16 ounces, as against the 
12-ounce weights of the United States. 


Paint Trade in Japan. 


The imports of paints into Japan are 
decreasing. This is due to the gradual 
improvement in the Japamese manufac- 
ture. Ilouses in the native style of 
architecture are built entirely of wood, 
which is not treated in any manner, 
either for preservative or decurative 
reasons, 

Both the exterior and the i:terior 
woodwork are left in their natural state; 
in fact, very high prices are frequently 
paid by home builders for pieces of wood 
for interior decoration, to be used with- 
out any artificial treatment, the natural 
grain of the wood being considered more 
attraciive.than the stained or varnished 
finish. Paint and varnish are used in 
connection with buildings in the foreign 
style of architecture and for railway 
cars and shipping. The government rail- 
ways are the largest individual purchas- 
ers of both paints and varnishes in the 
country, and the policy of the govern- 
ment is to patronize home industries to 
the fullest possible extent. In the case 
of shipping, the largest demand is for 
compositions to preserve wooden and iron 
or steel bottoms. The former are coated 
with copper paint. Until recently this 
article was imported from abroad, prin- 
clpally from America, as the following 
statistics will show:—Total imports, 1911, 


$16,246; 1912, $8,933; 1913, $14,350. Imports 
from the United States:—1911, $11,779; 
1912, $7,734; 1913, $10,851. The importation 


has fallen off to such an extent that no 
statistics are available for 1914. 


Antifouling Compositions. 


Antifouling compositions for irom or 
steel shapes also show a decrease during 
four recent years because of the in- 
creased sale of the various native 
brands. Total imports of ship’s bottom 
paints:—1911, $163,314; 912, $118,699; 1913, 
$62,360; 1914, $61,224. From the United 
States:—1911, $4,521; 1912, $670; 1913, $1,049; 
1914, $9,081. The American Share of this 
business has never assumed any impor- 
tance and, from the general tendency, is 
not likely to be an item of interest to 
manufacturers. The case is different, 
however, with other paints. Although 
the total volume of imports during re- 
cent years shows an annual shrinkage, 
the American share, on the contrary, 
shows a sMall annual increase. Total 
imports of other paints:—1911, $189,246; 
1912, $180.552; 1913, $144,864; 1914, $107,964. Im- 
ports from the United States:—1911, 
$7,904; 1612, $7,967; 1913, $10.610; 1914, $12,796. 

American paints have always been con- 
sidereq very high priced, and, from this 
point of view, have been quite unable 
to compete with the European products. 
These, in their turn, are giving way to 
the still cheaper paints of native manu- 
facture. The increase in the imports 
from the United States is due to the still 
faint but growing tendency to demand 
superior quality for certain purposes, 
and, although not likely to assume great 
importance, the amount will vrobah'~ 
grow with the increase in office and 
other buildings in the Western Style of 
architecture. ile the imports of 
good-quality paints will doubtless in- 
crease, there is no likelihood of a de- 
mand for paint brushes, which are more 
likely to be am item of export from 
Japan. 

There is a good demand for paints of 
all kinds, varnishes, etc. Nearly all of 
the stock carried by the Japanese is of 
their own manufacture, with some Brit- 
ish paints, varnishes, boiled linseed oil, 
white lead, etc. The prevailing retail 
prices are ag _ follows:—Varnish, Hub- 
bock’s British X brand, $2.40 per gallon; 
boiled linseed oil, per five-gallon can, 
Japanese $5.60, British $6.60; white lead, 
per can of 28 pounds, Japanese $2.80, 
British $3.10. The Japanese dealers say 
that they sell very little of the British 
paints, as their own are much better and 
surpass the English brands. 

Most of the paint brushes come from 
Japan and China and cost from 5 cents 
up to 15 cents for the largest. They are 
very serviceable, cheap and satisfactory. 


U. S. Trade in Peru. 


The United States has been developing 
a good paint and varnish trade in Peru. 
These importations are handled through 
a number of painters and paperhangers 
establishments, but by far the greatest 
volume of Sales passes through the hands 
of the large importing and_ exporting 
houses. The consumption of paint in 
Peru is indicated by the following 
figures :-- 

Ordinary oil paint was imported into 
Peru in 1913 to the value of $99,837. Of 
this amount, $68,884 represented the value 
from Great Britain, $30,473 from Ger- 
many, $3,705 from Belgium, and $3,336 
from the United States. 

Paints prepared with water were .im- 
ported into Peru in 1913 to the value of 


$2,570, of which Great Britain supplied 
$2,546. 

Metallic paint for ships was imported 
to the value of $17,217. of which the 


amount imported from Great Britain was 
value@ at $3,191. 

Enamel paint was imported to the 
value of $15.437, of which imovorts from 
the United States were valued at $11,901, 
and trom Great Britain, $2,910. 

Bronze powder was imported to _ the 
value of $1,160, the value of the imports 
from the United States being $970. 

White lead and all ordinary paint in 
powder form were imported to the value 
of $11,135, of which the imports from 
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Great Britain were valued at $5,213, from 
Germany, $3,942, and from Belgium, $1,164. 

Red ocher, whiting, and ocher in pow- 
der form were imported to the value of 
$10,107, of which the imports from Ger- 
many were valued at $4,496, from Great 
Britain, $4,433; from Belgium, $572, and 
from the United States, $310. 

Ordinary furniture and carriage var- 
nish was imported to the value of $16,276, 
of which the imports from Great Britain 
amounted to $7,478, from the United 
States, $7,304, and from Germany, $1,052. 


Paint Trade in Chile. 


More than $700,000 worth of paint is im- 
ported into Chile annually and Germany 
has led in nearly every class, with the 
exception of the common article pre- 
pared with water or oil, which alone 
amounts to considerably more than $400,- 
000 per year.' Im this item Great Britain 
leads with something more than $300,000 
per year, cormany following with $85,000, 
and the United States with but $15,000 
per year. The ports at which this com- 
mon paint is generally imported are Val- 
paraiso with $250,000 and Talcahuano with 
$65,000, the remainder going principally to 
Antofagasta, Iquique and Valdivia, in 
the order named. It may be said with- 
out fear of contradiction that 40 per cent. 
of all the paint used on houses is sold 
in the six weeks previous to September 
18. This ig because September is spring- 
time, because the 18th of that month is 
the anniversary of Chilean independence, 
and because the law requires that all 
houses, at least in the cities and large 
towns be painted immediately previous 
to Independence Day (that is, within the 
preceding six weeks), and be equipped 
with a Chilean flag. The result is that 
large amounts of merchandise must be 
placed on exhibition not later than July— 
preferably in June—since building begins 
at that time. Of course, the climate 
permits construction all the year round 
in the north, but in the Southern part 
it is limited because of the continual 
rains during the Chilean winter. Paint 
delivered in the month of October would 
be of very little value for months to 
come, ‘unless it were sold for construc- 
tion purposes or to the railways for cars. 


Sale of Paint Brushes. 


This being true, it follows that the sale 
of paint brushes is also seasonable. Great 
varieties are sold, ranging from the very 
broad and primer brush to the lead-pen- 
cil size. For painting buildings workmen 
generally employ the flat brush, com- 
monly referred to as “‘paleta.’’ This is a 
common type in the United States for 
whitewashing and is also used extensive- 
ly for the Same purp0Ose in Chile. It is 
a standard practice throughout all of 
South and Central America to whitewash 
with lime to a very great extent. A 
brush of this type is made in Chile about 
% of an inch thick, im lengths of 4, 5 or 
6 inches, having pigs’ bristles and cows’ 
tails in the brush itself. The hair is 
about 4 inches long. The handle is short, 
and the brush is sold by the local mer- 
chants at $1.06 and $1.24 per dozen 
in the three sizes previously mentioned. 
Samples of the brushes have been sent 
to manufacturers of Central Europe in 
the hope of reducing the cost, but they 
were unable to compete. The brush com- 
monly used to paint with oil is locally 
referred to as a “‘German brush’’; it is 
round, thick and bound with stout string 
for about half the length. The hair that 
is visible is taken from some animal, but 
that which is concealed is generally a 
mixture composed for the most part of 
vegetable fiber. It was customary at one 
time to put up brushes of this type with 
a copper ring, but this practice was vir- 
tually abandoned in favor of the chalk 
line binding. Common sizes are num- 
bers 16 and 18. Up to three or four years 
ago these numbers referred to a larger 
brush, but little by little the manufac- 
turers have reduced the size until today 
the 18 size is what the 16 was Some 
years ago, and all the rest of the sizes 
have gone down in the same scale. 








What Herbert H. Dow Really Said 
in Regard to Americans and 
Dyestuff Production. 


Considerable space was devoted by the 


uewspaper press (not the Reporter) re- 
cently to the publication of an alleged 
interview with President Herbert H. 


Dow, founder of the Dow Chemical Com- 
pany, Midland, Mich., to the effect that 


“It will take American chemists 
centuries to solve the secret of the 
1,000 aniline dyes with which Ger- 
many supplied the world until the 
outbreak of the European war.” 

In view of the character of this state- 
ment the Reporter turned to Mr. Dow 
for an abstract of what hé really did 
say, and this statement from him is as 
follows:— 

“Mr. Dow in a recent talk before 
the Detroit section of the American 
Chemical Society, stated that Ameri- 
cans were very proficient in mechani- 
cal and engineering methods, but had 
not had anything like the experience 


in making chemicals that the Ger- 
mans have had, but where a dye was 
mar.ufactured on a very large scale, 
Americans would not be handicapped 


by reason of their lack of chemical 
experience as much as was generally 
supposed, as their proficiency in mak- 
ing use of machinery might more than 
offset their fewer years of chemical 
training. 

“Mr. Dow further stated that there 
are something like a thousand dyes 
that have been used in this coun- 
try, the greater number of which, 
however, are used in such small 
amount that it is unlikely that Amer- 
ican manufacturers would be able to 
produce them in competition with 
Germany by reason of their lack of 
experience and the higher salaries 
paid in this country. 

“The Dow Chemical Company is now 
producing about 1,000 pounds a day 
of 20 per cent. indigo paste.”

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Drug Trade Section Wins 
Embargo Protest. 








Following close upon the protest 
made by Secretary William F. Mc- 
Connell of the Drug Trade Section, 
New York Board of Trade and 
Transportation, a request has been 
sent to the various railroads 
through the country that they ex- 
pedite the shipments of drugs and 
Surgical instruments and hospital 
Supplies, pursuant to the request 
of the Drug Trade Section and New 
York manufacturers and handlers 
of such commodities. This request 
was made by Committee on Car 
Service, George Hodges, secretary, 
and is equivalent to an order under 
prevailing shipping arrangements. 

Similar action was asked of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
and the Wastern railroad presi- 
dents’ conference; and affirmative 
action was predicted. 

At the time of the embargo last 
year the section made a similar 
protest, and the wished-for relief 
was granted within a very short 














time.

Maritime-Alps Olive Crop Outlook 
Not So Favorable. 


The outlook for the ollve crop in the 
Maritime-Alps for the coming spring is 
not so favorable as was reported in 
January for the following reasons:—The 
oil made during the month of January 
and the beginning of February is of in- 
ferior quality, as it is pressed from fall- 
en olives or from olives that have been 
picked prematurely, and this oil has 
usually little flavor and is often used to 
blend more highly flavored oils. Heavy 
snowstorms during the end of January 
in the mountains, where most of the olive 
orchards are situated, have caused con- 
siderable damage, although up to the 
present this damage is smaller than might 
be supposed, as the temperature was 
generally not much below freezing point, 
wnd the olives when fully developed can 
stand a very low temperature, but fall 
abundantly if a temperature under freez- 
ing points lasts several days. It is, there- 
fore, diflicult to make a forecast of the 
olive crop for the coming spring until 
the present cold spell is over. The olive 
growers and merchants at Nice have 
stated that in their opinion the amount 
of the crop will be small but the quality 
good. The prices are high, as the Italian 
Government has prohibited the exporta- 
tion of olive oil from Italy, and there- 
fore the demand is greater than the 
supply. 
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Columbia, S. C., Imbibes Nine Car-

Alcoholics.” 


Washington, March 16, 1917. 

Complaint that the pure food and drug 
laws under which the Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industry of the State of 
South Carolina has been working in co- 
operation with the Federal authorities is 
“conspicuously weak’’ is contained in the 
annual report of the State Commissioner 
which has just been received here. 

Effort to get at the various “worth- 
less nostrums and alcoholic tonics with 
which the State is continually flooded,” 
is described in the report. It states that 
these alcoholic mixtures usually consist 
of about 17 to 19 per cent. alcohol and 
are labeled so as to comply with the 
pure focd and drug laws and under these 
laws cannet be touched. 

“In effect, they are nothing but palat- 





able alcoholic beverages,’’ Commissioner 
Watson reports, “the 17 to 19 per cent. 
of alcohol giving a'l the ‘kick’ desired 
and sufficient enthusiasm to make the 
users write glowing ‘testimonials.’ ”’ 

He says that in the city of Columbia 
alone one of these alcoholic mixtures 
comes at the rate of nine carloads a 
month. 
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Trying to Slip Over a “Joker” as to 


Alcohol Sale by Druggists. 


On Wednesday next, March 21, the 
Committee on Excise Law of the Legis- 
lature will hold a hearing on bill, printed 
No. 1007, which would amend the existing 
excise law of the State by the elision 
of a section of the next to the final para- 
graph relating to the sale of alcohol with- 
out prescription by a licensed pharma- 
cist. The removal of this provision would 
forbid the sale of 10 cents worth of alco- 
hol for bathing purposes by any drug- 
gist, except by a physician’s prescription. 
This ‘‘joker’’ will be strongly opposed at 
the hearing, and several representatives 
of New York city druggists will appear 
to protest the enactment of the measure.

Western Seed and Oil 














MINNEAPOLIS. 
Minneapolis, Minn., March 14, 1917. 


The demand for flaxseed locally is still 
very good for the desirable quality, but 
the general demand is not as good as 
it was a week ago On account of the lack 
of cars in which to Ship oil and oil meal 
and also the lack of storage space to 
take card of any large supply. However, 
offerings were very light during the week 
past and prices gained some compared 
with the futures. The spot supply was 
moderate and offerings to arrive were 
very moderate too. The flow to market 
was not as liberal as most of the buyers 
expected, although weather conditions 
permitted of considerable seed being 
loosened up from railroad sidetracks in 
the country. The almost entire absence 
of to arrive offerings would indicate that 
the line elevator company reports of very 
little seed in transit are true. In fact 
the terminal receipt figures of Minne- 
apolis and Duluth, in conjunction with 
the government estimate of the crop, 
show that about all of the available sup- 
ply for other than seed purposes has 
been moved from farms. No doubt the 
elevator companies are saving a little of 
their choice seed to sell for seed in the 
spring, but this supply can not be very 
important. 

There was a fair amount of Canadian 
seed received here during the past week, 
some being offered on spot. Offerings to 
arrive were light and the lack of cars is 
preventing the Canadian shippers from 
taking advantage of the favorable spread 
that prevails at present. There is no 
doubt but what the Canadians would like 
to sell some seed at prices prevailing in 
Duluth and Minneapolis, but they can 
not be sure of making shipment at any 
certain time and this militates against 
to arrive trading. Crushers are more 
than willing to buy Seed to arrive for 
deferred shipment if they can get it at 
proper prices because they have no im- 
portant amount of storage room left to 
take care of supplies they know they will 
need a little later on in the season. 

There was no elevator seed traded in 
locally during the week, barring a car or 
two that was loaded out. Some of the 
local supply was shipped to Duluth be- 
cause the elevator company wanted to 
bring some wheat to Minneapolis and 
they shipped the flax to thelr Duluth 
house to insure the use of the cars com- 
ing back to Minneapolis. 

ne thing that interferes with the trade 
in Canadian seed is the fact that the 
Soo Line will not allow any of their cars 
to leave their tracks. As most of the 
crushing industries are located on other 
than Soo tracks It necessitates the trans- 
ferring of the seed to other cars for 
delivery to crushing mills. If this use 
of cars is allowed shortly there’ is likely 
to bo more trade in Canadian seed. It 
costs considerable to transfer and switch 
seed from Soo Line elevators to crush- 
ing plants on the other roads. 

The average quality of the seed that 
arrived during’ the past week varied 
daily. Om some days there was a good 
run of stuff in and the buyers took care 
of it without hesitation. On other days, 
when the supply showed a poor average 
quality, there was some neglect noted. 
On the whole good prices were paid for 
the daily offerings and there was little 
— to ship anything to other mar- 

ets. 

There is nothing reported during the 
seeding preparations other tham has been 
reported in this column. [In South Da- 
kota and parts of Minnesota most of the 
snow jis off the ground, but in North Da- 
kota and Montana there is still a liberal 
layer of snow to run off before the farm- 
ers can think of getting into their 
fields, 

LINSBED OIL. 

There was a good demand for oil all 
through the week, although the buyers 
did not show quite as much avidity on 
the downturn as they did a little earlier, 
when the market was on the up grade. 
The out movement is badly interfered 
with because of the car shortage and the 
crushers are slow to make new commit- 
ments. for nearby delivery. In fact the 
open contracts are maintained at a fair- 
ly steady total because the buyers are 
making enough fresh commitments to 
take the place of those filled from day 
to day. Shipments today were quite lib- 
eral, Crushers have one advantage in 
the car situation that millers and grain 
shippers have not got and that is that 
most anything can be used in shipping 
barrel lots of oil. Sven stock cars, for 
which there is no great demand at pres- 
ent, can be used. Shipping directions on 
old and maturing contracts are good and 
the only thing that interferes with the 
movement is the lack of cars. Tank cars 
are still an abnormally long time in 
making journeys between Minneapolis 
and other terminals and this naturally 
has a tendency to cut down the tonnage. 
The strike situation is feared by some 
of the buyers and they are anxious to 
get oil delivered before the. threatend 
rupture comes, but Owing to the lack of 
cars there is no hope of helping them 
out. The supply of oil on hand increased 
if anything, although crushers were op- 
erating under restrictions. Prices quoted 
at 98c. or better. There is little inquiry 
for deferred Oil. A few deals are put 
through from time to time, but the crush- 
ers are uSually demanding a good carry- 
ing charge for deferred delivery and are 
independent enough to get the price they 
want. All crushers look forward to a 
very light supply of seed and oil during 
the summer months and naturally are 
very independent regarding their hold- 
ings or their operations of the future. 
None of them feel warranted in making 
concessions that are likely to cost them a 
pretty penny later on. 


LINSEED OIL MBAL. 


The tone of the market is fairly steady 
and there is a good demand for all of 


the meal that can be shipped. Buyers 
are not in need of large lots and seem- 
ingly do not care to make any important 
commitments, but they are in the mar- 
ket steadily for carload lots. If the 
crushers could get the cars to ship the 
meal they could be doing a much tter 
business, but cars are not available and 
there is quite an accumulation in local 
mills and store houses. This accumula- 
tion is restricting the output of oil to 
some degree. Prices quoted at $41@42. 
Shipping directions are very good, but 
the crushers are away behind on orders. 
LINSBED OIL CAKE. 

There is nu fresh feature to the cake 
market No inquiry was noted during 
the week and no shipments to the sea- 
board were possible. There is a stock of 
cake being accumulated at lake ports for 
shipment that way at the opening of 
navigation, but otherwise there is prac- 
tically nothing doing. Local crushers re- 
port some shipments from their Eastern 
mills. No quotations are available.

Trading in the flaxseed market has 
shown irregularity during the past week. 
After being advanced nearly 4c. the mar- 
ket weakened more than that extent on 
selling pressure induced at the outset by 


an easing off in wheat prices. It was 
also noted that crushers’ support was 
withdrawn and that a desire to permit 


prices to seek lower levels was apparent 
in certain quarters, 

Some experts here are Said to have fig- 
ured out that supplies, supplemented by 
Canadian importations, will be ample to 
cover crushers’ requirements during the 
balance of the present crop year. In ar- 
riving at this conclusion the year’s con- 
sumption of seed is placed at 28,000,000 
bushels. Should amy proportion of the 
Argentine surplus, estimated at around 
7,000,000 bushels, be routed this way for 
markcting by reason of the difficulty of 
making shipments to Europe, owing to 
the German submarine blockade, the 
American markets would be bearishly af- 
fected and lower prices result. That 
consideration and fears that the linseed 


oil demand may not be as heavy during 
the coming spring and summer months 
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as had been estimated at one time, has 
led to selling attributed to insiders dur- 
ing the last few days with resultant 
lower quotations.

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Custom Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Crude Lavender and Violet Flowers. 


The protest entered by P. E. Anderson 
& Co, regaiding the classification of 
crude dried lavender flowers and violet 
flowers and leaves was overruled by the 
Board of General Appraisers. The pro- 
testants claimed that the assessment of 
duty under paragraph 49, tariff act of 
1913, as “‘aromatic substances’’ used in 
the manufacture of, but marketable as 
perfumes or cosmetics is erroneous and 
that the merchandise is properly classi- 
fied under paragraph 27 as drugs, ad- 
vanced, at 10 per cent. ad valorem or free 
under paragraph 477 as crude drugs. The 
board held that no evidence was sub- 
mitted by the protestants to support the 
claim that the substance are drugs nor 
was any effort made to show that the 
merchandise was the same or similar to 
that covered by any previous decision 
made by the Board of General Ap- 
gaa The collector’s decision was up- 
e 








Orange Peel. 


The Board of General Appraisers over- 
ruled the protest made by G. Amsinck & 
Co, in the case of the assessment of duty 
under paragraph 221, tariff act of 1913, 
as “orange peel,” dried at 1 cent per 
pound. The claim was made that the 
merchandise is free of duty under para- 
graph 563, which provides for ‘‘orange and 
lemon peel, not preserved, candied, or 
dried.”’”. The sample shown was dried 
orange peel. As was held in a former 
case of G. Amsinck & Co., G. A. 8,028 (T. 
D. 387,006) protest 801,388, decided Febru- 
ary 16, 1917, that the manner of drying is 
immaterial,

Conditions outside the trade have 
been prominent as market factors 
during the week. The threatened 
strike on 'the railroads deserves first 
mention in this respect, This is of 
twofold importance, since it would 
affect the movement of the finished 
products from the factories and the 
movement of raw materials to the 
plants. Transportation difficulties al- 
ready have been instrumental in in- 
fluencing pfices, as all imported ma- 
terials are feeling the higher freight 
rates, and delays in moving stocks 
from domestic points have been re- 
ferred to in previous reports. This is 
a condition for which no remedy is in 
sight, and, as long as it continues, 
manufacturers will be at a disadvan- 
tage. Prices for various paint-making 
materials were firm during the week, 
though no important price changes are 
aoted. The lead pigments are holding 
at recent advances. The new price 
schedule, as announced for French 
process zinc oxide, does not become 
effective until next month, and in the 
meantime the old prices are main- 
tained. Linseed oil has shown strength 
during the week, as seed prices fell 
off in the early part of the period and 
sellers of oil refused to shade their 
quotations. All vegetable oils are hold- 
ing firm in price. Spirits of turpentine 
may be mentioned among the few ma- 
terials which sold off during the week. 
The Savannah market was easy, and 
this condition was reflected in the 
local market. Varnish gums are re- 
ported to be in a_ strong position, 
though prices are slow to advance. 
Putty has been scarce for a long time, 
and prices are quoted as strong, with 
only limited offerings to be had. On 
page 20 there is a complete report on 
the flaxseed situation. A report on lin- 
seed oi] and naval stores will be found 
on pages 29 and 33, respectively. Com- 
ment on the important items in the 
paint trade follows:— 

LEAD, ZINC AND PIGMENTS. 


PIG LEAD.—A quotation of 9c. per 
pound is still heard for pig lead in the 
local market. This price is misleading, 
as it is not the basis of sales, and 
those who are quoting at that level 
are out of the market. The price at 
which buyers can secure supplies is 
given at an inside figure of 9%c, per 
pound, and many holders will not 
shade 10c, per pound. Lead ore at 
Joplin is quoted at $122.50 per ton. 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The firmness which has been 
indicated in previous reports is still 
in evidence. There was no change in 
quotations during the interval, but re- 
cent advances are well maintained and 
there is no sign of weakness in the 
market. Not only are prices firm, Dut 
the business now taken by sellers is 
restricted to spot and near-by posi- 
tions, with no prices quoted for dis- 
tant deliveries. The quotation for dry 
basic carbonate is 94c. per pound, and 
this is given only to buyers of round 
lots, with the usual premiums for job- 
bing amounts. White lead in oil 1s 
quoted at a minimum price of 10%c. 
per pound, and a regular price list is 
given for smaller lots, with the price 
ranging higher as the amount desired 
becomes smaller. The market is fol- 
lowing the metal closely, and there 
were no changes of importance this 
week in pig lead: 

WHITE LEAD (BASIC CARBON- 
ATE).—The high prices asked for lead 
ore have had a strengthening effect 
on the market for basic sulphate, and 
offers are still restricted to shipments 
for the next 90 days. The quotation 
is firm at 8%c. per pound for round 
lots and jobbing amounts are higher 
accordingly. 

RBD LEAD.—There is no indica- 
tion of a decline in the prices quoted 
for red lead, Prices were advanced 
recently following higher prices for 
the metal, and, as the ‘latter is still 
commanding high prices, the result is 
seen in firm quotations for the pig- 
ment. Dry red lead is now offered at 
a minimum price of 10%c. per pound. 
Red lead is quoted at 10%c. per pound, 
There is a good call for red lead in 
smaller amounts, and On such amounts 
a graded scale of prices is effective. 

LITHARGE.—A difference in prices 
is observed, with the range depend- 
ing on seller. Some sellers are re- 
ported to be well sold ahead and are 
not offering much in the present mar- 
ket. The lowest price quoted is on a 
basis of 94%4c. per pound and some sell- 
ers refuse to shade 9%c. per pound. 
There is a steady movement of this 
material to consumers, with some ex- 
port inquiry reported. 

ORANGE MINEIRAL.—A quiet week 
is reported by sellers of orange min- 
eral. The call from consumers is up 
to normal and according to some re- 


ports is better than normal, as im- 


ported grades have been less of a fac-: 


tor recently. The price of sellers is 
given at 12%c. per pound as a mini- 
mum figure. 

SPELTER.—Demand for spelter has 
been slow and the market has shown 
an easier tone, with prices more in 
favor of buyers. The quotation at 
New York is given at 10%c. per pound, 
Prices ease off as demand becomes 
quiet and strengthen as soon as buy- 
ing demand appears, Zinc ore at Jop- 
lin closed at $80@90 per ton. 

ZINC OXIDE.—Importers were quot- 
ing 20c. per pound this week for im- 
ported grades of red seal in large 
lots. This price is not firm inasmuch 
as it is given subject to previous sale, 
and the limited amounts on hand pre- 
vent free offers. Prices for domestic 
zinc oxide on spot vary, as second 
hands are in control of the market, 
and quote from i1l%c. to 12%c. per 
pound. Producers are busy in filling 
contract orders and have allotted prac- 
tically all their stocks in this way. 
The method of fixing prices for period 
of six months ahead takes away in- 
terest from the standpoint of values. 
As announced in our last report, the 
quotation for French process zine ox- 
ide for the second quarter of the year 
are lower than those now in effect. 
The new schedule is as follows:—Red 
seal, 15@15%c. per pound; green seal, 
154%@15%c. per pound; white seal, 16@ 
164%c. per pound. These prices are 
based on shipments in barrels f. o. b. 
shipping point, with freight allowance 
only for car lots. The new prices be- 
come effective on April 1 and will con- 
tinue for the second quarter of the 
year. There has been no change in 
the prices as quoted for ordinary 
American zinc oxide and prices are as 
follows:—For 650-ton lots the quotation 
is 9%c. per pound. For car lots 9%c. 
per pound is quoted, and less than car 
lots are held at 10c. per pound. Special 
zinc oxide is quoted at 104@10%¢c. per 
pound, according to quantity. The 
above prices are based upon shipments 
in barrels, and are f. o. b. shipping 
point, with usual freight allowance 
on carload lots. The above products 
are also available in paper bags of 
50 pounds net weight when shipped in 
carloads. In this container the price 
will be 4c. per pound less than quoted 
above. Bags cannot be shipped in less 
than carload lots. Mixed carloads of 
barrels and bags cannot be shipped. 
The above prices are effective only on 
contract for the first half of the year 
1917, and are subjected to change with~- 
out notice. 

LITHOPONE.—The market is_ re- 
ported as firm, with sellers quoting 
64%c. per pound as an inside price for 
round lots. Some sellers are said to 
offer this price only on lots of twenty 
tons or more. The quotation is 64@ 
6%c. per pound. Imported grades 
were quoted this week at 7@7%c. per 
pound.

This condition is still prominent and 
no important features were intro- 
duced this week. 

BLACKS. 

According to offers made to manu- 
facturers, the prices for all grades of 
lampblack are strong. There is a dif- 
ference, according to grade, with good 
quality reported to have sold at 18c. 
per pound, and the quotation is given 
at 14@20c. per pound. Carbon black 
is largely nominal on spot, as offer- 
ings are small and the output is go- 
ing out against contracts. Prices 
heard in the spot market range from 
25@32c. per pound, Mineral blacks 
are quoted at $20@30 per ton. 

BLUES. 

In considering prices for Prussian 
blue, grade must be taken into con- 
sideration as a factor in determining 
prices. Selections made from a soda 
base are available at 85@$1.05 per 
pound. Those made from a potash 
base are quoted at $1.35@1,.50 per 
pound. The latter grades are scarce. 
Ultramarine blues have been sold 
up for a long time and sellers are 
busy in making deliveries against 
running contracts, with very little of- 
fered in the spot market. 

‘BROWNS. 

Inquiry for German Vandyke 
browns shows the market to be bare 
of supplies and any quotation is 
merely nominal. The earth colors, 


‘without exception, are reported to be 


strong in price. Italian sienna is 
firmly held at 4%@9c. per pound. Do- 
mestic sienna is affected by general 
conditions of transportation and in 
some quarters spot offerings are 
small. Prices are quoted at 2@2%c. 
per pound for raw and for burnt. 
GREENS. 

There has been no change in the 
arsenic market, and, with supplies 
small and prices high, manufacturers 
of Paris green are at a disadvantage. 
Prices for Paris green are quoted at 
an inside price of 34c. per pound. The 
quotation for chemically pure chrome 
green is now given at 32@650c. per 
pound, according to grade. Grinders 
chrome green is offered at 13@18c. per 
pound; jobbing at 10@12c. per pound 
and common at 8@10c. per pound. 

REDS. 

Carmines are holding firm in price, 
with a range in value according to 
grade, and the prices heard are $5@7 
per pound. Venetian reds are selling at 
advanced prices and the quotation is 
now given at 2%@4c. per pound. Oxide 
reds also are strong and are quoted at 
8%@12c. per pound. Vermilion is of- 
fered only in a small way, especially 
the Chinese, and prices are largely 
nominal. 

YELLOWS. 

The inside price for chemically pure 
chrome yellow is now placed at 24c. 
per pound, with the highest grades at 
28c. per pound. Demand is quiet, but 
stocks are reported to be well con- 
trolled and the quotations are lived 
up to in making sales. Ocher is in fair 
demand, with domestic grades quoted 
at $20@30 per ton, according to grade. 
French ocher is influenced by high 
shipping costs and also by restrictions 
on shipping. The quotation is 3@3'éc. 
wer pound. 

OTHER PAINT MATERIALS, 


The imported materials remain in the 
same position as last reported. In 
other words, there is difficulty in im- 
porting stocks, and with transporta- 
tion costs high and spot supplies at 
very low points the quotations in many 
cases are little better than nominal. 
Putty is reported to have sold at higher 
levels, and what is true of putty ap- 
plies to greater or less extent to whit- 
ing and chalk. 

BARYTES.—The market was quiet 
this week, but large consumers are 


said to be taking regular deliveries 
against contracts and the total con- 
sumption of barytes is holding up to 
normal standards or better. The im- 
ported grades have not been promi- 
nent recently and prices for foreign se- 
lections are not free, nor is delivery 
guaranteed. The quotation for domes- 
tic grades is given at $28@32 per ton 
f. o. b. New York. 

CASEIN.—Demand for casein is ac- 
tive enough to prevent any accumula- 
tion in the spot market and most sell- 
ers are offering with restrictions. For- 
eign grades are affected by the general 
difficulties in the shipping trade, and 
the higher cost in bringing in stocks 
tends to keep prices at’ high levels. 
Quotations vary according to grade, 


with 19@28c. per pound representing 
the asking prices. 
PUTTY.—AIl grades of putty are 


firmly held and the scarcity of raw 
materials restricts offerings. Commer- 
cial putty in 1, 2, 3 and 5 pound tins 
is quoted at $3.30@4 per 100 pounds. 
Pure putty in the same containers is 
held’ at $5.70@6 per 100 pounds. White 
lead putty is quoted at $7@7.50 per 100 
pounds. These prices, while subject to 
restrictions, are said to have been the 
basis of recent sales. 

WHITING.—The market has not 
changed during the week. Stocks are 
passing regularly to consumers, but 
some producers are reported to be be- 
hind with deliveries, and as raw stocks 
are coming in irregularly this condi- 
tion is not easy to rectify. Prices for 
whiting are not free and inquiry for 
large amounts shows how limited are 
the supplies available for new ac- 


counts, 
GLUES. 


In quoting on prices for glues it is 
hard to determine whether values are 
changing or not, as no open quota- 
tions have been heard for a long time. 
The market is sold ahead. It has been 
sold ahead for months and the move- 
ment against contracts prevents any 
stocks of importance being offered on 
spot. Sellers will not quote, but if a 
query comes in for a specific amount 
and the inquirer is a regular buyer a 
price will be fixed upon. Some rather 
large amounts of foreign glues have 
come into the market within the 
month, but were due on old orders. 


VARNISH GUMS. 


There is a steady call for the differ- 
ent grades of varnish gums. Prices 
are reported to be firm, though no ma- 
terial advances have yet taken place. 
Most importers call attention to the 
difficulty in securing tonnage for mov- 
ing supplies from primary points, and 
also to the high rates which are now 
asked. East India gums are scarce 
and are likely to sell at higher prices. 
Damar, both Singapore and Batavia, 
is firm at primary points and this does 
not look like lower prices in consuming 
markets. Freight rates are going up 
and every aspect of the market gen-

et. 

WINDOW GLASS. 


According to some reports, there has 
been a falling off in building opera- 
tions, which would naturally mean a 
slowing up in demand for window glass. 
Reports in the glass trade, however, do

New Paint Sale Regulative Act 
With Strict Label Provisions 
in Illinois, 

An act to “regulate the sale of paints, 
oils and other articles or compounds used 
in connection therewith’? has been intro- 
duced in the Illinois Legislature and re- 
ferred to the Committee on Judiciary 
and Judicial Practice. The measure as 
drawn is exceedingly comprehensive in 
its provisions, and calls for legible, ac- 
curate and definite labeling of white lead, 
paint, linseed oil and turpentine sold in 
the State. 

The labels, under the act, shall state 
the name and address of the manufac- 
turer of the article, or the dealer or the 
party for whom the same has _ been 
manufactured and show with substan- 
tial accuracy ‘‘the percentage of each in- 
gredient, both solid and liquid.” Net 
contents of packages must be Stipulated 
also. In case of white lead and other 
paints and compounds the label on pack- 
ages weighing four pounds or more shall

Saturday Noon, March 17, 1917, 
LINSEED OIL. 


Seed prices were irregular during the 
week, but the quotation for oi] was well 
maintained with $1 per gallon the low- 
est price for car lots. Some crushers 
were asking $1.01, and were reported to 
be well sold up for the current month. 
There is a report in the market to the 
effect that one crusher sold 1,500 barrels 
of oil for export, and most crushers have 
found inquiry for shipments abroad, but 
the export trade is held back by lack of 
tonnage. The sold-up position of some 
crushers, .the inquiry for oil from 
abroad, and the lack of demand for cake 
are given as the reasons for the strong 
position of oil prices in the face of de- 
clines in seed. Some crushers say that 
the fall in cake prices has added aK 
much as 5@6c. per gallon to the cost of 
producing oil. Trading during the period 
was not active, but domestic buyers are 
showing more interest in the market, 
and the jobbing demand is expected to 
increase within the next few weeks if 
weather conditions are favorable. So 
far this season buying has not assumed 
such shape as to give a line on the ac- 
tivity of the consuming trades, This is 
an interesting point, since it will make 
considerable difference in the market 
whether consumption is normal or Sub- 
normal. The total consumption of oil 
measured in seed equivalent, is variously 
estimated at from 24,000,000 bushels to 
30,000,060 bushels, and, with the supply 
short, the probability of a shortage be- 
comes greater as consumption increases 
Developments in the cake market also 
are important as reflecting on oil costs 
and further complications in shipping 
were added this week by the report that

Cash seed at Duluth closed 
Saturday at $2.92% per bushel and ~ 
closing price yesterday was $2.

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


A fair demand for meal] is reported 
in the West with Minneapolis quoting 
$41@42 per ton. A few small lots of 
cake ‘were exported from New York 
this week, but most of it is said to 
have been for South America and but 
little has gone out to European ports 
recently. There is no trading in cake 
at present, and while large lots are 
held waiting shipment, new business is 
at a standstill and prices are wholly 
nominal. 





COTTONSEED OIL. 


Prices have not changed materially 
during the past week. The undertone 
has continued steady, and the market 
appears to advance than de- 
cline. Switching operations have been 


heavy, but actual buying and selling 
transactions have been fairly evenly 
matched and prices have backed and 
filled around prevailing levels. It is 
significant to note that all old crop 
deliveries have been adjusted to a 
fairly uniform basis and that wide pre- 
miums over nearby and forward de- 
liveries have been eliminated. The po- 
sition of the general market is firm. 
Continued strength in the pure lard 
market and the consequent increase in 
compound lard trade has made the 
out!ook for the consumption of oil fa- 
vorable by the largest consuming in- 
dustry. Advances in grease and tal- 
low, and the apparent scarcity of 
Stocks for nearby delivery, are addi- 
tional factors in favor of the mainte- 
nance of a strong cottonseed oil mar- 
ket. Moderate quantities of oil have 
been booked for future shipment by 
exporters during the week, and the 
opinion is expressed that shipments 
will increase during the next month or 
two. - France has been the largest buy- 
er of late. During the past few weeks 
export shipments have been confined 
chiefly to cased lots for South Ameri- 
can and West Indian ports, with the 
exception of one or two tank steamers 
that are said to have carried cargoes 
for North Europe. While it is not 
known how actual stocks of oil com- 
pare with supplies of recent years at 
this time, it is not believed that hold- 
ings are unusually large, regardless of 
the abnormally high prices prevailing. 
The scarcity and high prices of all 
competing products and the difficulty 
experienced in moving soya bean oil 
from the coast seems to dispel any 
prospects of weakness in the immedi- 
ate future. It is now assured that the 
output of cottonseed oil for 1916-1917 
will be sold at the highest prices ever 
known for the product. In another 
year the Census Bureau's figures will 
deserve interesting consideration. 
Crude oil has not shown any unusual 
activity during the period under re- 
view. Prices have ranged between 88@ 
89c, a gallon in the Southeast and 
about ic. under these figures in Texas. 
The fact that oil recently sold at 90c. 
has encouraged many mills to ask this 
figure, and they are confident that this 
basis will be reached again in the near 
future. Below is a detailed market re- 
port of transactions for each day dur- 
ing the past week, together with a 
table of sales, receipts and exports, 
and telegrams from the crude oil cen- 
ters.

Chicago Cotton Oil Market. 
Chicago, March 15, 1917. 

Trading in cottonseed oil has been of ex- 
ceedingly small volume. The decline in the 
hog and lard markets has had, as was to be 
expected, a depressing effect on cotton oil.

It is practically im- 
possible to Obtain tanks for nearby shipiment, 
and the majority of buyers refuse to consider 
a figure over 87@87%%c. for first half of April. 
(Bleachable cotton oil is nominally quoted at 
94c., Texas, as the asking price, with no trad- 
ing since 92%c, Texas was the prevailing price. 


LARD, TALLOW, STEARINES AND 
GREASES. 





Lard, 


Irregular price movements featured 
the lard market during the interval, 
but the underlying feeling was firm and 
sentiment builish in view of the strong 
fundamental position. The reported 
reduction of over 6,000,000 pounds of 
lard at Chicago since March first was 
a steady factor late in the week. De- 
mand is reported active for home and 
export consumption, and business for 
this period of the year is reported ac- 
tive. Middle West lard closed at 19.60 
@19.70c.; city is nominal at 19%@19%c. 
Lard compound is higher at 144%@l6bc. 
a pound. 

CHICAGO LARD MARKET. 
Chicago, March 14, 1917. 

The Chicago lard market closed last week at 
a decline of 7%c. per hundred pounds, com- 
pared to the previous week. Hog packings 
were 599,000, against 641,000 last year. Con- 
siderable liquidation took place during the 
week, but on the announcement that the Eng- 
lish Government had taken over lard supplies, 
naming very high maximum prices, buyers 
took courage again and the market easily re- 
bounded Saturday from the depression of the 
previous days. Shipments out of Chicago com- 
pare very favorably with last year. Cash lard 
Was quoted at $19.02%.

The market was not so strong, following a 
moderate decline in hogs. There were some 
rather sharp declines, starting the first day, 
with a partial recovery later. At this time the 
selling was of a realizing character, although 
some liquidation was noted, due to the heavy 
hog arrivals and a consequent break in swine 
values. There was further weakness exhibited 
on the second day, with more realizing, follow- 
ing a further drop of 5@10c. in hog prices. 
Hogs which sold up to $15.10 a hundred pounds 
last week declined gradually during this week 
to $14.60@14.75 today. ‘These recessions in the 
price of hogs and hog products generally were 
not due entirely to a lessening of demand, 
but rather to transportation difficulties and the 
shipping tie-up caused by the ruthless sub- 
marine warfare. Today lard experienced a fur- 
ther decline. Some stop loss selling was en- 
countered on the way down. Trade was wholly 
of a commission house character and only 
moderate. Hog receipts were 33,000 head and 
values steady to 5c. lower. Western points 
had 111,700 hogs, against 132,200 a year ago. 
Lard shipments amounted to 962,000 pounds, 
compared with 957,000 pounds last year. Quite 
a good business was transacted in lard today. 
The market was unsettled and pec were _ 
regular. The market opened rather easy under 
selling pressure and prices ruled 10@12%c. 
lower. Later the feeling was steadier, and 
prices rallied 2%@5c., but the market again 
turned easy and prices settled back 7%@10c. 
Toward the close the market ruled firmer and 
advanced 10@12%c. and closed steady. Inquiry 
for shipment was fair and there was no pres- 
sure to sell.

This does not mean any increase in spot 
supplies for arrivals are said to be 
needed to fill standing orders and con- 
sumers are calling for deliveries. <A 
quotation-of 11%c. per pound is heard 
for May-June arrival f. o. b. the Pacific 
coast. The price for spot oil remains 
largely nominal, as stocks are very lim- 
ited and most sellers are quoting only 
on shipments. For prompt delivery 14c. 
per pound is heard and offers at Chi- 
cago are reported at 13%c. per pound. 

COCONUT’ OIL.—The coconut oil 
market continued firm during the in- 
terval, although business was report- 
ed fair, with prices steady for all 
grades. There are limited quantities 
of genuine Cochin and Ceylon coconut 
oils in the local market, with sales of 
Cochin made on the basis of 18c. per 
pound. At the close genuine Ceylon 
and Cochin were offered in small lots 
at 18c. and 19c. per pound, respectively. 
Producers at Pacific coast points were 
quoting 13%c. per pound in buyers’ 
tanks, f. o. b. San Francisco. Manila 
oil producers continue to quote 14%. 
per pound, ec. i. f. New York or Chi- 
cago, The copra market was reported 
firm, and the demand has been larger 
than the available supply. It is stated 
that orders in the market aggregate 
some 6,000 tons for April-June ship- 
ment to New York. The scarcity of 
tonnage to the Pacific coast from the 
Orient, the difficulty experienced by 
buyers in getting supplies due to the 
congested freight situation and the im- 
pending railroad strike has caused 
prices of copra to manifest an upward 
tendency. Advices from Marseilles 
state that sellers were not offering 
stocks on account of the lack of steam- 
er space. Sun dried No. 1 Java copra 
was strong at 8%c. per pound, f. o. b. 
Pacific coast, ex vessel now in transit. 
Smoke dried Java was quoted at 8c. 
per pound, and South Sea Island sun 
dried, 7c. for May-June arrival at Pa- 
cific coast points. At the close of the 
week quotations were as follows:—Do- 
mestic Cochin, 16@16%4c. per pound; do- 
mestic Ceylon in tanks, 14@14\%c., and 
in barrels, 144%@lic., according to 
quantity, 

Exports of coconut oil from Madras 
to United States during 1916 totaled 
5,920,407 pounds, valued at $661,830. 
This quantity was 344,690 pounds less 
than was exported during 1916.

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How Bavarian Graphite Is Treated 
. to Meet War Stringency. 


In a recent summary of the Bavarian 
graphite industry delivered by Prof. Hein- 
rich Putz before the Polytechnic Society 
at Munich, the speaker considered espe- 
cially the effect of the war on the indus- 
try. “Our graphite,’’ he said, ‘‘thas gained 
unusual importance because we are cut 
off from the sea and the supply of Cey- 
lon graphite. The scaly Bavarian or 
‘Flinsgraphite’ has from time immemorial 
been used for crucibles for melting 
metal. Until the discovery of the Ceylon 
graphite deposits, Obernzell, in Bavaria, 
supplied all Europe with crucibles, with- 
out competition.” In showing what had 
been done in the past few years, he 
said:— 

In order to compete with the oversea 
graphite, which produced better cruci- 
wee, it was necessary to refine the Ba- 

varian “Flinsgraphite’ by removing the 
accompanying minerals found in graph- 
ite-gneiss (the minerals as taken from 
the deposits). To meet competition I 
endeavored as early as 1885-86 to further 
improve the quality of the Bavarian 
graphite by a better method of refining. 
Later on, in i901, I set myself the task 
of artificially transforming the Bavarian 
graphite, which is for the greater part 
composed of small particles, to large par- 
ticles and lumpy graphite, similar to the 
Ceylon product, as, according to experi- 
once, upon that depends the good quality 
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of the crucibles, which do not crack in 
fire. The discovery of plasticity made by 
me was of assistance in this connection. 
The small particles can be compressed 
into large lumps by pressure. 

Another problem still to be solved by 
the Bavarian graphite industry is how 
to avoid the loss sustained by cleansing, 
which amounts to about 2 per cent. of 
the quantity to be gained. 

In the association's plant the problem 
of utilizing all graphite found in Ba- 
varia was solved, but owing to the dis- 
solution of the association other works 
could not be made acquainted with it. 

A notable event in the field of graphite 
utilization In Bavaria was the establish- 
ing of the first German refined-graphite 
laboratory for machine lubrication.

While large quan- 
titieS of soya bean oil are available at 
Pacific coast points, stocks cannot 
be moved to Eastern points on account 
of the scarcity of tank and box cars and 
the congested freight situation. It is 
stated that there is the greatest scarcity 
of tank cars ever known, and shippers 
are paying demurrage charges of $5 
per day for each tank car. During the 
week ending March 10 arrivals of soya 
bean oil at Seattle totaled 5,000 bar- 
rels, and 278,500 cases from Dairen, 
Manchuria. Future shipments were 
booked on the basis of 10c. per pound, 
f. o. b. Pacifie coast, for nearby ship- 
ments and 9%c. for future shipments.

ANIMAL AND FISH OILS. 

CoD OTL. Trading was rather 
spasmodic during the interval, with 
prices firmly maintained at former fig- 
ures. Newfoundland cod oil was 
quoted nominally at 78@80c. per gallon. 
Domestic cod oil prices were also 
steady and held at 75@77c. per gallon. 
Supplies are in very firm hands, and 
prices manifest an upward tendency. 

DEGRAS. — Offerings of supplies 
continued limited during the interval, 
and a strong undertone prevailed in 
the market. Quotations were wholly 
nominal for both the English and 
American degras. Sellers at the close 
were quoting the English grade at 8% 
@%c. per pound, and American degras 
at 8@8%c. per pound, according to 
quality and seller. It was reported that 
one car of English degras was sold at 
844c. per pound. 

LARD OIL.—Demand for the lower 
grades of lard oil was quite active 
during the interval, with sales report- 
ed of extra No. 1 at $1.03 per gallon. 
The high cost of pressing stock has 
resulted in a firm market for all 
grades. Prime lard oil offerings were 
limited, with firmly held prices at for- 
mer levels. Sales of this grade were 
recorded at $1.58 per gallon. At the 
close sellers were quoting as follows:—

off prime winter, $1.13@1.18; extra No.

MENHADEN OIL.— Producers of 
crude menhaden oil were quoting 7éc.

Business was rather 
quiet for both crude and refined men- 
haden oil, but prices were firm for all 
grades. Sellers at the close were quot- 
ing, brown strained, 75@76c; light, 
strained, 78@79c.; yellow, bleached, 80 
@8le., and white, bleached winter, 82 
@83e. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—Buyers were 
showing little interest in the market 
except for supplies for immediate 
needs. Prices of raw materials con- 
tinue to be high and are reflected in 
neatsfoot oil figures. Quotations were 
wholly nominal] at the close with sell- 
ers asking for 20 degrees, cold test, 
$1.20@1.30; 30 degrees cold test, $1.15@ 
1.20; 40 degrees, cold test, $1.10@1.15; 
prime, $1.05@1.10, and dark, 95c.@$1. 

RED OITLS.—A firm tone prevailed 
in the market for red oils during the 
interval. The production is reported 
to be sold up for some months. Prices 
during the week were advanced due to 
the higher cost of raw materials, which 
wes reflected in the quotations for red 
oils. Sellers at the close were quoting 
elaine and saponified oil at same levels 
at 10%@10%c., according to brand and 
quantity. 

STEARIC ACID.—Consumers 
tinued to operate in a hand-to-mouth

way during the interval and prices 
were higher for all grades. The high cost 
of raw materials has resulted in a firm 
market for stearic acid. Sellers at the 
close were quoting, single pressed, 15@ 
15%4c. per pound; double pressed, 16@

SOD OIL.—There is little of this oil 
obtainable and prices were quoted

SPERM OI1L.—A firm market was 
noted for sperm oil during the past 
week and prices continued stiff and 
were wholly nominal at the close, The 
demand was of a jobbing character 
during the interval with stocks firmly 
held. Stocks of sperm oil were report- 
ed scarce. Sellers at the close were 
quoting bleached winter, 38 degrees 
cold test, at $1.10@1.12 per gallon; 45 
degrees cold test, $1.08@1.10; natural 
winter, 38 degrees cold test, $1.07@1.08, 
and 45 degrees cold test, $1.05@1.06. 

TALLOW OIL.—Trading during the 
week represented buying only for im- 
mediate requirements, due, no doubt, 
to the high cost of raw material.

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Petroleum Market Reviews 











Saturday Noon, March 17, 1917. 


There were two price changes in the 
petroleum market—one in crude and one 
in refined—at the time of writing. 
Caddo heavy, following the price in- 
crease in the Caddo light grades regis- 
tered last week, was given an uplift of 
5c. a barrel, while such is the demand 
for Caddo light that premiums are paid 
generally with a credited price of $2 a 
barrel or more instead of the credit bal- 
ance quotation of $1.80. 

The other change was in the price of 
refined oil for export, for on Monday, 
for the second time within a week, there 
was an increase of 25 points on refined 
in all packages. This would make the 
price 5.50c. in bulk, New York; 12.75c. 
in cases and 10.25c. on cargo lots stand- 
ard in barrels, with the water white 
running lc, a gallon above these figures. 

The advance is due mainly to the firm 
position of crude petroleum and to the 
heavy shipments of the refined product, 
although after this week it will. be im- 
possible to total such shipments weekly 
unless the government embargo on pub- 
lication of export figures shall be lifted. 
The demand for gasoline is reported to 
be growing constantly while the fue! oil 
demand—just as it has been for months 
—is the surprising feature in the entire 
market for petroleum products. In view 
of this condition another advance in the 
domestic market would not be at all sur- 
prising—in fact, we may look for it at 
é st any time. 
oThe tigaest news of the week from the 
fields—and this was from a quarter not 
generally taken into consideration- was 
from Cuba, only twelve miles trom Ha- 
vana, where a well was brought in with 
an initial production of 2,400 barrels of 
good gravity paraffine base oil. The 
wiseacres had the idea that Cuban oil 
might be in the same category as Cuban 
“potash,” and that, while oil could be 
found, undoubtedly, it was not in any 
appreciable quantity, and would prob- 
ably be of the asphalt-base type fa- 
miliar to producers in Texas and in 
Mexico. That a well should come in 
with such initial capacity and with a 
high degree of gasoline content oil ee 
a surprise except to those far-sighted 
companies which have taken Soret: 
of concessions in this Cuban district anc 
are now hard at work developing and

ries Costa Rica and Guadal up> 
and now Cuba as new fields to be de- 
veloped, the outcome of the gasol ne 
problem becomes eve) more ‘prob e- 
matical than ‘it has been during the 
period in decline of p oduction cf t“e 
older fields in this country. It is tco 
early yet to prognos i ate, but thee ym - 
panies ertering this new te r tory a. e 
among the most progress.ve of the pro- 
ducers and their holdings have been 
taken as the outcome of advica fr m 
geologists and petroleum experts. It is 
a coincidence, however, that the cable 
report of the new discovery cane to 
hand almost immediately after the 
special story in the Reporter last week 
on the Cuban petroleum situatic n and 
the prophecy made at the time that a 
gusher well was looked for within a 
ew days. 
eThe situation in the Kansas-Okla- 
home fields is more encouraging than 
it has been for some time, for with 
the abundant rains and the consequent 
breaking of the drought there there 
has been a renewed production effort. 
The shortage of water for drilling pur- 
poses has been a great handicap for 
the past four months and more than 
400 tests have been shut down for this 
reason ‘alone in Oklahama, and there 
were at least 100 more strings idle in 
Kansas for the same reason. 

A number of good wells were brought 
in during the week in this fie'd and the 
number of 300, 400 and even 1,000 barrel 
wells recorded makes the record look 
like old times. A new development 
has been opened east of O'lton in the 
northern extension of the Cushing pool 
and sume good wells are beng brought 
in there. 

The production for the week in the 
Oklahoma ‘and Kansas field amounted 
to 322.550 barre’s daily, of which 70,190 
barrels is to be credited to Kansas. 
The Cushing-Shamrock division shows 
an increxse of 8,000 barrels, the week’s 
report showing it to be 84,36) barrels. 
This increase is due to the cleaning out 
of some of the old wells belonging to 
the Gypsy O'1 Company and F. A, Gil- 
lespie on the Barnett tract in section 
5-17-7, in the Cushing pool. The No. 11, 
which was comp'eted a year ago, mak- 
ine 14,009 barrels in the Tucker sand, 
had been making seventy-five barrels, 
but after ‘being cleaned out it increased 
te 2,0°) barrels. 

In the Healdton pool the daily aver- 
age for the week was 58,000 barrels. In 


the outside Oklahoma divisions 124,000 
barrels will cover the daily production. 
At El Dorado the production is 19,360 
barrels; Augusta has 36,830 barrels, and 
when added to the 14,000 barrels ‘being 
produced in the other Kansas distr.cts 
it makes up the production for the 
week, which, on the whole, is a small 
decrease from the previous report. 

Details of a new $25,000,000 corpora- 
tion have just been compicted at St. 
Joseph, Mo. The new concern is to be 
known as the Wichita Independent Con- 
solidated Oil and Refining Company, 
which will be incorporated under the 
laws of Delaware, the final details now 
being gone over at Dover. The company 
is taking over various interests in Okla- 
homa and Kansas. The company head- 
quarters will be at Wichita, Kan. 
There are 5,000 stockholders, mostly 
Kansas City and Wichita citizens. The 
companies embraced in the deal are: 
The Millhouser and Kaufman properties 
in the Eldorado, Kan., pool; British- 
American Oil Company, New York, and 
the consolidation of casinghead gasoline 
plants and properties in Augusta and 
Winfield, Kan., and in Blackwell, Okla., 
districts. 

During the month just passed in the 
Oklahoma and Kansas portion of thx 
mid-continent field the runs amounted 
to 8,307,853 barrels, a decrease of 739,789 
barrels when compared With January. 
The daily average production showed ‘a 
difference of 311 barrels, 

_ 

At the close of February the total 
stocks were 9,079,428 barrels, a daily 
average of 324,263 barrels. When com- 
pared with January there igs shown a 
decrease of 1,121,544 barrels. 

Stocks for the 1st of March were 94,- 
046,099 barrels, including 13,500,000 bar- 
rels held on private tank farms and 
leases at Cushing, Healdton and in Kan- 
sas. This shows an increase during the 
month of 351,200 barrels. ; 

New work reports from all sections of 
the petroleum producing sections of the 
country indicate that just as soon as 
weather conditions are favorable there 
will be an unusual effort to bring up the 
total production to the highest possible 
figure. In California at the present writ- 
ing new work has been stimulated by 
recent developments in the southern 
sections, and the bringing in of the 
Standard’s well at Montebello has had 
a stimulating effect 

In the older fields east of the Missis- 
Sippi there is little of consequence to 
report. The feature in all fields 1s the 
Vast amount of capital being put into 
hew companies, consolidatious and in 
purchares and leases of possible oil 
lands. The coming year should be a 
record-breaker in amount of work done 
if not in actual oil produced. 


REFINED PRODUCTS, 

The greatest interest at present in 
the refined product field is the change 
brought about in Texas by the signing 
of the new corporation law there ‘by 
Governor Ferguson. Under this the 
Pierce Oil Corporation plans to pro- 
ceed with elaborate refinery extensions 
and developments, and millions of dol- 
lars will be expended there. The pur- 
chase by Sinclair of the Simms’ inter- 
ests in Goose Creek and Mexico, the 
plans of the purchasers for a new $20,- 
000,000 corporation, the purchase of 
lands for refineries at St. Louis by the 
Sinclair, Standard and Roxana com- 
panies—all these are signs of new de- 
velopments that are to be expected in 
refining circles in the immediate fu- 
ture. 

Another new move has been made 
in regard to the standardization of 
gasoline, and bureau officials at Wash- 
ington, who have the matter under con- 
sideration, have been greatly interested 
by the report from South Carolina of 
the successful working of the gasoline 
standard there and the prevention of 
the sale of naphtha as gasoline, as has 
been the case in many localities where 
such stringent rules are not observed. 
The South Carolina test has been 
proved exceedingly successful, and it 
is worthy of note just what these 
Standards are: 

Residue—Not more than 8 per cent. 
at 150 degrees C. 

Distillation—Not less than 25 per 
cent. at 110 degrees C. 

Flash Test—Not more than 32 de- 
grees F. 

The residue minimum fixed carries 
with it the specific gravity, and there- 
fore no minimum of standard gravity 
is specially fixed. 

All gasoline sold within the State 
has to come up to this standard, but 
any oil company desiring to sell prod- 
ucts registering below this standard 
may do so by branding their product 
“naphtha.” 

Illuminating oil shipments for the 
week totaled 1,211,905 gallons, as com- 
pared with 8,339,990 gallons for the 
week previous, and the total shipments 
since the first of the year are 63,938,200

EASTERN REVIEW. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., March 17, 1917. 

A review of the high-grade petroleum fields 
east of the Mississippi River, comprising 
Southern New York, Pennsylvania, West Vir- 
ginia, Southeastern, Central and Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana, Lllinois and Kentucky, for the 
week shows that the weather conditions were 
against active development work, although 
there is an increase over the previous week's 
report. Rain and snow the past few days 
brouglit the many streams passing through the 
oil country at high-water mark, and the roads 
are in a most deplorable condition and little 
can be trucked from the warehouses to the 
leases; and another thing that makes work 
less than it is is the scarcity of pipe, and the 
mills will not take orders for present deliv- 
ery, claiming they cannot supply the demand. 
Some old wells in the Indiana and Northwest- 
ern Ohio fields are being pulled out, and this 
pipe is being used for the drilling of other 
wells or disposed of at good prices to opera- 
tors in Oklahoma, Kansas and the Kentucky 
fields, Every joint of second-hand pipe that 
is any good is being gobbled up as wast as it 
is pulled from the wells.

ing excitements is centered in Allen county, 
along the Kentucky-Tennessee border, and a 
heavy leasing campaign is on. In the western 
section of Allen county a recent well drilled 
in by the Republic Oil Company is rated as 
good for 200 barrels at a depth of 320 feet 
and a good grade of oil. This will liven up 
business there as soon as the weather settles. 
Thousands of acres of land have been leasel 
up in the southern end of ths county, also 
actoss the line in Sumner county, Tennessee. 
This is the spot where the New York people 
recently purchased leases on thousands of 
acres and expect to start active work with 
the arrival of spring. Another active leasing 
spot is Pulaski county, and Somerset, the 
county seat, is crowded with oil men, Lin- 
coln county is attracting attention, as is War- 
ren, Barren, Metcalf, and, in fact, all coun- 


ties on a line to the southwest from the Estill . 


county field. The heavy rains through the 
Estill county field during the week caused a 
drop in work, and no finished wells were re- 
ported, for the first time in many weeks. 
‘Millions of dollars will be invested the coming 
summer in test work in all quarters of Ken- 
tucky, and not the shallow sands alone are to 
be tested, but many deep tests will be made. 
There are now over 150 wells drilling in the 
State and a dozen or so along the southern

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There is an unusual excitement to the south- 
east of Electra over the drilling in a week 
ago of a well of immense magnitude by Cul- 
bertson and associates, which opens up an 
ertirely new development and will lead to 
wreater activity close to Electra, Acreage for 
miles from the well is already under iease 
and prices range higher than usual, as the 
owners of leases will not part with them un- 
less big prices are shown for them. This 
well is located on the Waggoner Isros. ranch. 
Some few leases have changed hands since the 
well made its fine showing. A tract of 6060 
acres of leases was sold by Captain Ss, B.

Piney, Goshen, Hole, Meeteetse, Toltec, Hud- 
son, Dallas, Douglas, Lusk, Torrington, Wheat- 
land, Moorcroft, Upton, Salt Creck, Byron, 
Labonte, Rattlesnake, Boxelder, Newcastle, 
Kemmerer and other out-of-the-way places. 
This means thet a vast area of territory will 
be tested throughout Wyoming. 

A faw days 2go the flurry in Grass Creek 
il Company stock in the Casper market was 
caused by the offering of shares in a suffi- 
cient quantity to flood the local market, which 
is limited, It has been announced, now that 
the Ohio Oil Company’s litigation with the 
sovernment has been settled, that an exten- 
sive drilling campaign will be commenced by 
the Ohio Oil Company and Midwest Company 
on the lessor’s extensive proven territory of 
the Grass Creek Oil and Gas Company’s hold- 
ings. Grass Creek has increased 200 per cent.

The steadily increasing demand for oil an! 
the comparative scarcity of production is 
sending prices sky high in the North Louisiana 
field, and independent refineries are offering 
in some cases 30 cents higher than the mar- 
ket price in their efforts to secure enough ofl 
to keep their plants running. A 10-cent ad- 
vance posted by the pipeline companies March 
9 in Caddo light and De Soto places the reg- 
ular market quotations as follows:

No. 1 Griggsby, of the Producers’ Oil 
Company, in sec. 9-10-6, near Campti, is down 
2,900 feet, and further east, in the Black 
Lake district, A, J. Yoke and others are dr.l!- 
ing at 1,625 feet in No. 1 Giddens. A foc.th 
test of the Lake End Oil Company on the 
Merriweather and Hearne tract, sec. 36-11-10, 
is also going down. 

W. H. Baker is drilling at 1,950 feet in No. 
1 Crichton, sec. 33-18-10. Webster parish, and 
still further east of Caddo and Bossier oper- 
ations the Atlas Oil Company is down 1,750 
feet In No. 1 Moore, sec. 22-21-7, Ciaiborne 
parish, 

Bossier continues to ‘be a center of interest, 
where production was developed in the 1,500- 
foot chalk rock stratum, and where at other 
depths prolific gassers have been repeatedly 
brought in. The latest gasser to be drilled 
in was No, 1 Kaufman, of the Producers Oil 
Company, good for 20,000,000 cubic fect 
daily, at 860 feet. No. 1 Burke, of the Hodges

feet. The Gulf Refining Company is drijling 
No, 3 Hodges, sec, 23-16-12, at 750 feet, and 
6-inch casing has been set in No. 2 Hunter, 
sec. 15-16-12, at 750 feet. Derrick is up for 
No. 1 Caplis of the Atlas Oil Company in sec, 
25-16-12, and the drill is down 900 feet in its 
Franklin Reaity Company test, sec. 29-16-11. 
White Brothers have gone back into No. 1 
Ward, sec. 8-16-11, and it is being drilled 
deeper in the district, where the Hodves Oil 
Company recently completed a 20,000,000-cubic 
foot gasser. 

The Richardson Oil] Company is drilling a 
second test on the Swannhaven lease, in t'e 
north end of Bossier parish, near the Caddo 
line, where a showing was obtained. 


26,000,000-Foot Gasser. 


West of Lewis, in the old Caddo field, inter- 
esting territory has been reopened by the com- 
pletion of a 26,000,000-cubic foot gasser by 
the Caddo Oil and Refining Company, which 
will be utilized for fuel.

, With authority to Increase the stock to 
$10 000,000, A recovery system will be used 
on low-grade Caddo oil that has for its main 
‘object the elimination of the wax plant in 
mannfacturing lubricants. G. Gates Howard, 
of Houston, Texas, is president of the cor- 
poration; H. R. Ratcliff and W. A. Caplis, of 
Shreveport and Elm Grove, La., respectively, 
vice-presidents; John C. Trichel, of Shreve- 
port, treasurer, and John J. Bird, also of 
Shreveport, secretary. George J. D’Artois, for 
thirty vears connected with refineries in Penn- 
sylvania and the Southwest, will be manager 
of the plant. 

East Texas. 


Potential producing areas in -East Texas are 
attracting more attention than the nearby oil 
fields, particularly in Panola, Shelby and An- 
derson counties. In the latter county the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company is drilling three wells, 
one on the Barrett and Greenwood tract, at 
2.370 feet, another on the Southern Pine 
Lumber Company lease at 3 665 feet, and a 
third on Royal & Davy land, at 2,336 feet. 
In Panola county the Gulf Production Com- 
pany is rigging up to drill on the Palmetto- 
Jernigan lease. H. G, Curran and others are 
making an interesting test in which the drill 
has penetrated to 900 feet on the Knox leae 
in Sabine county, and in Shelby the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company is down 3,950 feet, 
where a fishing job was encountered. 

Near the Texas State line, but on the Louis- 
iana side, the Indiana-Ark Oil Company has 
derrick up for No. 1 Smith, in Caddo, sec. 
5-21-16. The Producers’ Oil Company’s deep 
test on the Harrell, sec. 3-21-16, was aban- 
doned at 3,950 feet, and, although a number 
of new locations are being made lately, started 
operations are not sufficiently off the beaten 
track to be more than ordinarily interesting. 

A few scattered wells east of the river, in 
the Crichton district, tell the story of the 
Red River division of the southern districts, 
and the De Goto development, though nom- 
inally important, is barren of features. It is 
almost entirely with new territory that oper- 
ators are concerned, and their hopes continue 
that some time within the next few mon‘hs, 
if not sooner ‘“‘pay’’ will be found that will 
revivify the industry in the northern part of 
Louisiana. Though the fields have been sat- 
isfactory in that developed territory is hold- 
ing up well when it is considered thet every 
field "goes down as production is drained off 
still the absence of new pools that conld tbe 
called of ‘‘gusher’’ propensities-has worked to 
the end of making it essential that a new 
source of supply must be tapped to keep the 
vearly production, or, for that matter, the 
production from month to month, up to what 
it has been. 

Operators generally are confident that rch 
pools of oil existing in Louisiana never fiave 
been tapped, but the problem of finding them 
is taxing the resources of inde: en.

CALIFORNIA. 


Los Angeies, Cal., March 18, 1917, 
The reports from the various California fie‘ds 
for the past week show new work continuing, 
with added zest, especially in the south. rn 
section, where reports from several w.lidcait 
wells have shown excelient results. Tae 
bringing in of the Standard’s well at Monte- 
bello opens up an extensive field and has 
stimulated new work in the Whittier-Fuller- 
ton section Market conditions cont nue 
strong. 

In the Southern Fields, 


The outstanding feature in news f.om the 
southern fields during the past wcek was th: 
gaccess attending the efforts of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company on _ its wiidcat well at 
Montebello. The Montbello well is five miles 
due east from Los Angeles and about ien 
wells west of the Whittier fields. The lhca- 
tion was made owing to the discovery tuat 
gas had been found in considerabie quantities 
at this point. After erecting a rig and drill- 
ing but a comparatively short time and reach- 
ing a depth of 2,330 feet, the well was ce- 
mented. After drilling through the cement 
but a short depth a good sand was encouniercd 
and, upon putting the well on the pump, 300 
barrels of oil were obtained daily of 23.5 
gravity oil containing only a fraction over one 
per cent. emulsion. 

The Standard will immediately connect the 
well by pipeline with the Salt Lake railroad 
and will ship the oil in tank cars to El 
Segundo. Should the company get other wells 
equal in capacity to the first, there will un- 
doubtedly be a nineline laid south for a dis- 
tance of ten or twelve miles to connect with 
the main pipeline between Whittier-Fuilerton 
fields and El Segunda. : 

The Standard is making preparations to 
drill three more wells on the tract as soon 
as the preliminary arrangement can be made 
and rigs constructed. An adjoining lease- 
holder is rushing two ries up and will com- 
mence drilling as soon as he can get under 





way. Other leases have been taken in this 
locality and activity will be strong in the new 
field. 

Good indications have been secured by the 
Copa De Ora Company, working on a _ wild- 
cat in the Chino Canyon district, northwest 
from the Brea Canyon fields The depth 


reached is 2,800 feet and a good gas pres- 
sure has been encountered. 

The Brea Canyon Oil Company's well No. 
29 which caused much excitement in the 
Fullerton field by gushing at a shallow depth 
stopped producing last week as suddenly as it 
started. The well started to flow at a depth 
of 2,000 feet and flowed at a rate of 2,000 
barrels daily for a short time, Just before 
stopping the well was producing at a rate of 





300 barrels daily Tho well wiil be cleaned 
in an effort to making it produce again 

The Brea Canyon Company have had marked 
success in their efforts to clean their oil by 
the electrical dehydration method. A new 
four-unit plant will be installed, which will 
clarify the oil of emulsion. 

The Standard is actively engaged on all ite 
leases in the south, where many excellent 
wells have been brought in, on the Emery and 
Murphy leases in particular. The Standard’s 
Murphy No. 25, one of the latest produce.s 
brought in, continues its enormous production 
of 7,500 barrels daily. The well has been 
producing at this rate for sixty consecutive 
days. On this lease six strings are going, On 
the Pmery, four wells are being drilled and 
on its various other leases seven more strings 
are running. 

The Union is exceptionally active in the Ful- 
lerten fields and large wells are being obtained 
in the Coyote section of its property. On 
the Bastenchury lease five wells are drilling, 
and on the Hole lease six wells are drilling, 
a new rig completed and a new grade made. 
On the Naranjal lease four strings are in 


operation. 
On the Coast. 


The Santa Maria field in the coast section 
is seeing more work in new drilling and 
deepening of old wells than ever before. Much 
success has been attained by companies opera- 
ting in new and unproven territory. 

The Standard is down some 2,300 feet in 
its first well on the Shaw ranch. The well 
is about 600 feet from the well put down by 
the Santa Maria Oilfields Company, in whi h 
the oil sand was struck at about 2,700 fret. 
This first well gave some twenty-five barrels 
daily of heavy oil at the start, but fell off 
somewhat at one time and at last reports Its 
production had been raised to thirty by the 
Standard.

Work in this line is being pushed 
by many companies with much success. 


February Oil Stock Trading Record. 


Oil stock shares led in trading on the Ex- 
change for the month of February and estab- 
lished a record for a single month, Despite 
the fact that there were but twenty full trad- 
ing days during February, the record of salee 
in oil stock was established at 1,831,968, as 
compared to the total securities of $2,124,312. 
Securities based upon the oil industry, includ- 
ing pipeline stocks and bonds, represented a 
little more than six times as much as all the 
others combined. Pipeline stocks Were repre 
sented by Producer Transportation, pipeline 
by General Pipeline and Union Transportation. 
The heaviest bond trading was in Union Oil, 
the transactions in which represented about 
twenty and a half times the selling values of 
all the other bonds handled. Stocks of pro- 
ducing oil companies sold during the month 
were valued at a grand total of $1,735,438. 
Mining stocks were second in value.

New Work, 

Reports from all the flelds in California for 
the past week show a continuation of active 
drilling. According to the State Mining Bu- 
reau report, twenty-four new welle were start- 
ed during the week, as compared to twenty- 
five started the previona week. Twenty wells 
were tested for water shut off, against eigh- 
teen the previous week. Twenty-three wells 
were tested for water shut off and four were 
abandoned. 

A large majority of the drilling was started 
in the Midway field, where the Santa Fe is 
pushing work on its Chanslor-Canfieid prop- 
erty. On section 26-31-22 this company re- 
ports the starting of seven new wells, 
Santa Fe is doing much new drilling on all 
of its leases in the Valley and southern sec- 
tions. The Kern Trading and Oil Company 
on section 9-32-24, also in the Midway, reports 
Starting two new wells. This company ‘s alao 
a subsidiary to a railway company, the South- 
err Pacific. Judging from the intensely active 
drilling policy adopted by the railroads owning 
oil property ‘in California, it is evidently re- 
garded by them that drilling wells for fuel oil 
is cheaper than purchasing it at present prices 
from other companies in the @tate. Both com. 
panies are forced to purchase much oil month- 
ly to supply their needs. 

The success attained by the Doheny-Pacific 
Petrolewm Company at Casmalia, on the coast, 
has stimulated ¢rilling activity in that lec viity, 
and the Casmalia Syndicate reports starting 
two wells at Casmalia, cne on the Airelanes 
lease and one on the 8. P. lease. The Stand- 
ard will «also start a well at Los Alamos, 
near Caemalia, with the hopes of reaching the 
sand from which the heavy oil is obtained by 
the Doheny-Pacifiae and the Casmalia Byndf- 
cate, 

The Stanlard is actively engaged in decpen- 
ing wells in the Midway, Sunset and MckKit- 
trick fields, a total of nine wells being deep- 
ened by chis company in these various fielda.

Important Well at Blackwell. 


Operations are becoming more interesting 
in the Blackwell pool, in northern Kay 
county, and producers are looking for impor- 
tant developments, 

Some wells have gauged as high as 70,- 
000,000 cubic feet of gas daily, and this 
large pressure is what has made it hard for 
the driller. Rotary outfits were brought into 
the pool, but they have failed to make as 
good time as the cable tools, and the cir- 
eulator system has not done much better. 
The pay sand is found at 3,450 feet, and it 
takes capable men to handle the tools. 
When the Blackwell pool was first opened 
incompetent men were doing the drilling, 
and this caused endless fishing jobs and 
various other troubles, and the Corporation 
Commission stepped in and took a hand to 
see that the gas supply was being conserved. 
Before this was done approximately 150,- 
000,000 cubic feet of gas were shooting sky- 
ward daily. 

A further extension during the week to 
the south has added interest to the develop- 
ment. The well is on the Curry farm, in 
section 18-28-1 east, and belongs to the Kay 
& Kiowa Company (Cosden) and it is esti- 
mated good for 700 barrels in the 3,450-foot 
sand, 

For a long time it was predicted that the 
Blackwell pool would make the oil world sit

up. The old wells have not been holding up 
ag well ag expected, and the production from 
the entire pool is not over 2,500 barrels 
daily. There is also a.chance of the Gypsy 
Oil Company getting a well in section 4-28-1 
east, where a 45-barrel showing was devel- 
oped. This is to the east of production, 
and many are looking for it to develop into 
a well, 
New Sand Is Found. 


Further on to the south from the Curry 
well the Blackwell Oi] and Gas Company on 
the Elwood, in section 7-28-1 east, got a 
sand at 3,900 feet, where there is a showing 
of oil. This, if a well, means another ex- 
tension over nearly a mile, and shows that 
the pool is extending towards Blackwell. 

It is thought that the formation found in 
the Elwood test is the much _ looked-for 
Bartlesville sand, which has had a re¢ord- 
breaking history in the State. 

In section 1-28-1 west, on the Myers farm 
the Kent Oil Company looks like a good 
well, but considerable water has made its 
appearance, The Larbie test of the Mid- 
Continent Petroleum Company in section 
24-27-1, south of the pool miles, is only a 
small pumper, but other tests will be started 
in proximity. The Bersche test of the Car- 
ter Oil Company in section 4-27-1 east is 
close to 4,000 feet, where there was a good 
showing of oil. 

This is the best news that has developed 
from northern Kay county in many months, 

Another deep sand showing during the 
week, in Kay county, was in the old New- 
kirk pool, where the Oklahoma Star Oil 
Company got a good showing in the 3.200- 
foot sand, in section 34-27-3 east. The New- 
kirk pool was opened three years ago, and 
it covered but a small portion of land in 
township 27, range 8 east, and a few hun- 
dred acres in township 28, range 3, where 
the 1,000-foot sand proved prolific and 
showed a high grade of oil, in fact, better 
than that at Cushing. 


Another Good One at Bixby. 


Good wells continue to be developed in the 
Bixby pool, in Tulsa county, where some 
gusher wells have been developed the past 
several weeks. This area, with the com- 
pletion of a test in the northwest of the 
southeast 40 acres of section 32-17-13, by 
the Gypsy Oil Company and others, which 
is showing for 1,000 barrels at a few feet in 
the sand, the poo! had a short extension to 
the south. In section 34-17-13, on the Agent, 
the Damon Oil Company has a 150-barrel 
starter in a second test. These were the only 
two completions of interest in the pool. 

Over in the Glenn pool district, in the 
area where a new sand was found at 2,200 
feet, or 600 feet below the regular forma- 
tion, another good well has been developed, 
It belongs to Markham et al. in No. 10, on 
fee, and is rated good for 400 barrels daily. 
It is in section 5-17-12. In section 1 of the 
same township on the Brown, the Scotland 
Oil Company in No. 8 has gone through the 
plugging process at 2,000 feet. 


Interesting Healdton Pool. 


Work continues to progress in an active 
way in the Healdton pool, in southern Car- 
ter county, Oklahoma, and some good wells 
are being finished. However, the producticn 
is slumping to a small extent. That deeper 
sands wil] be developed in this pool is the 
belief of a great many. 

During the past several weeks the south- 
eastern extension has been the most attrac- 
tive, but the present indications are that it 
is growing narrower and is taking an 
eastern trend through section 19-4-2. This 
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since the Carter Oil Com- 
pany’s test on the Pugh tract, in section 
18-4-2, missed the shallow sand. An offset

There is still a chance for an extension 
to the south, but the majority of the oil 
men do not think that it will go that way. 
In the south portion of section 24-4-3 two 
dusters have been drilled in the shallow 
sand. The southern extension is now being 
tested. 

Tnat a good producing sand will be found 
beneath the salt water has been the thought 
for over a year, and another test during the 
past week makes this lcok as if it were a fact, 
The well belongs to the Carter Oil Company, 
and is a fifth test on the Mobley in section 
20-4-5 The well was barren in the shallow 
formations and at approximately 1,247 feet, or 
50 feet below the salt water sand, a stratum 
Was uncovered that made some gas. This goes 
to show that there is a sand beneath the briny 
tuid. 

Completions of the week were not very nu- 
merous, A 125-barrel well has been finished 
by the Twin State Oil Company in No. 3 
Hoiman, section 16-4-3, Nos 1 and 2 are 
good for 125 and 100 barrels, respectively. 
The sand was struck at 1,290 feet, and there 
was 19 feet of pay sand. In section 24-4-3 the 
Iokla Oil Company has a 100-barrel well in 
No. % Watkins farm. In section 19-4-2 No. 2 
Hardgrove, of the Southwestern Petroleum 
Company, is showing for a 50-barrel pumper 
at 1,220 feet.

Reported Showing at Wynnewood. 


Some interest was caused in Garvin county 
during the week by a reported showing west 
of Wynnewood by Nicholson & Mortimer, in 
section 24-2 N-1W.

Heavy Gas Pressure in Fox Pool. 


All attempts made by the Gypsy Oil Com- 
pany to drill through the 2,110-foot gas sand 
on the Mattie Morris tract in section 28-2-3, 
in the Fox district, in Stephens county, have 
proved fruitless, ‘The volume is reported to 
be as high as 70,000,000 cubic feet daily, but 
it is likely that the company will be able to 
dril] into the sand this week. This is a very 
important test as it is in a much-touted dis- 
trict where as high as $400 an acre has been 
paid for leases. At 1,932 feet this test had a 
showing of oll in 20 feet of sand, and then it 
penetrated 130 feet of shalle. At 2,087 feet 
there was 13 feet of gas sand which showed 
20,000,000 cubic feet of gas. The last gas sand 
was struck at 2.101 feet, and the hole is now 
2,110 feet and on what is reported to be a 
eap rock. The Gypsy Oil Company has con- 
siderable faith in this locality and is drilling 
other tests. In section 20-2-3 the McMan and 
Savoy Oi! companies had a fairly good oil 
showing in the 1,940-foot sand, 


Damage by Storm, 


Lightning during Monday night's = storm 
caused the Gypsy Oil Company to lose a 55,- 
000-barre!l steel tank near Cleveland. The tank 
contained 20,000 barrels of oil. Two 1,600- 
barrel tanks were lost by the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company at its Buck Creek station, near 
Bartlesville. 


Another Structure Test Barren. 


An important test in Hughes county and 
near Holdenville, being drilled by the Roxana 
Petroleum Company and E. N. Gillespie, has 
reached a depth of 3,690 feet, where salt 
water was struck, and it will be plugged back 
to the 2,900-foot sand, where there was some 
gas uncovered. The test is on the Robinson 
farm, in section 16-8-11. 


Osage Showing Good, 


Good wells are being developed in the Osage 
district, in Oklahoma. The best well of the 
Week was recorded in the new development 
near Hominy, where the Sinclair Oil and Gas 
Company and the Osage-Hominy Oi1 Compahy 
recently paid $12,600,000 for the holdings of 
Springer & Kennedy and thé Tidal Ofl Com- 
pany. The No. 25, in section 9-23-8, belong- 
ing to the new owners, is credited with 509 
barrels the first day. No, 36 made 350 bar- 
rels, while No, 16 did not do as well and is 
only pumping 75 barrels on the beam. In 
section 8-2-8 the same parties have a 75-bar- 
rél pumper in No, 32. This area is one of the 
most prolific discovered in the Osage in some 
time. 

The Hominy poo] has been a good one as 
far as developed in sections 8 and 9-23-8, and 
some wells making as high as 2,000 barrels 
have been found, some are.even doing better 
This district was not looked upon with very 
much favor, as there were several dry holes 
and some gassers in that area. Springer & 
Kennedy, with White & Sinclair, owned the 
tract. The last two owners sold out their in 
terest for around $1,000,000, and it was just 
@ year later that the Sinclair Oil and Gas 
Gompany bought back a half interest for $6,- 
300,000. There is a large block of acreage held 
by the present owners, and this pool is bound 
to produce a large amount of oil. 

On lot 284, near Bigheart, the Manhattan 
Oil Company finished No, 26 in the southwest 
of the southwest quarter of section 20-25-11 
and has a 150-barrel producer at the start. 
In No, 18 the Gypsy Oil Company has a 50- 
barrel well on the beam in the southwest of 
the northwest of section 621-8, 


Developments at Cleveland,

In Other Kansas Districts. 


In wildcat circles in Kansas wildcat com- 
pletions have been very few during the past 
few weeks and it is about time that some 
of the many tests under way show some- 
thing. A large portion have been shut down 
on account of water. There was an impor- 
tant gas showing in Cowley county during 
the week when the Oil and Gas Exploration 
Company in section 4-34-4 struck a 5,000,000- 
foot showing in the 2,000-foot sand. Another 
interesting strike was in Greenwood county, 
where the Kansas Natural Gas Company in 
section 7-25-11 has a well that is slopping 
over in the sand struck at 1,705 feet. Green- 
wood county holds out some inducements. 


Smock Well Is Completed. 


Every one around El Dorado, in Augusta 
county, Kansas, has been awaiting the com- 
pletion of the Haverhill Petroleum Company’s 
test on the Smock tract, in section 2-27-65, 
five iniles southeast of El Dorado which 
opens a new prospective development, The 
well has now reached a depthof 2,565 feet and 
it looks like a 200-barrel well. On Monday 
the well made two flows which showed better 
than those previously, showing that deeper 
drilling had increased the production to some 
extent. 

At the present time 15 feet of pay has been 
drilled and it is not likely that any further 
drilling will be done. Several other tests 
are now being started in the proximity.

In sec- 
tion 4-26-5 the Foster Oil Company has a 
125-barrel well in section 4-26-5. On _ the 
Barnhill, in the same section, the Empire 
Oil and Gas Company has a 1-barrel well in 
No. 4. The same company on the Eatman, 
in section 8-26-5, is rated good for 75 bar- 
rels. A 100-barrel well is credited to the 
Southwestern Petroleum Company on the Pat- 
terson farm, same section.. In section 5-26-5, 
on the Manning, the Empire Gas and Fuel 
Company's No. 6 is making 100 barrels. A 
50-barre] well on the Draper, in section 27- 
25-5, is credited to Skelly et al. 

Much to the surprise of a good many, the 
Nuttle test in section 15-25-5 to the north- 
east of the pool, belonging to A. L. Derby 
and the Carter Oil Cempany is making bet- 
ter than 1,000 barrels and one day the last 
week 1,200 barrels were swabbed. The fact 
that this well is in advance of production and 
showing so good has given the northeast di- 
rection a more encouraging look, 

Another mystery well has bobbed up in the 
county, being located in the northern portion 
of the town of El Dorado. It belongs to the 
Hickory Ol! and Gas Company and no informa- 
tion can be gleaned from the well owners. 
It is said that the test Is being drilled into 
the 2 §00-fou: sand. 


Boock Sand Shows Another Good 
Well. 


Once again the Boock sand development in 
Okmulgee county has shown another good well. 
It belongs to the Henry Oil and Gas Com- 
pany et al., and is located in the northeast 
of the southeast of section 20-14-14, and at 
only a foot in the sand it is showing for at 
least a 400-barrel well. The top of the sand 
was 1,777 feet. 

In the northeast of the northwest of section 
7-13-12 on the Adams, Pine et al. have a 
showing for a 20,000,000-cubic foot gasser in 
the 1,800-foot sand. 

Another interesting test has a showing and 
may give Okmulgee county another of those 
rich pools for which it is noted. ‘The latest 
strike belongs to the Okimulgee Producing and 
Refining Company, and is in the southeast cor- 
ner of the southwest quarter of section 16-14- 
13, Just in top of the sand uncovered at 
2,100 feet there are appearances of a very 
promising well. 


Developments at Cushing. 


Completions were rather slack in the once 
record-breaking Cushing pool, in Creek county, 
Oklahoma, but some attention is being at- 
tracted to the development north. of Oilton. 
A test belongs to C. B. Shaffer on the Clarence 
Tucker farm, in the southwest of the south- 
east of the southeast of section 28-19-7. There 
is a showing for some sort of a well in the 
Wheeler sand, and if it makes a paying pro 
sition it will add to the area in that portion 
of the development. It will mean that the 
Cushing pool will cross the Cimmaron River to 
the north. On the south side of the river 
some good wells have been developed of late. 
It was just a few weeks ago that the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company got a 1,000-barrel well 
in section 33-19-7. In section 34-19-7 C. B. 
Shaffer has finished No. 3 Taylor allotment, 
good for 50 barrels. This is in the new pool 
east of Oiltom, In section 33-19-7 on the Ellis 
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farm Gunsburg & Forman have a showing for 
a 7)-barrel well in the Skinner sand. The 
Monitor Oil and Gas Company’s No, 18 Rich- 
ards, section 82-19-7, is a 100-barrel well. 

In the south end of the Shamrock pool, in 
Section 4-16-7, on the MeNac tract, the South- 
west Oil Company has a 60-barrel well in No. 
32. No. 12 is good for 25 barrels on the beam. 


With the Wildeatter. 


Several wildcat tests have been attracting 
some attention during the week, but nothing 
in the way of big wells were completed, Near 
Morrison, jin section 33-23-83, the Fortuna Oil 
Company has a 40,000,000-cubic foot gas vol- 
ume on the Morrison tract. In Garfield county, 
in section 19-27-8, the American Pipeline Com. 
pany developed a 5,000,000-cubic foot gas flow 
at 800 feet on the Olson tract. 

In the Garber pool, in Garfield county, noth- 
ing new was developed, and it is about time 
that this area is showing something, as for 
a 1,100-foot development the completions have 
been far and few between. The Billings coun- 
try has developed nothing new, although the 
Hoover well of the ‘Mid-Continent Petroleum 
Company in section 22-23-2 west has developed 
considerable water and is making approximate. 
ly 75 barrels Of oil daily. More than sixty 
strings are now under way in these two dis- 
tricts. 

Some attention is being attracted towards 
Payne county way, near Yale, where the Cos- 
den Oil and Gas Company in section 36-20-5 
has a showing for a good well, which is said 
to be making a better showing than the other 
tests in that locality, which are fairly good. 
This district is producing approximately 1,900 
barrels daily. 


In the Mound Valley Pool. 


Lack of water is still handicapping the 
driller in Labette county, Kansas, but some 
good pumpers are being developed iy the 
Mound Valley m.>!, four miles southwest of 
town and over into Montgomery county. 

Several completions were found in the pool 
proper during the week, and while they were 
not large they are good wells at the depth 
the pay sand ‘s struck, There is at the 
present time approximately 20,000 barreis of 
oil in storage in the Mount Valley pool, and 
this will be started on its way shortly, as the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company has completed 
arrangements and the pipeline from Neodasha 
to the pool is ready to handle the production. 

Sore of the wells that were completed 
showed good for at least 190 to 20 barrels 
after shot, but they were never tried out, as 
there was not ¢nough tavkage to allow all the 
wells to flow their full worth. Without a 
doubt Labette county is getting the best test- 
ing in its history. So far t? majority of 














the outside tests have proven barren, but this 
can always be expected in a new development. 

Since the Sonora Oi! Coirpeny drilled in a 
wildcat on the Watt Sanders farm in the 
northeast of the southeast of section 15-42-18 
east, four miles northeast of Mound Valley and 
eight miles in the same direction from th 
pool, there has been considerable activity, but 
up to date every test that has reached the 
new sand at 71% feet has proven barren. The 
Soncra drilled a test cne-half mile to the 
southeast ani dil net even get the 
The same company is now preparing to start 
a north offset to its well, and sheuld this 
prove dry the district will go down in history 
as a freak, as in every other direction dry 
holes to the lime are on record. 

In the Mound Valley pool the Sperry Oil 
and Gas Company has finished a seventh test 
on the Price farm, section 7-23-18, and it is 
rated good for 40 barrels daily in the 585- 
foot sand after shot. No. £ Helwig, section 
12-33-18 of the same company, is a like 
pumper. In the west half of the northeast of 
section 7-33-18, om the Carson, the same com- 
pany has a 40-barrel pumper in a fourth test. 

In advance of the development, in section 
8-32-19, Jones et al, have a duster at 800 
feet in the northeast of the southeast quarter 
of the section. This is a little over two miles 
northeast of the Sanders well. In _ section 
2-32-18 an important test is being drilled on 
the Stevenson by Waterhouse et al., which has 
reached a depth of 700 feet. and nothing is 
doing so far. This is two miles northwest of 
the Sanders weil. The Sonora Of] Company is 
due with another important test on the G E 
Gray tract, in the northeast of the southeast 
of section 7-33-20, two miles east of Alta- 
mount. This is the farthest well drilling to 
the east in the county at this time, 


Good Wells in New Rogers Pool. 


West of the Labette county development and 
along the eastein county line of Mentgomery 
county a new pool of some significance is 
being developed in the 790-foot sand, which 
was discovered after the Labette county dis- 
trict started to show geod, There have been 
some good completions in this district. and 
the Prairie Pipeline Company has made ar- 
rangements to handle the output. The comple- 
tions of the week were No. 3 Dora Rogers, of 
Gries & Pringle, tn section 34-32-17, gocd for 
100 barrels natural; No. 1 Mullendore, of the 
same company, in section 3-33-17, good for 
14 barrels in ttventy-four heurs. 


Washington County Developments. 


But average pumpers were developed in the 
Washington county district during the week. 
The ‘best of the late ones is a 60-barrel pumper 
belonging to the Eastern Oil Company in the 
Copan district in section 33-28-13 on the Millie 
Parker farm, being No. 9 on the lease. In 
Section 34-26-12, in the southwest quarter, the 
Skelton Moore Oil Company in No. 28 has a 
25-barre! pumper. No. 6 of the Lahoma Oil 
and Gas Company in the northwest quarter of 
section 16-26-12 is a 15-barrel pumper. No. 9 
Lannon of the Prairie Oil and Gas Company 
is a 10-barre] well on the jack. <A 20-barrel 
pumper is credited to the Indian Territory 
Iliuminating Ci] Company in No, 3, section 
3-26-10. In section 20-16-13 on the Starr the 
American Oil and Gas Company’s No. 11 has 
a 15-barrel pumper and the Cudahy Oil Com- 
pany has a 10-barrel well on the Nettie Arm- 
strong farm, 

No wells of any great significance were re- 
ported in the Bird Creek area. In section 
36-20-13 on fee the Liberty National Bank has 
a 69-barrel well in No. 10. In section 3-26-12 
KF, A, Gillispie has a showing for a 60-barrel 
pumper. 

An interesting test in the Owasso district, in 
Tulsa county, belongs to McDonald Bros. in 
the northeast quarter of section 24-21-14, where 
a 1,000,000-cubic foot flow of gas has been 
struck in a sand beneath the lime. The top 
of the lime was struck at 969 feet and con- 
tinued to 1,400 feet. 


General News of Interest. 


The new refinery of the Duluth Refining 
Company at Sapulpa, Okla., is in operation, 
and this company is expected to be an impor- 
tant one, as it is using a new process of re- 
fining. It is said to be one of the most im- 
portant processes ever installed in the State, 
and the owners claim.that they are able to 
take fuel oil and still get a large per cent, 
of gasoline, 

The lease of Stella Manuel in Okmulgee 
county, in the southeast quarter of section 
22-13-14, which has been operated by the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Company, was advertised 
for sale, as Stella has reached her age, hav- 
ing becn a minor. Wisdom and several others 
were active bidders against the Prairie, but 
the latter won Out by paying $66,000 at the 






court sale in Muskogee. The property con- 
Sists of seventeen wells with a daily output 
of 100 barrels. 

The Twin State Oi} Company has purchased 
the Williamson home on Sixth and Cheyenne 
Streets, in Tulsa, and hereafter will make if 
its headquarters. The lack of office room has 
compelled six other companies to buy resi: 
dences 

Announcement has been made by R. M. Me- 
Farland, of the McMan Oi] Company, that he 
would start at once on the construction of a 
1§-story office building on Fourth and Main 
streets, in Tulsa. It will represent an invest- 
ment of inore than $1,000,000. 

EF. W. Thirtle, expert accountant with the 
Sinclair Oil Corporation, has been promoted to 
the position of general auditor and will move 
to New York city at once. 

John H. Galey, of the old firm of Guffey 
& Galey, who came to Southern Kansas in 
1882, and who afterwards drilled thousands 
of wells from Northern Kansas to the central 
portion of Oklahoma, was in Tulsa the past 
week and is looking hale and hearty, al- 
though he is 87 years old. He has large in- 
terests in the Eastern fields and makes his 
home in Pittsburgh, Pa. Mr. Galey, associ- 
ated with Col. Jim Guffey, drilled the first 
well in Kansas, at Neodesha, where they 
lost approximately $200,000 in trying to open 
a pool, 

Work has been started on a 4-inch gas line 
from Claremore to the gas development four 
miles to the west, The line is owned by J. 
Truman Nixon and F. L. Townsend, of Tulsa, 
The company has four gassers, with a daily 
volume of 15,000,000 cubic feet. 

One of the greatest percentages of profits 
ever realized in the Healdton pool, in South- 
ern Carter county, Oklahoma, was made by 
Wirt Franklin, Samuel A. Apple and Judge 
J. W. Harreld. These parties paid $25 for 
a lease on a 100-acre tract in section 9-4-3, 
and sold it recently to the Sinclair Gulf Oil 
Company at a price which brought them a 
little more than $100,000 for every $1 in- 
vested. 

Another casinghead gaboline plant is to 
be built in Kansas by Beasley, Stein et al, 
who have some production near South Cof- 
feyville. They havé let the contract for 
the erection of a plant and will begin the 
utilization of 800,000 cubic feet of gas daily, 
The gas is said to be very rich in gasoline.

000 Royal Dutch Subsidiary, 


in Tampico Fields. 
Tampico, Mex., March 13, 1917. 

Official notice has been received here 
from London that the Tampico-Panuco 
Railroad has been sold to interests that 
are closely identified with the Royal 
Dutch Petroleum Company. Along with 
the Sale of the railroad there was dis- 
posed of aiso the holdings of the Tam- 
pico-Panuco oil fields and the Chyoles 
Oil Company, Ltd., which are situated in 
the Tampico region. The consideration 
involved in this transaction is said to 
have been approximately $5,000,000. 

The interests that have purchased these 
properties have organized what is knowa 
as the Anglo-Saxon Petroleum Com pa »y 
which will take them over and operate 
them as subsidiaries of the Royal Dutch 
Petroleum Company. The Royal Dutch 
Syndicate already had extensive holdings 
in the Tampico territory and the addi- 
tions that are now made to its posses- 
sions places it in position to develop an 
enormous supply of crude oil. 

The Tampico-Panuco' Railroad runs 
from Tampico to the town of Panuco and 
the Panuco oil field, its present length 
being about thirty-five miles. It is planned 
by its new owners, according to advices 
received here, to make this railroad the 
nucleus of an extensive system that will 
afford transportation outlet for a num- 
ber of oil fields of the Gulf Coast region. 
The main line will be extended up the 
valley of the Panuco River for a dis- 
tance of about 200 miles. 

The Anglo-Saxon Petroleum Company 
also includes In its plans the construc- 
tion of a large refinery here, which will 
represent, it is said, an investment of 
more than $2,000,000 gold. 

The Royal Dutch Petroleum Company 
already owns one wel] in the Panuco field 
which has a measured output of 118,0¢0 
barrels of Fe day. The lack of trans- 
portation an marketing facilities has 
heretofore prevented the utilization of 
this enormous oil supply, but a fleet of 
tank steamers will be put in service in 
the near future by the Anglo-Saxon Pe- 
troleum Company and the oil of this 
region will be carried to different mar- 
kets of the world.

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New Spanish Tariff on Petroleum 
and Products, Including Im- 
ported Gasoline. 


The British Board of Trade are in re- 
ceipt, through the foreign office, of in- 
formation to the effect that, in accord- 
ance with a royal decree, published Feb- 
ruary 3, petroleum and mineral oils com- 
ing under No. 23 of the Spanish tariff, 
and destined for fractional distillation in 
Spain, are, as from March 1 next, to be 
exempt from customs duty On entry, a 
bond for the amount of duty leviable be- 
ing required by the customs authorities 
from the importers. The process of dis- 
tillation in all its diverse stages is to be 
subject to State supervision, and _ the 
quantities of motor spirit, lighting oi, 
and lubricating oil derived from the im- 
ported oil are to be stored in the depots 
of the refineries under the control of the 
revenue officers, 

On leaving such depots the products (nm 
question shall pay the following duties: 
Motor spirit, 100° kilogs., 30 pesetas; il- 
luminating oil, 100 kilogs., 35 pesetas, lu- 
bricating oil, 100 kilogs., 40 pesetas. Motor 
Spirit in tins or other receptacles of less 
than 100 kilogs. igs to bear a mark with 
the necessary indications showing its 
origin; and illuminating and lubricating 
oll, as well as motor spirit, in quantities 
of above 100 kilogs., shall be accompa- 
nied by a document in which the orig n 
of the product is certified. This rule shall 
also apply to motor spirit imported di- 
rect from abroad. (Note.—No. 23 of the 
Spanish tariff comprises petroleum and 
mineral oils which leave, on distillation 
at 300 deg. C., residues to the amount 
of from 20 to 8) per cent. inclusive; the 
rate of duty thereon being fixed at 25 
pesetas per 100 kilogs.)

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Sinclair Standard and Roxana. Com- 
panies Buy Land for Refineries 
Near St. Louis. 


Reports are persistent that the Sinclair 
Oil and Refining Company, through its 
subsidiary, the Cudahy Refining Com- 
pany, is negotiating for a large tract of 
land in the St. Louis district for an oil 
refinery. Harry F. Sinclair stated on a 
recent visit to St. Louis that his com- 
pany intended to build a pipeline to St. 
Louis and build a refinery here, to cost 
at least $1,000,000. 

Following the purchase of Benbow 
City by the Standard Oil Company, near- 
ly 1,700 acres of land have been bought 
in the vicinity of Woodriver by three oil 
companies, 

The Roxana Petroleum Company con- 
trolled by British interests, bought 700 
acres near Woodriver. This company will 
build a $1,000,000 refinery. It is believed 
the plan of the Illinois Terminal Railroad 
to construct large decks in Alton has a 
relationship to the Roxana project, as 








the latter company would operate barges 
On the Mississippi River. 

The purchase of 20 acres of land by 
the Standard Oil Company from a syn- 
dicate of Alton men is to protect the 
Standard in case the Roxana or the 
Indiahoma Oil companies locate in that 
section. 

Both the Roxana and the Indiahoma 
companies are negotiating for lands in 
that section, and the Standard Oil closed 
for the big tract of land east of its plant 
as a safeguard. 

The statement was made last week that 
the purchase of this land portends the 
expenditure of. millions of dollars by 
the Standard Company to extend its re- 
finery plant. Improvements costing 
more than $800,000 are under way at the 
Standard refinery.

KENTUCKY-TENNESSEE. 


Barbourville, Ky., March 14, 1917. 

The spring rush in the Kentucky-Tennessee 
fields is now on in earnest. ‘Thousands of 
acres are being leased up every day in a 
majority of Eastern Kentucky counties, and 
every day brings an influx of new operators. 
Supply hovses are being rushed for equipment, 
a scarcity of driliing supplies being the only 
obstacle now in sight to prevent the doubling 
in number of wells drilling. Fully 200 rigs 
are up and wells drilling in all the districts 
this week. This number ought to be increased 
to 400 by mid-summer. Since the beginning of 
March about fifty new companies have entered 
the field, while hundreds of prospectors are 
on the ground, hailing from New York, Penn- 
sylvania, Oklahoma and other distant points. 

In late campieted work a strike of unusual 
importance was made in the old Knox county 
field. Eight miles from Barbourville, on In- 
dian Creek, the Esmeralda Oil Corporation of 
New York drilled in its initial test on the 
Campbell lease. The well as it stands is a 
25-barrel producer. It is in purely wildcat 
territory, the nearest production being eight 
miles distant. Oil was found at about 500 feet. 
A wiid scramble for leases is following this ad- 
vance strike, in every instance bonuses being 
paid for close-in territory. About fifty opera- 
tors arrived during the week. The new dis- 
covery is midway between the developed pool 
around Williamsburg, Whitley county, and the 
old Richland production of Knox county. The 
Esmeralda Corporation, which is an old-line 
concern, with production in Oklahoma and 
other fields, will drill twenty new wells on 
Indian Creek. Kennedy & Farmer, of Barbour- 
ville, have a rig on the ground and will drill 
several new weils. J. A. McDermott has two 
rigs on the way and will test out a large 
boundary. At present eight rigs are up and 
wells drilling in Knox county. Of six recent 
completions only one was a failure, the strikes 
making from 5 to 25 barrels. These wells are 
scattered over a radius of eight miles, two 
good strikes having been unade on Payne 
Creek, one at Himyar, sixteen «miles distant, 
and one on Indian Creek. ‘The vast extent of 
probably productive territory has led to the 
leasing of every available acre in Knox county, 
P. J. White, the successful Oklahoma opera- 
tor, whe has made several millions in petro- 
leum, is in the field picking up a large’ number 
of leases. Fifteen years ago Knox county 
had a large settled production, but failure of 
the sha!'ow sand Richland pool and the low 
prices tuen prevailing caused a cessation of 
drilling.- New discoveries are far in advance 
of the old pool and the grade of petroleum 
founda is better. 

Contiguous to Knox county new wells are 
drilling in Whitley, Laurel and Clay. In each 
of these districts prospects are regarded as 
very attractive. Six new wells have been 
drilled in Whitley county, all showing a mod- 
erate yield A late wiidcat strike by Chicago 
operators in Clay county is regarded as a good 
producer, Pennsylvanians are drilling Laurel 
county’s initial test, the location being near 
Kast ‘Bernsiadt, 

Other districts of Southern Kentucky figur- 
ing in the area of activity include McCreary, 
Wayne, Allen, Warren, Barren, Metcalf and a 
few other counties toward the western end 
of the State. A number of completions have 
been made in McCreary county lately, the best 
being of twenty-five barrels capacity. Several 
strikes have made from five to ten bar- 
rels. This field is an extension of the Wayne 
county district and ought to be considerably 
expanded during the year. Late returns from 
Wayne county are featureless, only one well, 
making five barrels, being reported. The 
Wayne county field has been pretty well drilled 
out and only locations between old wells re- 
main. The drilling force in Allen county is 
Steadily increasing, twenty rigs up and wells 
drilling being reported for the week. Three 
late completions are reported, one making 80 
barrels, one 25 barvels and another 10 barrels. 
The Alien county field would undergo a great 
increase in development should a satisfactory 
outlet for production be provided. Tank car 
transportation is the only means of getting the 
output to the refineries. 

The prospects in ‘Metcalf, Barren and other 
counties west of the Wayne-McCreary district 
have been considerably bettered by recent 
wildcat strikes. A number of good wells have 
been drilled in Barren county. The drilling of 
a 25-barrel producer early in the month 
aroused the trade in that direction to a high 
State of enthusiasm. It was the best strike 
ever credited to the field and opened a virgin 
territory to the drill. Many new wells will 
be drilled during the next few months. Two 
or three scattered strikes have been made in 
Metcalf county, while tests in Warren have 
shown petroleum in paying quantities, 

In the districts of Upper Kentucky there is 
sa marked movement of the drill to fields bor- 
dering Eistiil county, the scene of Kentucky's 
largest wells during the past year. The most 
noteworthy advance discoveries have been 
made in Powell county, north of Estill, where 
a large number of good wells have been drilled 
in the Pilet pool. Three new wells have been 
drilled in the Pilot district, making from ten 
to forty barrels each. Numerous wells are 
now drilling apart from the proved area, and 
the next two months ought to determine to a 
great extent the limits of that territory. 

Many shallow sand wells of large capacity 
have been drilled in the established pools of 
Estill county during the week. Two new 
wells at Station Camp started out at 150 bar- 
rels each, while a third completion made 100 
barrels. Two of these strikes were made at 
a depth slightly under 100 feet. Four miles 
southeast of the Station Camp production a 
new completion is reported, making 25 barrels. 
This is a new extension and is attracting 
scores cf operators. Six producers and one 
failure were drilled in the Ravinna district, one 
compietion starting out at 75 barrels. Estin 
county operators are clamoring for better mar- 
keting facilities. The field has never been 
pumped to capacity because of inadequate 
pipeline facilities, only a portion of the yield 
of each lease being handled from week to 
week. A new pipeline extension of 4-inch 
capacity has been laid from the main pumping 
station at Campton, Wolfe county, into Bstill. 
Work is under way on another lateral line 
from Campton to the Licking River station. 
These additional lines will allow several thou- 
sand additional barrels daily to be moved. No 
further announcement has been made regard- 
ing the Sinclair plans for taking up a large 
production in Bstill county, It was stated 
early in the month that the Sinclair corpora- 
tion would erect a 1,000,000-barre] storage in 
Estill county and purchase several thousand 
barrels of petroleulm daily, erecting a plant 
for the separation of the various grades. 
One new shallow sand well was drilled in 
Wolfe county, making fifteen barrels. A small 
producer ‘Was drilled in Bath county. No late 
strikes have been made in the deep sand 
districts of Wolfe, Morgan and Lawrence coun- 
tie. 

Drilling wells in Tennessee are confined to 
the lower end of Scott county, where two pro- 
ducing wells at Glen Mary-are making over 
100 barrels daily. Eight rigs are up and wells 
drilling in that pool. No late strikes are re-

Peanut, Soya Bean and By-Products 
Freight Rates Decreed by Geor- 
gia R. R. Commission, 


The Railroad Commission of Georgia 
called a hearing at Atlanta on February 
14 for the purpose of providing just and 
reasonable rates to be applied in connec- 
tion with the transportation of peanuts, 
soya beans, velvet beans and by-products. 
New rates become operative on and after 
April 1, 1917. 

Cottonseed oil interests urged the ap- 
plication of cottonseed rates on peanuts, 
soya beans and velvet beans; cottonseed 
hull rates on the mixed feed, peanut 
hulls, soya bean hulls and velvet bean 
hulls’ and cottonseed meal rates on peanut 
meal and cake, Soya bean meal and cake 
and velvet bean meal or ground velvet 
beans, but the rates they have prescribed 
are Only partly in accord therewith. 





For instance, their peanut rates are 
greatly in excess of cottonseed rates, 
and in a mumber of instances higher 


than rates We had already succeeded in 
having the principal carriers publish. In 
only one instance are they lower and 
that is for the distance of 17 and over 12 
miles where the commission rate is 2 
cents per ton cheaper than the present 
published rate. 

The rates they have prescribed on soy: 
beans, velvet beans and the mixed feed, 
While not what the cottonseed crushers 
of Georgia contended or hoped for, are 
nevertheless considerably better than the 
proposed figures of the commission it- 
self, as set forth in their letter of Janu- 
ary 15, 1917.

A feeling of uncertainty prevailed in 
the market for drugs and fine chemi- 
cals, due partly to the unexpected 
change in the international political 
situation through the successful revo- 
lution in Russia and to the threatening 
railroad strike here. The sinking of an 
American steamer by a German sub- 
marine, reported early in the week, 
also caused general excitement. The 
domestic freight situation showed but 
little change, but relief is expected 
soon as the Committee on Car Ser- 
vice of the Railroad Presidents’ Con- 
ference has issued instructions to the 
railroads to expedite shipments of 
drugs. Large export consignments of 
drugs and chemicals are still detained 
at this port on account of the scarcity 
of ocean carriers. Manufacturers an- 
nounced few price changes last week, 
but more activity was noted on the 
part of -speculators. 

There was a heavy inquiry for the 
quinine held by ‘“‘outside” interests, and 
the market so far as second-hands were 
concerned closed the week in a firm 
position with prices more or less nom- 
inal. The demand, however, was chief- 
ly speculative, in anticipation of buying 
by the government for the needs of the 
army. Manufacturers reported the 
market as steady, but unchanged. 
Bullish sentiment was created largely 
by the interruption in shipments of 
bark from Amsterdam. Despite the 
arrival of several shipments of gum 
opium, the local market held strong 
and only limited quantities were avail- 
able. There was an active demand for 
morphine for export. It was reported 
that, in view of the scarcity of the 
basic narcotic, domestic manufacturers 
refused to consider export business. 
Cocaine on the spot was almost unob- 
tainable, manufacturers being well 
sold up. 

Alcohol was firm on a good demand, 
but prices showed no further changes. 
Glycerine was in steady request, and 
with prices for raw materials still 
* tending upward, the undertone was 
firm in all quarters. 

Quicksilver was advanced by sell- 
ing agents, owing to the uncertainty 
regarding shipments now under way. 
This developed a firmer feeling among 
manufacturers of mercurials. Nitrate 
of silver was reduced sharply, follow- 
ing a decline in the price of bar silver. 
Antimony products were steady, as the 
spot position of the metal remained 
practically unchanged, firm prices ob- 
taining. Bismuth preparations were 
also steady. Japanese camphor for 
spot delivery appeared to ‘be in very 
firm hands, and, as some time will 
elapse before new season’s goods are 
available, prices ruled steady. Menthol 
also held firm, sales passing at full 
quotations. Acetanilid on the spot was 
steady and unchanged in price. Phen- 
olphthaline was offered more freely in 
some quarters, and antipyrine was ob- 
tainable for nearby delivery at lower 
prices. Salicylic acid and methyl sa- 
licylates were unsettled on keen com- 
petition. 

Demand for coal-tar bases was up to 
normal, and with some of the largest 
producers well sold ahead, prices were 
firmly maintained, especially for ben- 
zol and toluol. Intermediates were ir- 
regular towards the close of the week. 
Offerings of several of the more im- 
portant intermediates which were not 
up to standard in quality, were noted 
at sharp concessions, but this had little 
influence upon sellers of high grade 
material. (Phenol was easy on in- 
creased stocks, and weakness was also 
noted for solvent naphtha. Naphtha- 
line was firm under an active inquiry. 
Benzoic acid for far-off delivery was 
offered freely at concessions. 

Cyanides were unsettled throughiut 
the week, due to profit taking by spec- 
ulators. Bromine was barely steady on 
keen competition. Magnesia was firm 
so far as producers were concerned. 
Manufacturers reported a firm market 
for sugar of milk, with sales passing at 
outside prices, where large quantities 
were involved. Petrolatum was strong, 
in sympathy with crude petroleum. 

The arrival of several round lots of 
shellac from Calcutta had little or no 
influence upon the spot market, prices 
holding firm at the recently advanced 
basis. 

Bergamot oil was offered more freely 
on the spot, and weakness was noted 
for both lemon and orange Oils, reflect- 
ing the easier position of the market 
abroad. Citronella oil was marked up 
by importers.

OPIUM. 


The arrival of eighteen cases of gum 
opium was reported last week, the goods 
coming via London. The importation of 
this gum had little or no influence upon 
the local market, prices holding firm at 
$20@22 per pound, according to quan- 
tity and seller. Holders were sellers of 
small jobbing quantities only. Powdered 
and granular gum opium was quoted 
nominally at $22 per pound, 


MORPHINE. 


Export demand for morphine was 
fairly active, but little business was ac- 
cepted by manufacturers on account of 
the scarcity of the basic narcotic. In 
several instances manufacturers were 
sellers of small quantities to their regu- 
lar trade only, and prices, while quotably 
unchanged, were more or less nominal. 
The alkaloid and sulphate in five-ounce 
cans was quoted at $9.80 per ounce. 
Exporters, according to reports, were 
willing to pay a good premium over pre- 
vailing quotations for round lots. 


CODEINE. 


With little change in the opium situa- 
tion prices for codeine were firm 
throughout the week. Manufacturers 
were sellers in a small way only, in order 
to conserve their supplies. Quotations 
for the sulphate held at $11 per ounce, 
bulk, for quantities of ten ounces, one 
delivery. 

QUININE. 

Believing that manufacturers will have 
considerable trouble in securing supplies 
of cinchona bark from Amsterdam as 
a result of the interruption in steamship 
communication with Holland, speculat- 
ors were active buyers of quinine. An- 
other factor adding strength to the mar- 
ket was the knowledge that manufac- 
turers were not free sellers under pres- 
ent unsettled conditions, having as- 
sumed a waiting attitude pending the 
resumption in shipments of bark. Actual 
buying of quinine by consumers has not 
been up to normal, but it is thought 
in some quarters that, in the event of 
this country going to war, the govern- 
ment would be a heavy buyer. Early in 
the week some scattered lots of quinine 
held by second hands were traded in at 
70@72c. per ounce. Toward the close, 
however, “outside” interests virtually 
withdrew their stocks, and prices quoted 
by them were wholly nominal. Ameri- 
can salts makers maintained prices on 
the basis of 75c. per ounce for 100-ounce 
tins. 


COAL TAR BASES AND INTER- 
MEDIATES, 


ACID H.—While inquiries were noted 
for acid H, the supply available is so 
limited at present that producers re- 
fused to quote, The nominal quotation 
for small quantities held by second 
hands was $2.75 per pound. 

ACID NAPHTHIONIC.—There was a 
steady demand for refined naphthionic 
acid and the market ruled firm at $2.20 
@2.50 per pound, according to quantity 
and seller. 

ALPHA-NAPHTHYLAMINE, — On 
full standard grades the market for 
alpha-naphthylamine closed steady at 
$1.25 per pound, spot delivery. There 
was a fair demand and according to 
reports some of the leading producers 
are well sold up. On forward contracts 
quotations ranged from $1.10 to $1.20 per 
pound, 

BENZOL.—Business done was suffi- 
cient in volume to take care of offer- 
ings and the market closed with the 
tone firmer. Sales of several fair sized 
lots went through on the basis of 55c. 
per gallon, tank cars, prompt shipment. 
It was estimated that total business 
for the week amounted to more than 
60,000 gallons. On forward contracts

NAPHTHA. — Production of solvent 
naphtha is large and some selling 
pressure was noted in the market, Spot 
quotations for water white naphtha 
ranged from 20c. to 25c. per gallon, bulk 
basis. On forward deliveries for round 
lots it was reported that contracts were 
closed recently as low as l5c. per gal- 
lon, bulk basis, f. 0. b. works. The 
paint trade is one of the largest con- 
sumers of solvent naphtha. 

NAPHTHALINE. — An active de- 
mand was reported for naphthaline and 
prices were firmly maintained in all 
quarters. Large producers are prac- 
tically sold up as far ahead as next 
July, according to authorities, and sec- 
ond hands are mostly in control of the 
spot situation. The arrival of 110 
casks of naphthaline from London was 
reported during the week. White flake 
was quoted at 9@10c. per pound, ac- 
cording to quantity and delivery. Ball 
was scarce and nominal spot prices 
ranged from 11%c. to 12%c. per pound. 
On jobbing lots sales were noted at 13c. 
per pound, 

PARANITRANILINE. — The market 
was irregular under keen competition. 
It was reported that business went 
through in some quarters as low as 
$1.25 per pound, spot delivery, and 
prices of $1.20@1.25 were quite general 
on contract shipments. 

TOLUIDINE.—On this mixture prices 
held steady at 90@95c. per pound. Para- 
toluidine was firmly maintained at the 
recently advanced basis of $2 per 
pound. Ortho-toluidine closed firm but 
unchanged at $1.25@1.50 per pound. 
Tolidin was quoted unchanged at $3 
per pound. 

TOLUOL.—There was a firmer tone 
to the market for pure toluol, but 
prices underwent no quotable changes. 
A good demand was reported for toluol 
for prompt shipment and further busi- 
ness was noted on the basis of $1.75 
per gallon, in tanks, f. 0. b. works. On 
small lots sellers were obtaining from 
$1.80 to $2 per gallon, in drums. Con- 
tract business was placed at $1.50 per 
gallon, f. o. b. works. It was reported 
that this figure was quoted to very 
large consumers only. 

XYLOL.—Quotations named for xy- 
lol covered a wide range, due chiefly 
to the fact that various grades are be- 
ing offered to the trade. Consumers, 
generally speaking, require a high 
grade of xylol, and for this reason 
business in fair sized quantities has 
been passing at outside figures. On 
standard stock producers quote from 
75e. to $1 per gallon, spot delivery 
while on contracts better might have 
been done.

NEOUS ITEMS. 

ACETANILID.—Spot stocks are light, 
due chiefly to the delay in securing new 
supplies on account of the railroad 
freight congestion, and prices were steady 
at 40@41c. per pound. Sales were noted 
late in the week at 40%c. and 41c. per 
pound for moderate quantities. On for- 
ward deliveries the market might have 
been shaded. 

ACETPHENETIDIN. — There was a 
good inquiry for acetphenetidin, and the 
market was firmly maintained at $24@25 
per pound for spot goods. 

ALCOHOL.—The market for all de- 
scriptions of alcohol was firm, with busi- 
ness fairly active both in an export and 
domestic way. Prices, however, showed 
no further changes. Denatured alcohol 
was quoted by producers at 69@70c. per 
gallon for 180 proof and at 70@7Ic. per 
gallon for the 188 proof. Pure grain 
alcohol, 188 proof, closed unchanged at 
$2.78@2.79 per gallon, with Cologne 
spirits, 190 proof, at $2.83@2.85 per gal- 
lon. Sugar cane, 188 proof, held at $2.75 
@2.77 per gallon. Refined wool alcohol, 
95 per cent., was available at $1.05@1.07, 
with the 97 per cent. at $1.10@1.12 per 
gallon. Purified wood alcohol was un- 
changed at $1.45 and up. There was an 
active inquiry for methyl spirits from 
color makers. 

ANTIPYRINE. — There ‘were freer 
sellers of antipyrine, but prices under- 
went little change compared with a week 
ago. Sales of limited quantities were 
noted at $18.50@19 per pound, spot 
and nearby delivery. On futures prices 
might have been shaded about $1 per 
pound. 

ANTIMONY.—With the metal firm at 
31@32c. per pound, spot delivery, prices 
for antimony needle and.sulphate were 
firmly maintained. Needle was quoted 
at 18c. per pound for the ‘fine powder. 

BAY RUM.—Spot stocks are limited 
and prices are holding firm on the re- 
cently advanced basis of $1.85 per gal-

BORAX.—Spot quotations tor borax 
were firm on light offerings, 8c. repre- 
Senting the nominal quotations. Con- 
tract prices were unchanged at 7c. for 
the crystal and granular, in sacks. 

CAFFEINE.—A fair inquiry was re- 
ported for caffeine alkaloid and, with 
spot supplies moderate, a mrmer undaer- 
tone was in. evidence. It was reported 
that alkaloid sold at $11.25 per pound, 
and late in the week some sellers were 
asking up to $11.50. 

CASSILA FISTULA.—Due to the high- 
er cost of import, prices were ftrmer. 
Business in extra quality goods was 
noted as high as l4c. per pound. At the 
close .prices ranged from 13c. to 14c., 
according to seller and grade. 

CASTILE SOAP.—Spot prices for 
castile soap were more or less nom- 
inal, owing to the delay in the arrival 
of shipments under way. Pure white 
Italian soap was quoted from 22c, to 
23c. per pound. For this same brand 
for nearby delivery 19%c. was quoted. 

CASTOR OIL.—Owing to the scarcity 
of spot oil, the market was firm in all 
quarters. There was a good demand for 
the technical grades and some of the 
largest producers are said to be well 
sold up. The high position of castor 
seed, coupled with the uncertainty re- 
garding the freight situation, had a 
strong influence upon the market. Crop 
reports from India are favorable, har- 
vesting being in progress in many sec- 
tions. Spot prices for No. 1 castor oil 
held at 20@21c. per pound, in cooper- 
age. Technical or No. 3 oil was quoted 
at 19% @20c. per pound. 

COCAINE.—Spot stocks are scanty 
and prices, while quotably unchanged, 
are more or less nominal, Buyers claim 
that they were unable to secure spot 
goods from manufacturers. The scar- 
city is due to the sold-up condition of 
the market. Exports are said to be 
heavy. Manufacéurers quote $5.50@ 
$5.75 for the hydrochloride. 

COCOA BUTTER.—An easier market 
for cocoa beans had a tendency to un- 
settle prices for the butter. The de- 
mand was fair. Cocoa butter in bulk 
was quoted at 324%@33c. per pound, with 
wrapped fingers at 40@41c. per pound. 

CODLIVER OIL, — Cable advices 
from Bergen received here last week 
report that the catch so far this season 
amounts to approximately 5,000,000 fish, 
giving a yield of some 9,000 barrels of 
oil, which compares with 14,500 barrels 
for the corresponding period a year 
ago. During the week the arrival of 
390 barrels of Norwegian oil was re- 
ported. Norwegian oil in the local mar- 
ket was quiet and barely steady, hold- 
ing at $115@125 per barrel, according to 
Seller. Newfoundland oil was unsettled, 
but quotations showed little change. 
For spot oil prices ranged from $68 to 
$74 per barrel, while on shipments $66 
could have been done. 

COUMARIN.—Spot prices were firm 
at $14@14.50 per pound, sales passing 
at the inside figure. 

CYANIDE MIXTURE.—There was 
fairly active trading in cyanide chlo- 
ride mixture and prices but irregular, 
jue to profit taking by speculators. It 
Was reported that business went 
through as low as $1.20 per pound. Late 
in the week quotations were nominal, 
ranging from $1.60 to $1.80 per pound. 

EPSOM SALT.—Stocks of epsom salt 
appeared to be even smaller than a 
week ago and prices were firmer. There 
was a good inquiry for round lots. Ac- 
cording to reports, the technical grade 
was virtually unobtainable for spot de- 
livery and late in the week the price 
Was nominal at $3.25 per hundred 
pounds. UW. 8. P. salt closed nominally 
at $3.50@4 per 100 pounds, with one 
large handler demanding the outside 
figure on car lots. 

ERGOT.—Following the receipt of in- 
formation that revolution is in progress 
in Russia prices for ergot were advanced 
to the extent of 2c. per pound, making 
the market 70@72c. per pound. 

FORMALDEHYDE.—Demand for for- 
maldehye was active, and prices ruled 
firm in all quarters. With producers well 
sold up quotations were more or less 
nominal at 12%@1l3c. per pound. The 
Strength in the market for basic mate- 
rials was a bullish factor in the trade. 
Exports continue heavy, despite the 
freight situation. 

HAARLEM OIL.—Stocks are almost 
down to nil, and prices were wholly 
nominal at $5 per gross bottles. Little 
is known of shipments supposed to be 
under way. 

HYDROQUINONE. — Manufacturers 
on Saturday advanced the price of hy- 
droquinone to $2,-a net gain of 25c. 
over the former basis, 

LICORICE EXTRACT.—There was a 
firmer market for licorice extract, a good 
inquiry being in evidence. Prices held 
on the basis of 60@65c. for the extract, 
The powder was quoted at 23@25c. per 
pound. 

MANNA.—The release of a quantity 
of manna detained by the government 
pending inspection brought out an 
easier feeling in the local market, and 
prices were somewhat easier. Large 
flake closed at $1@1.10, with small flake 
at 75@80c. per pound. 

MENTHOL.—There was a fair inquir 
for menthol for spot delivery, and p sk 
were reported at $3.40@3.45 per pound, 
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indicating that prices were firmly main- 
tained. On forward :shipments prices 
were firmer, closing around $2.74 per 
pound, in bond, which compared with 
$2.70 a week ago. 

GLYCERINE.—Business in the local 
market for glycerine was reported as 
good, and, with the position of raw ma- 
terials even firmer than a week ago, the 
undertone was strong. Western refin- 
ers advanced their views, thereby meet- 
ing those of Eastern operators. Sales 
of dynamite glycerine were reported at 
53c, per pound, and this figure was bid 
late in the week on round lots without 
bringing out sellers. Chemically pure 
glycerine was firm at 55c. per pound, in 
drums. Dynamite closed at 54c. asked, 
with soaplye at 39c., loose, and saponifi- 
cation at 44c., loose. Sales of speciai 
tallow were reported at 13c. per pound, 
loose, a new high record. Lard held at 
19c. and over, while cottonseed and soya 
bean oils were quoted around the 13%ce. 
level. . 

Chicago Glycerine Market. 
Chicago, March 15, 
glycerine market has been quiet, with 
no trading. An exception may be 
case of one bid at S3ec, for dyna- 
drums included, f.

Eighty-eight per cent. saponification is of- 
fered in various directions at 45c.,. loose, car- 
loads, f. o, b. point of shipment. As in the 
case of dynamite and 80 per cent. crude, those 
bidding on 88 per cent. crude do not appear 
anxious to purchase at this time. 

Sales of C. P. glycerine this week were 
made on the basis of 55c., loose, f. o. b. point 
of shipment. One refiner who was asking 54c. 
last week raised his price to 55c., the general 
selling price. The market may be said to be 
a little stronger. One large refiner here de- 
clared that he had done a good business so 
far this week,

NUX VOMICA.—The spot market 
was steady at the recently advanced 
basis of 14@14%c. for the powdered. Ad- 
vices from Calcutta, under date of

The market is very dull, and no sales are 
reported, There are about &) tons unsold 
stocks in the market, supplies are withheld in 
the absence of demand. Nominal rates are 
5.4@5.6 Rs. per B. maund, weight, loose, ac- 
cording to quality for gross quality bottons 
of new crop.

SACCHARINE. — This commodity 
was in light supply and in some quar- 
ters higher prices obtained. It was re- 
ported that sales of jobbing lots were 
made on the basis of $18.50 per pound, 
which represented the nominal quota- 
tion toward the close of the week. 

SODA.—Benzoate is in better supply 
and prices were unsettled. A moderate 
demand was noted for strictly U. S, P. 
quality, for which sellers were asking 
from $7.25 to $7.75 per pound. Cyanide 
of soda was irregular around the $1.06 
basis. It was reported that business 
in cyanide went through early in the 
week under $1 per pound, 

STRYCHNINE.—In view of the firm 
position of basic materials the markei 
for strychnine was strong, but quota- 
tions closed unchanged at $1.35@1.40 per 
ounce for the alkaloid. A good inquiry 
was in evidence. 

SUGAR COLORING.—Caramel was 
advanced 5c. per gallon, closing at 70@ 
7ie. per Ballon. in barrels. 

SUGAR OF MILK.—Leading produc- 
ers report a steady market for sugar 
of milk. It is claimed by some in the 
trade that bearish news is being circu- 
lated in order to depress the market. 
Quotations late in the week ranged 
from 35c, to 36c, per pound for pow- 
dered sugar of milk. The dereand was 
Seasonably active. 

THYMOL. — With holdings meager 
prices were firm and more or less nom- 
inal at $14@14.50 per pound.

ACIDS. 

ACETYLSALICYLIC. — There was a 
good inquiry for acetylsalicylic acid and 
prices were steady on the basis of $3.50 
per pound, in bulk, spot delivery. 

BENZOIC.—Spot quotations for ben- 
zoic acid ex-toluol were barely steady at 
$8@8.50 per pound. Buyers are taking 
hold in a small way only, owing to the 
freer offerings for forward shipment. 
On futures prices ranged from $6 to $7 
per pound, according to quantity and 
delivery. 

CARBOLIC.— The market was easy 
under increased offerings by producers. 
Stocks of carbolic appear to be fairly 
large and sales were again reported at 
concessions from the basis openly quot- 
ed. Spot business in U. S. P. crystals 
went through at 44c. per pound, and on 
futures offers of 424%c. were heard of in 
the trade.

PERU.—Balsam Peru was in better 
demand,,. and, with spot stocks smaller, 
prices were raised to the extent of 5c. 
per pound, making the revised basis 
$3.30@3.40 per pound on_ standard 
grades.

BUCKTHORN.—The market was un- 
settled, but prices showed litle change. 
It was reported that business went 
through in a liimted way at 23@24c. 
per pound, Closing quotations ranged 
from 24c. to 25c. per pound. 

CASCARA.—A firm undertone pre- 
vailed in all quarters of the market, 
but prices here closed the week un- 
changed. Offerings on the Pacific coast 
were light, with sellers asking on the 
basis of 12c. per pound for car lots, f. 
o. b. point of shipment. Locally prices 
ranged from 11%c. to 18c. per pound, 
according to quality and seller. Stocks 
in European markets are said to be 
light and further buying for export is 
looked for by traders. 

ORANGE PEEL. — Sweet Malaga 
orange peel, quarters, was firm and 
closing prices ranged from 12c. to 13c. 
per pound, which compares with 9@10c. 
a week ago. 

BEANS. 


TONKA.—Crystalized Surinam tonka 
beans were advanced to 65@70c. per 
pound, a net gain of 5c. for the week. 
In fact, sales of jobbing lots were re- 
ported at the outside figure. Angostura 
beans were quiet at 85@95c. per pound. 

VANILLA.—Advices received from 
Mexico during the week confirmed the 
published reports of a serious shortage 
in the new crop. Latest estimates place 
the yield at approximately 100,000 
pounds of whole beans and from 25,000 
to 30,000 pounds of cuts. The movement 
of cuts from Mexico, usually heavy at 
this time of the year, is comparatively 
small. Demand for vanilla beans during 
the week was seasonable and prices on 
Mexicans were firmly maintained. Whole 
Mexican beans were quoted from $4.74 
to $6 per pound, with cuts at $3.75 to 
$4.25 per pound. The market for Bour- 
bons abroad was unsettled on free offer- 
ings, but locally the situation in these 
beans showed little change owing to the 
interruption in shipping. Sales were 
noted at $2.25 per pound, but this was 
not a general quotation. Nominal clos- 
ing prices for Bourbons ranged from 
$2.25 to $2.75 per pound. South American 
beans are commencing to move. Ac- 
cording to reports the crop of South 
American beans this season is estimated 
at 25,000 pounds, which compares with 
35,000 pounds, a normal yield. South 
American beans were traded in as low 
as $3.15 per pound, but quotations 
named late in the week ranged from 
$3.25 to $3.50 per pound. Tahiti beans 
were quiet and featureless, prices hold- 
ing at $1.45 for the green label. 


BERRIES. 


CUBEB.—Owing to the shrinkage in 
spot stocks of cubeb berries prices were 
advanced 5c. per pound. Ordinary ber- 
ries are now held at 70c. per pound, with 
the XX and powdered at 75c. per pound, 

JUNIPER.—Demand for juniper ber- 
ries was routine and prices on the spot 
were not so firm. In fact, sales of lim- 
ited quantities were noted at conces- 
sions. Nominal closing prices ranged 
from 6%c. to 74c. per pound. 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 


ALMOND.—Sweet, true almond oil 
was advanced to 82144@85c. per pound, 
which compares with 80@82%c. a week 
ago. Bitter almond oil was in scanty 
supply and prices were wholly nomi- 
nal at $12@13.50 per pound, according 
to brand and seller. 

BERGAMOT.—The arrival of sev- 
eral parcels of bergamot was noted, 
relieving the spot scarcity to some ex- 
tent. ‘Prices, however, were main- 
tained at. $6@6.25 per pound. On 
near-by delivery, $5.75 could have been 
done in several instances. The mar- 
ket abroad has been slightly easier of 
late, according to private advices. 

CITRONELLA.—An advance of 2c. 
per pound in citronella oil was re- 
ported last week, establishing the mar- 
ket at 52c. in drums and 58@55c. in 
cans. The uplift was in sympathy 
with the higher ‘cost of import, due 
partly to the rise in freight and in- 
surance rates. A fair inquiry was in 
evidence for this oil, despite the high- 
er position of the market. The ar- 
rival of 19 drums was reported last 
week. 


CLOVES.—Oil of cloves was raised 
5c. per pound by leading handlers on 
diminishing stocks, For the oil in cans, 
$1.45 is quoted, while for bottled, 
$1.52% is the new trading basis. 

CUBEB.—While the market for 
cubeb berries was higher, quotations 
for the oil were unchanged at $5@5.25 
per pound. The undertone of the mar- 
ket was firmer. however, and offer- 
ings at the inside figure were mod- 
erate. 

LEMON.—In sympathy with the 
market abroad, prices here were 
easier and lower. Demand for lemon 
ojl was light. Quotations toward the 
close ranged from $1.15 to $1.25 per 
pound, according to brand and seller.

ARNICA.—Sales of arnica flowefs 
were reported at sharply higher prices. 
Toward the close quotations ranged 
from $2.85 to $3 per pound, with offer- 
ings scanty, which compares with $2.50 
@2.60 a week ago. 

CHAMOMILE.— Roman chamomile 
flowers met with an active inquiry, and 
the price was raised from 85c. to 95ec. 
per pound. Offerings were scanty and 
quotations were more or less nominai. 
Hungarian flowers were also in light 
supply and nominal. Prices ranged from 
60c. to 70c. per pound. 

INSECT.—There was a firmer market 
for insect flowers. Powdered flowers and 
stems closed at 28@32c. per pound. an 
advance of 2c, over the former basis. 
Powdered flowers were firmly main- 
tained at 40@43c. per pound. 

SAFFRON. — Valencia saffron was 


firm but unchanged at $12@12.25 per 
pound. American saffron was quiet at 


65@70c. per pound. 
MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS. 


ARABIC. — Amber sorts, cleaned, 
were offered at 174%@18%c. per pound. 
The market closed steady on this 
‘basis. White sorts were firm at 35@ 
87c. per pound, according to quantity 
and seller. 

CAMPHOR.—In consequence of the 
sharp advance in crude gum camphor 
named pby the Japanese Government 
monopoly the market here was strong 
at the close of the week. The crude 
gum, April-June allotment, was cabled 


from London at 180s. for thea “B” 
grade and 190s. for the “B.B.” This 
compares with 140s. for the “B”’ and 


151s. for the “‘B.B.”” named a year ago. 
The local market was firm, especially 
on Japanese refined, for which im- 
porters were asking from 93c. to 94c. 
per pound. Stocks held here are said 
to be in very firm hands. Domestic 
rtfiners quote the market as firm but 
unchanged on the basis of 89%c. per 
pound, in bulk. There was a good in- 
quiry for camphor, and consumption 
of the gum in this country is unus- 
ually heavy for this season of the 
year. Celluloid makers have been the 
principal buyers. It is claimed that 
the drug trade is rather poorly supplied.

POPPY.—Prices again were raised 
sharply in view of the shrinkage in 
spot stocks and the uncertainty re- 
garding future supplies. Sellers now 
demand from 7(c. to 72c, per pound for 
spot poppy seed, which compares with 
64@66c. a week ago. 

SPICES. 

CASSIA.—There was a fair demand 
for China cassia, both for spot and 
forward delivery, and the market pre- 
sented a firm undertone throughout 
the week. Quotations, however, 
showed little change. China cassia 
closed at 13@14c. per pound, in cases, 
with extra broken at 9%@10%c. per 
pound.

CINNAMON.—Due to the higher cost 
of import, prices were again advanced, 
closing on an average of \%c. higher for 
all descriptions.

and the No. 3 at 25@26c. per pound, 
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CLOVES.—With several round lots of 
new crop cloves due within a week or so 
prices on the spot were unsettled. Zan- 
zibar cloves closed at 22@23c, per pound, 
which compares with 22%@234c. a week 
ago. Amboyna cloves were offered at 
30@31c, per pound, against the previous 
quotation of 31@32c. 

GINGER. — Bleached Jamaica ginger 
was steady at 22@22\%c. per pound, spot 
delivery, with the unbleached at 17@18c. 
per pound. There was a fair inquiry for 
ginger. Cochin grades closed firm at 13 
@14c. per pound, according to quality. 

NUTMEGS.—In the absence of any 
selling pressure prices held on a steady 
basis, despite the lack of important buy- 
ing. On the 75s to 80s prices held at 
29@30c. per pound, with the 105s to 110s 
at 264%@27ec. per pound. Grinding nut- 
megs closed at 25%@2é6c. 

PEPPERS. — Under a good demand, 
coming both from dealers and manufac- 
turers, prices for nearly all descriptions 
closed firm and higher. The strength, 
however, was confined almost entirely 
to spot goods, stocks being light. On 
far-off deliveries it was reported that 
business went through at concessions 
from the former basis. Singapore black 
pepper closed at 24%@25c. per pound, 
with several handlers not inclined to 
shade the outside figure. Singapore 
black pepper for April delivery was 
quoted at 28c. per pound. Lampong on 
spot was firm at 24%@25c., with the

The Calcutta market was cabled 
strong on th- basis of 49%c. per pound 
for T. N., prompt shipment, c. and f. 
Pacific coast ports. As this price does 
not include insurance or war. risk, nor 
freight to New York, importers regard 
the situation here as strong, and 
despite the heavy arrivals of last 
week, there was no disposition to 
shade the 52c. basis for T. N. 

The London market again closed 
higher, T. N. for spot delivery advanc- 
ing 4s., with the May position up 1s. 
6d. per cwt. T. N. was cabled on Sat- 
urday at 192s., spot delivery, and 192s. 
6d. for May delivery. 

Shipments of shellac from Calcutta 
in February amounted to 22,900 ecwts. 
to ‘America and 5,300 ewts. to the Unit- 
ed Kingdom, which compares with 40,- 
200 cwts. to America and 900 cwts. to 
the United Kingdom during January. 

Importations at New York during the 
Past week were:—4,302 bags of shellac 
and 350 bags of garnet lac from Cal- 
cutta, on the steamer Koan Maru; 7,- 
660 bags and 200 chests of shellac, 200 
bags of garnet lac, 500 bags of refuse 
lac, 1,300 bags of seed lac and 600 
packages of stick lac from Calcutta, on 
the steamer Hellenic.

JAPAN.—Spot prices were steady on 
light offerings, due to the delay in 
shipments from the East.

On forward de- 
liveries prices were nominal, ranging 
from 14%c. to 15c., according to time of 
shipment and quantity. 

PARAFFINE.—With the position of 
Pennsylvania crude oi] strong and 
prices abnormally high, sellers of 
paraffine wax held out for full prices. 
The scarcity of ocean freight room 
tends to hold up the export shipments, 
but so far this has had little affect upon 
quotations. The demand for paraffine 
wax continues good and some of the 
leading refiners are said to be well sold 
up. Scale wax of 118 to 120 melting 
point was quoted at 64@7c. per pound. 
Domestic refined 125 degrees was 
quoted at 7% @8c., with offerings at the 
inside figure moderate. Imported wax 
was strong in the absence of free sell- 
ers and prices were more or less nom- 
inal, ranging from 12c. to 13c. on the 
140-degree melting point.

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Independent Retailers of New York 
Start New Campaign for 
Stephens’ Bill. 


Business preparedness was the watch- 
word at the recent meeting of the con- 
ference of the Independent Retailers of 
the Metropolitan District, Inc., held at 
the Hotel Astor. Chairman W. C. An- 
derson, president of the Kings County 
Pharmaceutical Association, stated that 
the organization was not at all dismayed 
at the failure of the passage of the 
Stephens’ bill by the sixty-fourth Con- 
gress, but that the conference would at 
once begin a campaign in behalf of the 
Stephens’ bill before the special session 
eonvenes on April 16. 

The reports of the varlous committees 
indicated a steady and consistent growth 
in sentiment in favor of the passage of 
fair advertising legislation. 

The conference unamimously passed a 
resolution directed to the special session 
reiterating its endorsement of honest ad- 
vertising legislation. 


_— 
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Aspirin Case Presents Unusual Fea- 
tures Should It Be Taken Into 
the Courts. 


In commenting upon the controversy 
over the right to the name “aspirin,’’ 
the United States Trade-mark Associa- 
tion in its bulletin says:—‘‘While the 
word ‘asvirin’ does not appear in the pat- 
ent or in certain technical publications 
referring to the Bayer product, still it 
would seem that during the life of the 
patent the article was Known to the pur- 
chasing public as ‘aspirin’ and not as 
acetyl salicylic acid. The situation would 
be a unique one if presented to the courts 
for a decision. In all prior cases rela- 
tlve to the name of a patented article the 
name in question was not a. registered 
trade-mark. Should there be any litiga- 
tion concerning the use of this mark it 
will undoubtedly be of great interest to 
attorneys and business men generally.” 

The bulletin continues:— 

“It is interesting to note in connection 
with ‘aspirin’ a recent decision of the 
courts in the Argentine "Republic. The 
Bayer Company of yermany brought 
Suit to restrain the infringement of their 
mark by a native Argentinian who was 
manufacturing and selling various chem- 
ical substances under the title ‘Com- 
primidos de Aspirina Rique.’ The de- 
fendant maintained that the word ‘as- 
pirina’ was a technical term to the use 
of which no one had any exclusive right. 

“The law in Argentina, it will be re- 
membered, contains a clause to the ef- 
fect that technical terms and endings 
which become generally used are not 
subject to exclusive appropriation as a 
trade-mark. It developed that the word 
‘aspirin’ was used in several technical 
books and by several drug houses to 
describe aceto salicylic acid. Asplrin also 
appears in the tariff list of the Republic 
as the name of a certain drug. 

“As a result, the court decided that 
the word ‘aspirin’ was not a valid trade- 
mark.”’ 
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*The Autozone Chemical Company has

PAINT JOBBERS HOLD 
SPRING CONVENTION 


Largest Attendance Recorded in 
History of Association—Many Im- 
portant Reports Made — Next 


Year’s Meeting in February. 
Chicago, March 16, 1917. 


The National Association of Paint Job- 
bers held their extra spring convention 
in this city on Tuesda afternoon, 
March 13. The directors of the associa- 
tion met and arranged the program for 
the convention, which was held at the 
Congress Hotel, The directors’ meeting 
was very interesting and the work of 
the association was thoroughly reviewed. 
All reports indicated that the association 
was in tie Most prosperous condition. 

The convention was called to order at 
10 a. m., Wednesday, with President BE. 
Cc. Currier in the chair. The roll call 
revealed the largest attendance in the 
history of the organization, which now 
has a membership of more than’ eighty. 
Over 50 per cent. were in attendance, in 
addition to visitors from Kansas City, 
Pittsburgh, Duluth, Covington, 1t™ and 
other places, 

At ll o'clock, as a special order of ‘busi- 
ness, the president appointed a commit- 
tee to escort George B. Heckel, secre- 
tary of the Paint Manufacturers of the 
United States to the convention room to 
deliver a lecture, in place of E. T. Trigg, 
on the subject of how paint jobbers 
would be benefited by the educational 
campaign which the paint manufacturers 
have launched. Mr. Heckel reviewed the 
work in its entirety and gave an inter- 
esting talk on different phases of the 
subject, all of which received the close 
attention of the convention. At the con- 
clusion a rising vote of thanks was ex- 
tended to Mr. Heckel. That the paint 
jobbers fully realize the importance of 
this work and will support it, appeared 
certain from the views expressed. 

Many Special Reports. 

There were No reports submitted from 
standing committees. However, there 
were a few special reports on various 
topics of interest at this time, having 
to do with existing trade conditions—the 
natural result of higher markets and in- 
creased cost of doing busineSs—and the 
importance of educating paint dealers in 
improving conditions. These special re- 
ports received the closest attention from 
the members, and some of the discussions 
lasted for hours, proving very beneficial 
to all present. It was fully demonstrated 
that for the members to receive the great- 
est benefits, it was necessary to attend 
the meetings of the association and take 
part in the actual work, 

The report of the Membership Com- 
mittee was most interesting. This 
showed that nineteen new members had 
been taken in since the October meeting 
at Atlantic City, and seven additional 
applications were received during the 
day, while ten or fifteen more are pend- 
ing. ‘The paint jobbers of the country 
are waking up to the importance of be- 
ing allied with the National Association, 
which is working for the interests of the 
individual! jobbers in various sections of 
the country. ‘The unanimity of interest 
is so apparent that there can be no ques- 
tion about the greater development of the 
membership during the’ coming year. 

Insurance. 

Another special report submitted was 
that of R. F. Rainey on the subject of 
insurance. Very much to the surprise of 
the members, Mr. Rainey covered the 
insurance subject in a thoroughly orig- 
inal manner and recommended that the 
members consider the following kinds of 
insurance:—Fire, business or corporation, 
workingmen'’s compensation, liability and 
use and occupancy. He explained the 
workings of these different kinds of in- 
surance and the members evinced much 
interest. 

W. A. Alpers, who is a director of the 
Faint ‘rade Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, gave a talk on this insurance com- 
pany and the members of the Jobbers’ 
Association were informed that they 
would be thoroughly canvassed and all 
members invited to participate in this co- 
operative company. 

A_unanimous vote of thanks was ex- 
tended to the Western Window Glass 
Jobbers’ Association for the courtesy of 
inviting this association to meet at the 
same time and place as they did, and it 
was declared that this co-operation of 
jobbing interests has proved to be of un- 
usual benefit to both associations. 

The association received a very cor- 
dial invitation from George V. Horgan, 
secretary of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association, to meet with them 
in Chicago during October, as has been 
done the last three years. The Jobbers’ 
Association decided that the spring of 
the year was the best time for them to 
meet, and preferably not later than Feb- 
ruary 2%. The association was organ- 
ized in the spring and the attendance 
at the organization meeting was fully as 
large as at any fall meeting, whereas 
the attendance at the present meeting 
was more than double that of any meet- 
ing held heretofore. 

The jobbers’ interest lies In planning 
for spring trade, and it is believed that 
they will derive more benefit from a 
meeting before the spring tfade com- 
mences than they would in the fall. 

However, the invitation of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Assocla- 
tion has been accepted to the extent that 
the Board of Directors of the Jobbers’ 
Association will meet at the same time 
and place each year. It is_believed this 
will encourage the attendance of its 
members at the convention of the Na- 
tional Paint, Oil and Varnish Associa- 
tion, bringing better support for the busi- 
ness sessions, and in this way creating 
stronger interest in that association. 
This is co-operation which means some- 
thing to the parent association. It will 
undoubtedly enable them to _ increase 
their individual membership at remote 
points throughout the country.

Saturday Noon, March 17, 1917. 


The past week has occasioned a dim- 
inution of supplies in many lines of 
chemicals and the tendency of prices, 
with very few exceptions, has been 
toward a higher trading basis. ‘The 
reduced stocks are due to moderate 
buying and the inability of dealers to 
replenish holdings on account of rail- 
road embargoes, the present congested 
condition of freight, and the trouble 
experienced in bringing in goods from 
foreign ports. In reference to individual 
trade features we note a strong market 
for acetate of lead at the recent advance. 
White arsenic is still moving upward 
under a scarcity of supplies, and spot of- 
ferings at the close were confined to a 
few small lots under the control of sec- 
ond hands. Bleaching powder has devel- 
oped a firmer tone and net advances 
are recorded in weakened prices. This 
was one of the last items to respond, as 
resale lots a week or so ago were quite 
liberal under the desire of certain in- 
terests to unload in the open market. 
Blue vitriol appeared steadier, and the 
market at the close showed signs of 
hardening. Chlorate of s0da was 
stronger late in the week, after dis- 
playing moderate irregularity on light 
second hand trading. Chlorate of pot- 
ash on spot was a shade easier, owing 
to quiet inquiry for small additional 
quantities. Glauber’s salt was higher 
under an improved miscellaneous oN

quiry. Soda ash was _ higher, 
spot offerings light and demand ac- 


tive. Caustic soda was higher for the 
same reason.

ACETATE OF LIMIE.—Consumers 
are drawing freely on outstanding 
contracts and the movement into in- 
dustrial channels f-absorbing the out- 
put. This is keeping stocks from 
reaching second hands, and additional 
spot offerings are small. Leading pro- 
ducers quote 3.50@3.55c. a pound, de- 
pending on quantity desired. 

UM.—Spot prices are steady at 
lately prevailing figures, and the mar- 
ket has a uniform appearance Small 
lots generally prevail, except in 
chrome alum, where a fair volume of 
business has been placed in the neigh- 
borhood of 20c. a pound. Dealers quote 
4@41%4c. for ammonia, and 54%@6‘ec. for 
potash lump alum. Sulphate of alum- 
ina ranges from 2c. to 4c. a pound. 
according to grade. 

ARSENIC.—The spot market is 
practically sold out. Leading produc- 
ers have made small sales at lic. a 
pound, but at the close the scarcity 
was of very pronounced character, and 
it is doubtful if any offerings could be 
secured under 1l6c. a pound. Large 
dealers are heavily sold ahead for 
prompt and second hands are not able 
to secure supplies for resale. It is al- 
most impossible to bring goods in from 
out-of-town points. 

BICARBONATE OF SODA. — The 
interval has occasionéd no change in 
conditions governing this market. 
Makers report a steady call for con- 
tract allotments and a satisfactory 
volume of business is reported at the 
works. Producers quote the market 
for car lots, prompt shipment, at 1.90c. 
in barrels and 2.05c. in kegs. <A pre- 
mium of 1-5c. is exacted by producers 
for deliveries in this territory, less the 
usual discount terms. The contract 
price for deliveries running over the 
year is 1%c. a pound. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—An im- 
proved demand is noted in bleaching 
powder, and available offerings have 
been appreciably reduced. At the 
close 3%@4c. a pound was quoted for 
large drums and the market was firm 
at these figures. Small drums were 
quoted at 5%@6c. a pound, depending 
on tare. 


BLUE VITRIOL.—Sales of large 
crystals are reported at 94@9%c. a 
pound, depending on quantity, brand

er in the local market, 
are generally limited. Small crystals 
are not prompting much interest at 
present, and the market is inactive 
and more or less nominal at 9%. a 
pound on ‘spot. 

BRIMSTONE.—tThe strong position 
of this market remains. unaltered. 
Leading distributors have so many or- 
ders on their books that they are not 
eager for new business for any nearby 


deliveries The transportation prob- 
lem appears to be growing worse and 
rates continue abnormally high. 
These, with the general congestion of 
freight throughout the country, are 
making deliveries difficult, and the 
spot market is therefore very firm. At 
the mines $27.50@35 a long ton is 
quoted, while goods at New York are 
held at $45 a long ton and at $45.50 at 
Baltimore. 

CARBONATE OF COPPER. 
light movement is reported at prices 
varying from 33@35c. a pound on spot, 
and the market is steady at these fig- 
ures, but there is no new feature to 
report in connection with the situa- 
tion. 

CARBONATE OF POTASH.—For- 
mer prices may be repeated for the 
different varieties of this item. Of- 
ferings are limited for immediate ship- 
ment and the undertone appears 
steady. The 80@85 per cent. grade cal- 
cined is quoted at 45c. a pound. The 
96@98 per cent. grade is quoted at 50 
@55c. a pound. 

CAUSTIC POTASH.—A gradual re- 
duction in spot supplies has taken 
place since our last report, and the 
spot market has developed a firmer 
tone. At the close scattered offerings 
of 88@92 per cent. test were quoted at 
88@90c. a pound. The 70@75 per cent. 
variety was offered at 70c. a pound. 

CAUSTIC SODA. — Spot supplies 
have been materially reduced during 
the past week, and the tendency of 
prices has been distinctly upward. 
Second hands have been able to offer 
in a small way, but car lots are scarce, 
and it is doubtful if any round quanti- 
ties would be purchased without ad- 
vancing prices sharply. At the close 
76 per cent, was held at 4%@4%c. a 
pound flat. 

CHLORATE OF POTASH. — New 
spot business has progressed along 
quiet lines during the past week, and 
while available offerings are reported 
small, sellers have quoted 60@6lc. a 
pound.

— Trading 
in resale lots was not extensive dur- 
ing the past week.

CHLORIDE OF BARIUM. — This 
item is holding steady in the neigh- 
borhood of 5c. a pound on spot. Like 
many other chemicals, the supply for 
immediate delivery is limited, and 
holders are more apt to advance than 
reduce prices, 

*COPPERAS.—The carlot price is 
holding firm at 1c. a pound. Smaller 
quantities can be purchased at 1\%4c. a 
pound up, depending on quantity. The 
tone of the market is steady and ap- 
parently adjusted to a hand-to-mouth 
basis. 

GLAUBERS SALT.—Sellers gener- 
ally ask 65c. per hundred pounds, but 
as low as 60c. has been done lately. 
Special grades are bringing 70@75c. 
per hundred pounds, the price being 
regulated to a large extent by the 
quality, brand and seller. 

SAL SODA.—Deliveries are going 
forward on regular contracts, and the 
market retains a steady position in 
sympathy with soda ash. Spot on of- 
ferings are light, and producers are 
not quoting ahead. Sellers quote at 
1%c. a pound in kegs and 1.10c. in bar- 
rels or bags. 

SODA ASH.—Offerings have been 
well taken during the interval, and 
the market for light 58 per cent. has 
advanced. At the close local holdings 
were light and sellers were not anx- 
ious to book for immediate shipment un- 
der 3%c. a pound. The freight conges- 
tion has prevented dealers from receiv- 
ing resale allotments, and the market 
shows signs of stringency. Bookings 
over 1918 have been heavy, and in some 
instances 1919 requirements have been 
covered.

ACIDS. 

ACETIC.—Recent export purchases 
of high test have kept the market in 
very limited supply. Commercial 28 
per cent, is obtainable at prices which 
look attractive compared with the 
higher grades. The 28 per cent, test is 
quoted at 3%4@4c. a pound on spot ac- 
cording to quantity and seller. The 56 
per cent is held at 8@9c. asked a 
pound, and the glacial 99 per cent. at 
25@27¢c. per pound, 

MURIATIC. — The former selling 
schedule is still effective on the differ- 
ent grades of this acid, but there is no 
new feature to note. The 18-degree 
grade is quoted on spot at 1%c. per 
pound; 20 degrees, 1%c.,, and 22 de- 
grees, 2\4c., according to seller and 
quantity. 

NITRIC.—Spot prices are higher 
and there is less resale stock for sale 
in the open market. Leading pro- 
ducers as a rule are booked for several 
months ahead and relatively little of 
this acid is reaching second hands for 
resale. Sellers quote 6%4%@6%c. for 42 
degrees, 64c. for 40 degrees, and 6c. 
for 38 degrees. Aqua fortis is selling 
about 4c. a pound under pure nitric 
acid. 

OXALIC.—Small lot trading is re- 
ported, but there is little doing in a 
large way either on spot or for future 
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delivery. Dealers quote 46@48c. a 
pound and report sales at intermediate 
figures, Supplies are not excessive, 
but sufficient to meet current wants. 

SULPHURIC.—The tone of this mar- 
ket is firmer in sympathy with the 
higher cost of crude materials, but for- 
mer prices are still being named by 
local sellers. Contracts of prime 66 
degrees can be booked at $35 a ton. 
Small lots of 66 degrees are obtainable 
at 2c. per pound on spot. The 60-de- 
gree grade can be purchased around 
le, per pound for prompt shipment. 
Oleum is held at 2c. per pound on 
spot. 

Our Baltimore correspondent writes:— 

While it does not appear that new contracts 
for sulphuric acid have been placed by Bal- 
timore manufacturers in the last week, the 
market seems to be very firm, supplementary 
orders increasing the quantity previously 
contracted for having been.given out on the 
old basis, which is around $30 per ton for 
66-degree acid, at shipping point. This is 
held to indicate that the quotations are 
well maintained, and that the buyers have 
been unable to obtain concessions in any di- 
rection, The price of 60-degree acid is still 
off from the high figure, and orders could 
probably be placed at $17.50 or $18 per ton, 
while the quotation on 50-degree acid is un- 
changed at approximately $9 or $9.50. In 
a general way it may be said that with the 
shipping situation as it is, expectations of 
a decline in the cost of pyrites are not to 
be entertained, and this would insure a con- 
tinuance of high prices for acid, Tonnage 
is increasingly scarce, with freight rates stil] 
going up and the war risk sufficiently great 
to enable ship owners to co and premi- 
ums, and as long as this condition lasts, re- 
cessions in acid are hardly to be looked for, 


TARTARIC.—There wf great 
searcity of acid on spot and the mar- 
ket- has been.sustained at the recent 
advance. Makers have not ¢hanged 
old contract prices, but they admit 
they cannot book business at present, 
Meanwhile second hands are asking 
83@84c. a pound for scattered offerings.

The movement of mixed fertilizers 
is coming up to expectations, accord- 
ing to reports which are coming to 
hand, This refers chiefly to the move- 
ment in the large consuming centres 


in the South. This does not arise from 
any lack of demand, but is the result 
of transportation difficulties, Reports 
heard this week say the movement is 
restricted by the scarcity of cars and 
by the condition of the roads, which 
in many cases are impassible for haul- 
ing fertilizer. All reports on fertilizer 
materials for some time have been 
featured by the strength in prices. 
This condition has not changed for the 
bétter in the interval and high prices 
are still asked for the different offer- 
ings. There were reports early in the 
week to the effect that nitrate of soda 
would be hard to obtain, owing to the 
reluctance of German works to sell to 
this country, and to the fact that 
stocks had been bought up on the West 
coast and would be held indefinitely. 
These reports do not seem to be well 
founded and the position of the mar- 
ket while firm is not changed from 
that as last reported, Sulphate of am- 
monia is not in a position to improve, 
as domestic stocks are sold ahead and 
foreign supplies are not available. Un- 
der these conditions the supply is 
bound to be short for some time, and 
as long as this condition continues 
prices will be more or less nominal. 
Blood and tankageé are holding at high 
levels, with very little offered. Fish 
scrap is practically out of the mar- 
ket and will be so until the fishing 
season gets under way, which will not 
be until next June, Potash salts are 
dull, with stocks small and demand 
for the various grades at a standstill. 
For reports of the Baltimore, Chicago 
and Atlanta fertilizer markets, refer 
to index on page 7. Detailed reports 
on the separate articles of the local 
market follow:— 


NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
While high prices have been in effect 
for these animal ammoniates for some 
months the asking prices this week 
were at still higher levels. Supplies 
are too small to look for any selling 
pressure and, as holders are not press- 
ing matters, the greater influence is 
felt when buyers try to take on stocks. 
With any active demand prices are 
pushed up, and advices from Chicago 
this week say that sellers were asking 
$4.60 per unit of ammonia for dried 
blood and $4.40 and 10 for high-grade 
tankage. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—One of the 
features of the week was the report 
which gained wide publicity to the ef- 
fect that there would be difficulty in 
securing stocks for shipment to this 
country. The report stated that the 
German works would not sell to this 
country, and in addition to this, stocks 
on the West coast had beeen bought up 
and would be shheld so that buyers 
could not secure supplies. As many 
of the German works have not been 
operating the supply on the West coast 
is largely independent of such sources 
of supply and the report in question 
in other respects was found to be un- 
true. There was no material change 
in the situation during the week. Spot 
prices are holding firm, with sellers 
asking $3.75 per 100 pounds, and this 
quotation also applies to nearby ship- 
ments. On later shipments the price 
is said to be as low as $3.60 per 100 
pounds. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA,—The 
market is firmer if anything this 
week. This is due to the lack of for- 
eign offerings, and any inquiry for 
round lots would be difficult to fill at 
any price. Domestic material is go- 
ing into consumption in a regular way 
and there is no surplus for new busi- 
ness. With shipments from England 
at a standstill, there is no telling 
when supplies can be expected from 
abroad and prices are almost wholly 
nominal. “Reports from the English 
market say a quiet position prevails in 
this department. The issue of export 
licenses having ceased, there is only 
the home trade to be considered, and 
this at the moment is not furnishing 
much news. Farmers are apparently 
in many parts of the country taking 
advantage of the low government 
miximum price of £16 per ton for 24% 
per cent. in makers’ bags, net cash, 
delivered at the consumar’s station. 
The prospects for export are very 
clouded at present, but it is generally 
believed that the recently formed fer- 
tilizer committee will be of substan- 
tial use to the industry in future ar- 
rangements. The exports for Janu- 
ary droppéd to just below 20,000 tons, 
as against over 31,000 tons in the cor- 


responding month of last year, and 
just under 30,000 tons in January, 
1915: The only feature of interest in 
the export situation for January turns 
out to have been the fact that the 
United States was again in the mar- 
ket, whilst purchases on account of 
Java fell away exceedingly. From 
what facts are available it is very 
clear that when exports are resumed 
—and it is expected that they will be so 
resumed later in the year—the export 
price will not be below £19 per ton. 


PHOSPHATES. 


ACID PHOSPHATE.—While reports 
from different markets say that sec- 
ond-hand offers are made at favorable 
terms, the asking price of producers 
is firm and the tendency of values is 
to go to higher levels. There is a quiet 
but steady call for supplies, and a 
shortage is predicted by many mem- 
bers of the trade. Some sellers are 
said to have advanced prices already, 
and, in quoting prices, a difference 
must be made according to seller, or, 
at least, it must be remembered that 
all sellers will not accept business at 
the prices generally quoted. Prices are 
given at $11.50 for 12 per cent and $12 
for 16 per cent. 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—The export 
trade remains in an unsatisfactory po- 
sition, and, as this is a prominent out- 
let for this material, the loss in exports 
can still be given as one of the most 
important features of the market. Do- 
mestic buyers are taking supplies in a 
regular way, and, while stocks are in- 
creasing at some points, holders are 
not trying to augment the buying 
movement by cutting prices, but are 
preparing for the heavy export de- 
mand which is expected to assert itself 
as soon as shipments can be made. 
Prices are steady and are quoted at:— 
Florida land pebble, $2@2.35, f. o. b. 
Port Tampa; South Carolina, kiln 
dried, $3.50@3.75, f. o. b. Ashley River; 
Florida high-grade rock, 77 per cent., 
$5.25@6, f. o. b. Florida ports; Tennes- 
see rock, 70 to 80 per cent., $6@6.50, 
f. o. b. Mount Pleasant; 15 per cent. 
granulated, $4@5, and 68 to 72 per cent., 
$4.25@4.50, 

POTASH SALTS. 


While the price of some potash com- 
pounds is high enough to warrant a 
good outlet for muriate of potash in 
the chemical trade, there is no demand 
from the fertilizer trade, and, as most 
chemical manufacturers are supplied 
for the present, the market is going 
along in an unchanged position. Some 
of the most prominent members of the 
trade say that any price given as a 
quotation does nut mean much, as the 
market holds unchanged only while 
inquiry is absent, and any increase in 
demand would be followed by an ad- 
vance in the quotations. The quota- 
tion for muriate is given at $425@450 
per ton. The lower grade salts are dull 
and prices remain nominal, 

CHICAGO, 


Chicago, March 14, 1917. 

Sales on high grade ground blood and high 
Srade ground tankage during the past week 
have not been of heavy volume for obvious 
reasons. Ome big reason is that we have had 
a call for goods that could not be entertained 
and, as it was, those sales that were made 
were on basis so high as to scare the timid. 
Sales have been actually made of blood at 
$4.60 per unit of ammonia, basis Chicago, and 
at $4.40 per unit of ammonia and 10c. B. P. L. 
for high grade ground tankage. The market 
closes at this writing with several inquiries 
unsatisfied. Quotations may therefore be 
Stated aS $4.55 per unit of ammonia bid for 
blood and $4.40 and 10 bid for tankage. Low 
grade and medium tankage have followed the 
lead of the high grade goods, and tonight are 
Selling within the same range per unit of 
ammonia. Inquiries are in circulation calling 
for quotations for future and next season’s re- 
quirements on both high grade ground tankage 
and blood, but sellers are not quoting anything 
further deferred than April. Those market 
experts that huve predicted a general crum- 
pling of prices are not saying very much now, 
but they may eventually have the same suc- 
céss in their predictions as the man who pre- 
dicts rain every day. He is bound to be right 
some day, but he often has to wait. 

Railroa conditions still remain bad and 
there is no doubt but that they have had the 
effect of dwarfing the volume of business and 
demand for fertilizer. This is reflected in the 
decision of some of the larger companies made 
after it was apparent that the railroads were 
in a bad way to withdraw their solicitors from 
the road and to cease making any further bids 
for business. This, of course, ends the season 
with them. There will be no extra or supple- 
méntary season as is usual at this time of 
the year, as the risk would be too great. 
Prices are too high to run the risk of carrying 
over goods, orders for which may be cancelled 
and left on producers’ hands. 

STEAMED BONE.—There is no animation 
noticeable in this commodity and buyers are 
Scarce. The stocks are plentiful, this lack of 
interest should result in much lower prices. 
One and 65 unground steamed bone may be 
quoted as in supply at $23 a ton, bulk basis, 
f. o. b, Chicago. Two and 60 steamed bone is 
quoted at $23 a ton, bulk basis, f. g.

ACID PHOSPHATE.—One of the materials 
that is rapidly growing stronger is acid phos- 
phate, and there is every indication that the 
predictions made some time ago, and_ the 
warnings of a possible shortage in the offer- 
ings will be justified. While the quotations 
are still nominally at $11 for 14 per cent., 
and $12 for 16 per cent. acid phosphate, the 
discovery is being made that the market is 
without a surplus and that the production is 
not even keeping up with the demand. In 
timately connected with this end of the trade 
is the situation regarding pyrites. The stead- 
ily decreasing ocean-going tonnage and the ac. 
vances in the freight rates, consequent upon 
the rising war risk, make it a foregone con- 
clusion that no easing off in the quotations 
on acid phosphate will take place, but that 
on the contrary, there is every reason to ex- 
pect that the figures will be marked up. 
The ideas of the sellers as to the quotations 
next summer have undergone a material ad- 
vance, and it is very difficult to get quota- 
tions, for that matter. The figures given are 
strictly for prompt delivery, and it is con- 
sidered decidedly doubtful if any considerable 
quantity could be gotten at that price, or if 
the quotation would be allowed to stand long. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—No change has been 
made in the quotations on spot nitrate of 
soda during the last week A cargo came in 
recently, and for general distribution, portions 
being destined to various points, but the ideas 
of the sellers are still firm at $3.75 for spot, 
with April and May at $3.72, and June for 
ward at $3.70. The shipping situation, of 
course, plays an important part in the mar- 
ket for nitrate of soda, and there is at present 
no reason to expect that a material recession 
in the quotations will take place, 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There appears 
to have heen another advance in the quota- 
tions on sulphate of ammonia, the latest fig- 
ure being $5.50 for spot. This price, however, 
is so far above what might be regarded as 
normal that the rise from 5.75 for foreign 
will not he regarded as important. The offer- 
ings, of course, continue to be very light, and 
the movement is therefore of small propor- 
tions. A more urgent inaviry would not dis- 
cover additional supplies, though it might put 
the auotatiors still higher 

POTASH.—There has been no developments 
in the past week which might reasonably be 
expected to give the potash situation a differ- 
ent aspect from what it has been for months. 
As pointed out, more or less potash is be- 
ing offered, but to give quotations that would 
not convey a mistaken impression it would 
be necessary to supplement them with elab- 
orate and lengthy explanations, which deo 
not come within the scope of a market re- 
port Quotations as they were given out 
during the period of heavy potash imports 
are not available and could not be applied 
under existing conditions, For that matter, 
the trade is being educated away from pot- 
ash and there is far less interest in this ma- 
terial than formerly existed. Business is 
adjusting itself to circumstances as they ex- 
ist, with results that appear to be emi- 
nently satisfactory to the users of feér- 
tilizers. 

BONE.—Comparative quiet prevails in the 
bone trade, the inquiry being neither dull nor 
urgent. Whether the railroad situation will 
have any effect in stimulating the demand 
remains to be seen. Whatever the buyers 
may think of prices, the holders are evident- 
ly firm in their belief that the purchasers 
will be forced by the exigencies of the situ- 
ation as to supply to meet their figures,

Fertilizer manufacturers here assert they 
have been so badly handicapped by car 
shortage and bad weather conditions in 
the country that the business has been se- 
riously affected. So far they state they have 
been able to ship only 30 to 35 per cent, of 
this season's estimated consumption, al- 
though merchants and farmers are appealing 
daily for their goods. Instead of improving, 
fertilizer manufacturers state the car short- 
age situation is getting worse, and, although 
the railroads promise to do their best, they 
seem to be powerless to afford immediate 
relief. As a consequence, the shipments from 
Atlanta are cut down about half, they state, 
with no early sign tof relief in sight. Road 
conditions have improved somewhat recent- 
ly, and the farmers have been able to haul 
some bag goods, though the situation is still 
far from perfect. 3uying of materials has 
been from hand to mouth only, though 
brokers and dealers look for some good trad- 
ing as soon as the weather entirely clears 
up and provided adequate transportation 
facilities can be secured Undoubtedly the 
railroads are doing everything in their pow- 
er to provide it.

Good inquiry is still reported for 
some grades of German colors, with 
supplies running low, and it is the 
scarce selections which buyers are 
most eager to get hold of. Eosine, saf- 
franine, indanthrene yellow, etc., are 
among the list which is meeting with 
good ‘inquiry. Domestic colors are 
moving well against contracts, but 
there are large offerings of some of the 
most common in the spot market, and 
there is a difference in price according 
to seller. There is also a difference in 
the grades produced by domestic man- 
ufacturers, and this is of influence in 
determining demand. The materials 
market is holding firm for the most 
part, with spot stocks in many cases 
light, owing to difficulty in moving 
stocks from producing points. In the 
case of foreign material there is a 
scarcity of tonnage for shipping to this 
country, while domestic materials are 
affected by the delay in making ship- 
ments by rail. Bichromate of soda has 
been of interest, owing to the range 
in prices quoted for spot material, This 
ditference is according to seller, and 
second-hand lots are available under 
the prices asked by manufacturers, 
but there is some question about the 
amounts which can be bought at the 
lower levels. Bichromate of potash is 
offered by some producers under the 
quotations of second hands, which is 
in contrast to the position of the soda 
compound. Yellow prussiate of potash 
has been on the market at varying 
prices, and some quotations seemed to 
refer only to limited amounts and when 
the holders had disposed of them they 
Were out of the market. Free offers, 
however, were made at all times in 
some quarters, and it is evident that 
stocks are not evenly distributed. Gam- 
bier has sold at advanced prices during 
the period, with higher transportation 
costs a factor in the market. Detailed 
reports on the more important ma- 
terials in the local market follow:— 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Spot 
supplies of aniline oil have been kept 
at low levels by the fact that only lim- 
ited amounts are coming from produc- 
ing points, and with supplies small 
there has been an absence of selling 
pressure, and this has helped to steady 
values. At times a lot is offered under 
the prevailing quotation, but these are 
exceptional cases and do not. truly rep- 
resent the market. Some producers are 
offering at 28c. per pound, and this is 
given as the inside price. Some sellers 
are asking 29@30c. per pound, and the 
quotation may be placed at 28@30c. per 
pound, according to seller. Contracts’ 
also are reported to hold at 28c, per 
pound, Aniline salt has been in fair 
demand and prices are well maintained 
with 30c. per pound as an inside price, 
and the quotation goes up to 35c. per 
pound. Offerings are small in volume, 
as is the case with aniline oil. 

ALBUMEN.—There has been no im- 
provement in the market -during the 
week. Freights from the Far East are 
holding at high levels, and this is 
enough to keep prices in a firm position, 
but added to that is the fact that ar- 
rivals recently have been small and 
stocks held here are very limited. Prime 
Chinese hen egg albumen is reported to 
have sold this week at 90c. per pound. 
Imported grades of blood albumen are 
hard to locate, and most sellers are out 
of the market for the time being. In 
this case prices are little better than 
nominal, . 

BICHROMATES.—There seems to be 
as much interest in the market for bi- 
chromate of soda, asto the course future 
prices will take, as there is for spot val- 
ues. This has arisen from the wide 
range in the prices quoted for spot ma- 
terial. Second hands have been prom- 
inent for many months and have been 
underselling manufacturers so far this 
year. In some cases contracts have 
been offered under the levels asked by 
producers, but, generally speaking, the 
quotations of second hands have been 
confined to spot material. Prices heard 
this week varied from l6c, per pound to 
22c. per pound, Many sellers were quot- 
ing between these extremes. The lower 
prices, as a rule, apply only to jobbing 
lots and it is easier to buy small 
amounts than large amounts. from most 
sellers. In fact, most reports agree that 
the low prices are only for limited 
amounts and that large lots can not be 
obtained under the price of manufac- 
turers, which is 20c. per pound. Some 
manufacturers say they did a good busi- 
ness recently at the 20c, TéVel™ This 


price is given both for spot and for 
contracts. Bichromate of potash has 
not changed during the period. There 
is a range in prices quoted, with 36c. 
per pound reported as a basis of some 
sales, and the price goes from that fig- 
ure up to 38c, per pound. Export in- 
quiry is reported for both bichromate of 
soda and potash. 

DIVI-DIVI.—There has been an ab- 
sence of spot supplies, and trading has 
been confined to shipments. No reli- 
able prices can be given for spot goods, 
and in fact there would be considerable 
difficulty in securing stocks. On ship- 
ments the quotation is given as firm at 
$60 per ton. 

GAMBIER.—This is among the mate- 
rials which have gone up in price dur- 
ing the interval. Spot supplies have 
been at low levels for some time, as ar- 
rivals have been comparatively small 
and the bulk of them has gone direct to 
consumers. Hence, spot prices are in- 
fluenced by the limited offerings and 
the shipment market has been strength- 
ened by the higher cost of bringing in 
supplies from Singapore. The quotation 
for common gambier in the spot mar- 
ket is 14%c. per pound. On shipments 
the prices heard are 13%@14c. per 
pound. There is a scarcity of cube 
gambier and no prices are quoted. 

LOG'WOOD.—There is a routine de- 
mand for logwood, with the number of 
buyers greatly reduced. When, the spec- 
ulative wave was on a year ago there 
was a wide demand for logwood, but 
since then the market has returned 
to normal conditions and now only 
the regular buyers are taking stocks. 
Prices vary according to grade, with 
quotations at $25@40 per ton. Logwood 
extract is moving freely against old 
contracts, but new business is not ac- 
tive, and sevéral sellers are offering 
freely with a difference in the prices 
according to seller and grade. The §1- 
degree extract is quoted at 12@18c. per 
pound. Solid extract is quoted at 20c. 
to 24c. per pound. Hematine paste is 
on the market at 12@16c. per pound, 
with crystals at 4@28c. per pound. 
Logwood chips are offered at times 
at low prices and these offers tend to 
give an easy feeling to the market, 
but leading sellers are asking around 
8c. per pound. 

PRUSSIATES.—Stocks of yellow 
prussiate of potash are not large in 
the spot market and there is a range 
in the prices quoted. Some Chinese 
grades are reported to have sold un- 
der the prices asked for domestic. 
Some holders of domestic stocks have 
been holding out for 95c. per pound, 
but this price could have been shaded 
at all times, and the quotation at the 
close of the week was rather easy, 
with open offers at 91@92c. per pound 
and it is possible that 90c. per pound 
could have been done and on ship- 
ments even the latter prices could be 
bettered. Red prussiate of potash is 
offered by only a few sellers and the 
price is irregular, as prices are said 
to advance when inquiry develops. 
The quotation is holding pretty firm 
at $2.75 per pound as an inside price. 
Yellow prussiate of soda is quiet, with 
no new features this week and prices 
are quoted at 30@35c. per pound. 

MYRABOLANES, — Advices from 

Calcutta say demand is fair, but, ow- 
ing to freight difficulty, shipments are 
occasional. Local and country de- 
mand is supporting prices to some ex- 
tent. Ready parcels are selling at Rs. 
1-12 to Rs. 2-8 per B. md., weight, 
loose, according) to quality for local 
and country consumption. Offerings 
of mixed average quality nuts are very 
fair in the market. Assorted picked 
yellow nuts are scarce, for which 
dealers demand the latter rate. Sup- 
plies of Australian bhimries or small 
yellow nuts are usually limited in this 
market. Prices for myrabolanes are 
going up in consuming markets and lo- 
cal sellers say that values are in a 
nominal position with no offerings on 
spot. 
TURMERIC.—A report, from primary 
market says that, though the market 
continues quiet. prices are a turn 
higher, dua to the paucity of supplies 
and light stocks. The season is over. 
Quality available is unsatisfactory. 
Both bulbs and fingers are dry, dusty 
and weevilly. There is no demand for 
Europe and America. Masulipatam fin- 
gers are wanted for the Australian 
colonies. Our quotations are for Ma- 
sulipatam, Rs. 14-8@18-0; Madras and 
Gopalpore, Rs. 14-4@17-8; Pabna and 
Kushtea, Rs. 12-0@17.8; Daisi and Jag- 
gernathpore, Rs. 11-8@17.4 (per B. md., 
weight, loose, according to quality; the 
latter prices are for clean retail fin- 
gers). Prices in the local market are 
strong, and are quoted as follows:— 
Madras, 8%@9c. per pound; Aleppo, 
94@9%4e. per pound; Chinese, 8%@Sec.
